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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Rollin  S.  Woodruff, 

Governor  of  Connecticut: 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submit 
their  Fifty-sixth  Annual  Report,  containing  the  reports  of  the 
operations  of  the  steam  railroad  and  street  railway  companies 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1908,  with  statistical  tables  com- 
piled therefrom,  and  a  condensed  statement  of  the  proceedings 
©f  the  Board  to  the  date  of  this  report.  The  volume  of  traffic 
handled  by  the  steam  roads  during  the  first  five  months  of  the 
fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report,  viz.,  from  July  1st  to  Dec.  1, 
1907,  exceeded  that  of  the  same  period  of  any  preceding  year, 
taxing  to  its  utmost  capacity  the  motive  power  and  equipment  of 
the  companies,  but  during  the  balance  of  the  year  from  Dec. 
1,  1907,  to  July  1,  1908,  the  traffic  shrunk  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  reduce  the  earnings  of  the  year  $2,683,782.80  below  that 
of  the  previous  year,  leaving  much  idle  motive  power  and  equip- 
ment standing  unused  upon  the  tracks  of  the  companies,  ordered 
in  anticipation  of  a  continuance  of  the  business  promised  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  A  reduction  of  expenses  proportionate 
to  this  sudden  and  unexpected  shrinkage  of  business  could  only 
be  made  gradually  and  partially,  as  fixed  charges,  taxes,  labor, 
material  ordered,  work  under  contract,  rental  of  leased  lines, 
and  the  cost  of  necessary  maintenance  cannot  be  reduced  to  keep 
pace  with"  such  a  sudden  reduction  of  earnings,  hence,  the  net 
earnings  of  the  year  were  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary 
dividend  returns  upon  the  property  of  most  of  the  operating 
companies.  The  total  gross  earnings  of  the  operating  companies 
for  the  year  were  $56,175,446.95  compared  with  $58,859,229.- 
75   for  the  previous   year.      Of  this  sum   $2,108,786.96   was 
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earned  by  the  Central  l!^ew  England  Railway  Company,  $997,- 
956.78  by  the  ISTew  London  ISTorthern  Railroad  Company, 
$53,050,147.26  by  the  i^ew  York,  IsTew  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company,  and  $18,555.95  by  the  South  Manchester 
Railroad  Company,  all  except  the  last  being  less  than  the  earn- 
ings of  the  previons  year.  The  passenger  revenue  was  $23,- 
555,389.51,  with  other  earnings  amounting  to  $3,456,982.09, 
making  the  total  passenger  service  train  revenue  $27,012,371.60, 
and  the  iimnber  of  passengers  carried  77,145,337.  The  freight 
revenue  was  $27,627,840.61,  and  the  number  of  tons  of  freight 
carried  23,151,262.  The  greatest  reduction  occurred  in  the 
freight  toiinage  and  revenue. 

Tlie  widening  of  the  roadway  through  the  city  of  jSTew 
Haven,  to  provide  four  tracks  with  increased  headroom  for  the 
freer  passage  of  the  large  amount  of  traffic  through  the  city, 
is  practically  completed;  also  the  double  tracking  of  the  ISTau- 
gatuck  Branch  to  and  through  the  city  of'  Waterbury,  unit- 
ing and  elevating  the  tracks  of  the  iTaugatuck  and  'New  Eng- 
land roads,  carrying  the  streets  underneath,  and  erecting  union 
passenger  and  freight  stations  for  the  accommodation  of  tlie 
business  of  both  roads,  except  the  final  work  upon  the  passen- 
ger station  and  grading  the  approaches  thereto.  These  are 
the  two  most  important  and  expensive  improvements  in  the 
physical  condition  of  the  steam  railroad  properties  in  prog- 
ress during  the  past  year.  Other  improvements  of  less 
magnitude  are  referred  to  under  the  head  of  "  Condition  of  the 
Roads." 

PJ^OCEEDINGS    OF    THE    BOARD    REFEIiRlNG    TO 
STEAM  RAILROADS. 

Elimination  of  Grade  Crossings, 

TOWN  OF  WILTON. 

Two  Crossings  Three-Fourths  of  a  Mile  North  of  Wilton. 

On  January  22,  1908,  The  N'ew  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  petitioned  for  the  approval  by  this  board 
f<f  certain  proposed  alterations  and  changes  (and  the  taking  of 
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land  ill  connection  therewith)  in  two  highway  crossings  located 
about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  northerly  of  the  station  known  as 
Wilton,  on  its  Danbnry  Branch,  so-called.  On  February  19, 
1908,  finding  that  public  safety  required  an  alteration  in 
said  crossings,  their  approaches,  the  method  of  crossing,  the 
location  of  the  highways  or  crossings,  the  closing  of  each  of 
the  highway  crossings  and  the  substitution  of  others  not  at 
gTade,  we  ordered  that  the  crossing  of  the  highway  leading  from 
Wilton  to  Georgetown  be  changed,  so  that  instead  of  crossing 
the  tracks  of  said  railroad  at  grade,  it  be  carried  over  the  same 
on  a  bridge  thirty-two  feet  wide  and  eighteen  feet  in  the  clear 
above  tlie  tracks,  at  a  point  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
northerly  of  the  present  crossing,  with  approaches  connecting 
therewith  on  the  easterly  side  thereof  fifty  feet  in  width  and 
with  grades  not  exceeding  five  per  cent.  Also  that  a  new  high- 
way be  laid  out  and  constructed  fifty  feet  in  width  on  the 
easterly  side  of  said  railroad,  beginning  about  four  hundred  and 
eighty  feet  southerly  of  said  crossing  and  extending  northerly  to 
and  including  the  approach  to  said  overhead  crossing;  thence 
northerly  forty  feet  in  width  to  its  intersection  with  highway 
already  existing  on  the  easterly  side  of  said  railroad  about 
three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  northerly  of  the  point  where  said 
highAvay  crossed  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  at  grade. 

All  the  work  incident  to  the  aforesaid  alterations  and 
changes  we  ordered  to  be  performed,  and  the  land  needed  there- 
for to  be  procured  by  the  railroad  company,  and  the  entire 
expense,  including  damages  to  any  person  whose  land  might  be 
taken,  and  the  special  damages  the  owners  of  any  land  adjoin- 
ing the  public  highway  sustained  by  reason  of  any  change 
in  the  grade  of  the  highway,  to  be  paid  for  by  said  railroad  com- 
pany. 

Upon  completion  of  the  work  ordered  by  us  the  grade  cross- 
ing on  the  highway  leading  from  Wilton  to  Georgetown,  and  the 
one  branching  easterly  therefrom,  we  directed  should  be  dis- 
continued and  closed  within  the  lines  of  the  right  of  way  of  said 
railroad  com]")any. 
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CITY  OF  WATERBURY. 

Change  in  Mattatuch  and  West  Main  Streets. 

On  February  1,  1908,  the  E'ew  York,  l^ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford and  the  'New  England  Railroad  Companies  presented  their 
petition  asking  for  an  amendment  of  an  order  of  this  board 
dated  April  6,  1905  (upon  petition  of  said  companies  dated 
December  31,  1904),  which  determined  and  decreed  that  the 
lines  of  Mattatuck  Street  in  the  City  of  Waterbury  be  altered 
by  discontinuing  a  portion  thereof  and  substituting  therefor 
another  highway  not  at  grade  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  pro- 
posed new  location  of  the  railroad  of  said  petitioner,  extending 
northerly  from  West  Main  Street  to  a  junction  with  the  lin^ 
of  the  existing  location  of  Mattatuck  Street  on  the  westerly 
side  of  said  railroad  location,  and  determining  the  grades  of  said 
new  highway  and  those  of  West  Main  Street  That  for  the  pur- 
poses set  forth  in  said  petition  of  December  31,  1904,  the  com- 
pany proposed  to  re-locate  the  substituted  portion. of  Mattatuck 
Street,  as  determined  in  an  order  of  this  board  of  April  6,  1905, 
by  constructing  in  lieu  of  said  substituted  highway  one  forty  feet 
in  width,  and  to  discontinue  and  close  that  portion  of  Matta- 
tuck Street  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  railroad  location  north- 
erly of  the  last  mentioned  substituted  highway. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  February  13,  1908,  and  ad- 
journed from  time  to  time  until  February  24th,  when  the 
parties  were  fully  and  finally  heard. 

On  March  9,  1908,  we  issued  our  finding,  modifying  and 
changing  our  order  of  April  6,  1905,  and  directed  that  the 
location  of  Mattatuck  Street  on  the.  westerly  side  of  said  pro- 
posed new  location  be  changed,  and  the  grade  thereof  be  estab- 
lished as  described  in  paragraph  three  of  the  railroad  company's 
petition.  We  also  ordered  and  directed  that  the  grade  of  West 
Main  Street  at  or  near  the  junction  of  Crane  Street,  and  that 
portion  of  Mattatuck  Street  easterly  of  the  railroad  location  be 
changed  as  descril)ed  in  paragraph  five  of  said  petition  except 
on  the  easterly  side  thereof,  which  we  ordered  to  be  at  the  junc- 
tion with  the  curb  line  of  West  Main  Street  at  an  elevation  of 
142.65 ;    thence  fifty-six  feet  northerly  thereof  to  an  elevatioa

140.75;    thence  northerly  about  one  hundred  feet  to  an  eleva- 
tion of  143.95. 

We  further  ordered  that  when  the  aforesaid  changes  were 
made,  Mattatuck  Street  on  the  westerly  side  of  said  location  as 
it  then  existed,  should  be  closed. 


ELIMINATION  OF  FIVE   GRADE   CROSSINGS   IN  TOWN  OF  NEW- 
TOWN AND  ELEVEN  GRADE   CROSSINGS   IN  TOWN   OF 
BETHEL  BY  DISCONTINUANCE  OF  RAILROAD. 

On  June  18,  1908,  the  ^ew  York,  'New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  to  us  its  petition  to  the  ef- 
fect that  public  safety  required  the  elimination  of  five  grade 
crossings  in  the  Town  of  ISTewtown  and  eleven  in  the  Town  of 
Beliiel;  that  it  proposed  to  eliminate  said  grade  crossings  by 
discontinuing  the  line  of  railroad  known  as  the  Bethel  Branch 
between  Bethel  and  Hawleyville,  from  a  point  on  the  main 
track  of  the  line  of  railroad  formerly  known  as  the  Dan- 
bury  &  JSTorwalk  Railroad,  southerly  of  the  highway  known 
as  Greenwood  Avenue  in  the  Town  of  Bethel;  thence  run- 
ning northeasterly  about  thirty-one  thousand  four  hundred 
feet  to  its  intersection  with  the  main  line  of  the  railroad 
formerly  of  the  Housatonic  Railroad,  at  or  near  the  Hawley- 
ville passenger  station,  and  substituting  therefor  a  new  railroad 
coincident  with  and  on  the  line .  and  location  formerly  of  the 
Danbury  &  ISTorwalk  Railroad  Company,  beginning  at  said  point 
in  said  last  mentioned  line  of  railroad  just  southerly  of  Green- 
wood Avenue  in  said  Town  of  Bethel ;  thence  on  and  along  the 
line  of  railroad  and  location  to  the  Danbury  Passenger  Station 
at  White  Street  in  the  City  of  Danbury,  to  a  connection  with 
the  line  and  location  of  the  railroad  of  the  ISTew  England  Rail- 
road Company;  thence  on  and  along  the  line  and  location 
of  the  last  company  mentioned  in  a  general  easterly  direction 
to  Hawleyville  Station,  there  to  connect  with  the  existing  line 
of  railroad  formerly  of  the  Shepaug,  Litchfield  &  Northern 
Railroad  Company. 

It  was  proposed  in  said  petition  to  use  portions  of  said 
discontinued  line  of  railroad  at  either  end  thereof  as  a  com- 
mercial spur  track  for  the  service  of  certain  commercial  in- 
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dustries  on  said  line,  one  located  substantially  two  miles 
southerly  of  the  Hawleyville  Station,  and  one  about  one-half 
mile  northerly  of  said  Bethel  Station,  by  the  installation  and 
construction  of  spur  tracks  leading  to  said  industries  from  the 
station  nearest  to  the  same,  provided  such  commercial  tracks 
were  authorized  by  this  board  upon  presentation  of  proper 
petitions. 

The  petition  of  June  18th  was  heard  July  1,  1908,  and 
adjourned  to  July  8th,  when  the  petition  was  fully  heard. 
On  July  25,  1908,  we  issued  our  finding  as  follows: 
"  This  is  an  application  for  the  elimination  of  sixteen  grade 
crossings,  in  a  distance  of  six  miles,  on  the  line  of  the  Bethel 
Branch,  so-called,  of  the  railroad  of  the  petitioner,  extending 
from  the  Bethel  Station,  in  the  Town  of  Bethel,  to  the  Hawley- 
ville Station,  in  the  Town  of  ]^ewto^^^l,  by  discontinuing  the 
use  of  the  Bethel  Branch  and  transferring  its  traffic  to  the  main 
line  of  the  Danbury  Branch  from  Bethel  to  Danbury  and  from 
Danbury  to  Ilawley^dlle,  over  the  double  track  of  the  ISTew 
England  Railroad  Company,  leased  to  the  petitioner." 

"  Upon  careful  consideration  of  the  evidence,  and  from  our 
personal  knowledge  of  the  locality  affected  by  the  proposed 
changes,  we  were  of  the  opinion  that  public  safety  required 
that  the  grade  crossings  specified  in  the  petition  be  eliminated 
and  in  the  manner  proposed.  Owing  to  the  relatively  little  im- 
portance of  this  branch,  it  is  not  likely  that  the  petitioner  will 
ever  be  able  to  assume  the  enormous  expense  of  eliminating 
these  crossings  by  separating  the  grades  of  the  railroad  and  the 
highways,  and  it  is  more  unlikely  that  the  towns  in  which  the 
crossings  are  located  could  ever  assume  their  statutory  share  of 
the  expense  which  would  fall  on  them  in  proceedings  initiated 
by  them  for  the  removal  of  these  crossings." 

"  The  traffic  now  passing  over  the  steep  grades  and  sharp 
curves  of  the  Bethel  Branch  can  be  more  safely  conducted  over 
the  easy  grades  and  curves  of  the  proposed  route.  There  being 
no  stations  on  the  line  Ijctween  Bethel  and  Hawleyville,  no 
inconvenience  to  passengers  or  communities  can  arise  by  reason 
of  the  change  of  route,  and  the  three  industries  located  on  the 
present  line  can  be  served  by  spur  tracks,  safeguarded  when 
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used  at  highway  crossings,  both  by  regulations  as  to  speed  and 
by  flagmen." 

"  The  rates  for  service  over  the  new  route  are  to  be  the  same 
as  now  prevail  over  the  present  line,  while  the  passage  of  all 
traffic  into  and  through  Danbury,  a  city  of  twenty  thousand  in- 
habitants, w*ill  furnish  additional  convenience  to  that  city 
without  in  any  manner  depriving  the  inhabitants  of  Bethel 
and  Hawleyville  of  any  advantages  which  they  now  possess. 
It  is  difficult,  therefore,  to  see  how  any  interest,  public  or 
private,  can  be  injured  by  the  changes  proposed,  but,  be  that 
as  it  may,  the  safety  of  the  public  to  be  conserved  by  the  doing 
away  with  the  dangers  of  these  sixteen  grade  crossings  to  be 
thus  eliminated  far  outweighs  any  disadvantages  which  may 
occur  to  any  private  interest." 

"  WHEREFORE,  after  consideration,  we  do  find  the  allega- 
tions of  said  petition  to  be  true,  and  determine  that  the  altera- 
tion and  changes  described  in  said  petition  shall  be  made  by 
the  ISTew  York,  I^ew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company, 
and  at  its  expense,  to  wit. :  that  the  use  as  a  railroad  of  the 
line  of  railroad  known  as  the  Bethel  Branch  between  Bethel  and 
Hawleyville  from  a  point  on  the  main  track  of  the  line  of  rail- 
road formerly  of  the  Banbury  and  ISTorwalk  Railroad  Company, 
now  of  the  petitioner,  and  lately  known  as  the  Banbury  Branch 
of  its  Shore  Line  Bivision,  southerly  of  the  highway  known  as 
Greenwood  Avenue  in  the  Town  of  Bethel;  thence  nmning 
northeasterly  about  thirty-one  thousand  four  hundred  (31,400) 
feet  to  its  intersection  with  the  main  line  of  the  railroad  for- 
merly of  the  Housatonic  Railroad  Company,  now  of  the  peti- 
tioner, and  lately  known  as  its  Berkshire  Division,  at  or  near 
the  Hawleyville  Passenger  Station  of  the  petitioner's  said  rail- 
road, be  discontinued  by  The  Isfew  York,  ISTew  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  that  said  Company  substitute 
therefor  a  new  line  of  railroad  coincident  with  and  on  the  line 
and  location  formerly  of  the  Banbury  and  ^orwalk  Railroad 
Company,  now  of  the  petitioner,  and  lately  known  as  the  Dan- 
bury  Branch  hereinbefore  described,  beginning  at  said  point  in 
said  last  mentioned  line  of  railroad  just  southerly  of  Green- 
wood Avenue  in  said  Town  of  Bethel,  thence  on  and  along  the 
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line  of  railroad  and  location  of  said  Danbury  Branch  to  the 
Danbury  passenger  station  of  the  petitioner  at  White  Street 
in  the  City  and  Town  of  Danbury,  to  a  connection  with  the 
line  and  location  of  the  railroad  of  The  'New  England  Railroad 
Company,  now  leased  to  the  petitioner,  formerly  known  as  the 
Highland  Division  of  the  petitioner's  railroad,  but  more  lately 
known  as  its  Western  Division;  thence  on  and  along  the  line 
and  location  of  said  last  mentioned  railroad  in  a  generally 
easterly  direction  to  the  aforementioned  Hawleyville  Station 
of  the  petitioner  in  said  Town  of  l^ewtown,  to  a  connection  with 
the  existing  line  of  railroad  formerly  of  the  Shepaug,  Litch- 
field and  l!^orthem  Railroad  Company,  now  of  the  petitioner, 
and  lately  known  as  the  Litchfield  Branch  of  the  petitioner's 
railroad,  so  as  to  eliminate  the  crossings  at  grade  of  said  rail- 
road by  the  several  highways  in  said  towns  named  and  described 
in  the  petition." 

TOWN  OF  REDDING. 

Crossmg  Northerly  of  the  Station  Knoimi  as  Topstone. 

On  Jime  25,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  petitioned  this  board  asking  for  an  order  in 
the  matter  of  elimination  of  a  highway  which  crossed  the  Dan- 
bury Branch  of  its  railroad  in  the  Town  of  Redding  twice,  sub- 
stantially nine  hundred  and  seventeen  hundred  feet  respec- 
tively, northerly  of  the  station  known  as  Topstone  in  the  town 
named. 

Said  petition  was  heard  on  July  1,  1908,  and  on  July  20th 
of  the  same  month  we  issued  our  finding  to  the  effect  that 
public  safety  required  an  alteration  in  such  crossings  and  their 
approaches,  and  ordered  that  a  new  highway  be  constnicted 
on  the  westerly  side  of  the  tracks  of  said  company  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  public  travel,  without  crossing  said  tracks 
at  grade,  in  the  location,  of  the  width,  and  at  the  grades  in- 
dicated and  shown  on  a  blue  print  on  file  in  this  ofiice;  that 
when  said  new  highway  was  completed  in  suitable  condition 
for  public  travel,  and  connected  with  the  then  existing  highway 
on  ea<}h  side  of  the  right  of  way  of  said  petitioner,  each  of  them 
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should  be  closed  on  the  lines  of  the  right  of  way  of  said  rail- 
road company. 

We  also  ordered  and  directed  the  railroad  company  to  bear 
the  entire  expense,  including  that  of  such  lands  as  it  might  be 
required  to  take  in  making  the  alterations  and  changes  pro- 
posed. 

TOWN  OF  EAST  HARTFORD. 

Long  Hill  Street. 

On  the  27th  day  of  June,  1908,  the  'E&w  York,  ¥ew  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company  presented  a  petition  stating  that 
public  safety  required  an  alteration  in  the  crossing  at  grade  of 
its  railroad  by  the  highway  known  as  Long  Hill  Street  in  the 
Town  of  East  Hartford,  located  about  one  mile  east  of  the  peti- 
tioner's Bumside  Station.  That  it  proposed  to  eliminate  said 
grade  crossing  by  discontinuing  and  closing  that  portion  within 
the  limits  of  the  railroad  location,  and  by  constructing  a  new 
highway  from  the  intersection  with  the  existing  highway  on 
the  southerly  side  thereof  just  westerly  of  the  then  existing 
grade  crossing;  canying  said  higlnvay  over  the  railroad  by 
means  of  a  bridge  twenty  feet  in  width,  having  a  clearance 
above  the  tracks  of  eighteen  feet;  thence  in  a  generally  easterly 
direction  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  to  an  intersection 
with  the  highways  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  railroad  loca- 
tion. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  July  8,  1908,  and  adjourned 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  company  to  file  an  amended 
plan.  On  July  30,  1908,  the  petitioner,  the  town,  and  others 
interested  in  the  proposed  change,  appeared  and  were  fully 
heard. 

On  August  4,  1908,  we  issued  our  finding  to  the  effect  that 
public  safety  required  an  alteration  in  said  crossing,  and  ordered 
and  directed  the  petitioner  to  construct  a  new  highway  from  the 
intersection  with  the  present  highway  on  the  southerly  side  of 
the  railroad  location  just  westerly  of  the  then  existing  grade 
crossing,  with  a  wrought  roadway  twenty-five  feet  in  width, 
carrying  said  highway  over  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  on  a  bridge 
twenty  feet  in  width,  and  with  a  clearance  above  the  tracks  of 
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eighteen  feet;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  about  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  to  an  intersection  with  the  highway  on  the 
northerly  side  of  tbe  railroad  location ;  the  grades  on  each  side 
of  said  bridge  not  to  exceed  six  feet  per  one  hundred  feet. 

We  also  approved  of  the  taking  of  certain  lands  in  con- 
nection with  the  changes  proposed,  and  ordered  that  when  the 
alterations  enumerated  in  said  petition  had  been  completed,  and 
the  new  highway  was  in  proper  condition  for  public  travel,  the 
existing  highway  should  be  closed  on  the  lines  of  the  right  of 
M^ay  of  the  petitioner,  and  that  said  company  should  perform  all 
the  work,  procure  the  land  necessary,  and  pay  the  entire  cost 
thereof,  together  with  all  legal  damages. 

TOWN  OF  CiysTTEEBURY. 

Jeivett  City  Road  and  Love  Lane. 

On  July  14,  1908,  the  K'ew  York,  isTew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  a  petition  stating  that  public 
safety  required  an  alteration  in  the  grade  crossings  of  its  rail- 
road by  the  highways  known  as  the  "  Jewett  City  Road  "  and 
''  Love  Lane,"  in  the  Town  of  Canterbury,  about  one  mile 
south  of  Packerville,  and  that  it  proposed  to  eliminate  said 
grade  crossing  by  constructing  a  new  highway  forty  feet  in 
width,  commencing  at  a  point  in  the  Jewett  City  Road  on  the 
southerly  side  of  the  railroad  location,  substantially  two  hun- 
dred and  eighty  feet  southerly  of  the  southerly  property  line 
of  its  railroad ;  thence  extending  northeasterly  for  a  distance  of 
substantially  three  hundred  and  sixty  feet;  thence  northwest- 
erly, carrying  said  highway  over  said  railroad  on  a  bridge 
twenty  feet  in  width  and  having  a  clear  headroom  of  eighteen 
feet  above  the  tracks,  substantially  five  hundred  feet  to 
an  intersection  with  said  Jewett  City  Road  where  it  inter- 
sected the  highway  to  Packerville ;  also  to  construct  a  new  high- 
way forty  feet  in  Avidth,  commencing  at  a  point  in  said  Love 
7>ane  substantially  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  southerly  of 
the  southerly  property  line  of  said  petitioner's  location;  thence 
in  a  generally  southwesterly  direction  substantially  six  hundred 
and  forty  feet  to  an  intersection  with  the  new  highway  pro 
posed  tr)  be  constructed  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  railroad, 
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.and  to  discontinue  and  close  those  portions  of  the  Jewett  City 
and  Love  Lane  Roads  as  were  within  the  limits  of  the  railroad 
location. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  July  23,  1908,  when  said 
petitioner  appeared  to  prosecute  its  petition;  and  no  one  ap- 
pearing in  opposition  to  the  plan  proposed,  we  found  that  pub- 
lic safety  required  an  alteration  in  the  crossings,  approaches 
and  highways  named  in  said  petition,  and  on  July  28th  ordered 
and  directed  the  petitioner  to  eliminate  said  crossings  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plan  proposed;  and  that  when  said  altera- 
tions and  changes  as  ordered  were  completed  in  proper  condition 
for  public  travel,  those  portions  of  the  Jewett  City  and  Love 
Lane  Roads  as  were  within  the  limits  of  the  railroad  location 
be  discontinued  and  closed. 

We  also  approved  of  the  taking  of  certain  lands  in  con- 
nection with  the  proposed  changes,  and  ordered  that  the 
petitioner  perform  all  the  work  incident  to  the  proposed  changes, 
procure  all.  the  land  necessary  therefor,  and  pay  the  entire 
expense  thereof,  together  with  all  legal  damages  connected 
therewith. 

TOWN  OF  NORWALK. 
Belden  Hill  Avenue  Crossing. 

On  July  15,  1908,  the  ^NTew  York,  IS^ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  its  petition  stating  that  the 
Danbury  Branch  of  its  railroad  was  crossed  at  grade  twice  by 
Belden  Hill  Avenue,  so-called,  in  the  Town  of  J^orwalk,  within 
a  distance  of  eleven  hundred  feet,  substantially  three-fourths  of 
a  mile  northerly  of  the  Winnipauk  Station  of  its  railroad, 
which  crossings  were  known  locally  as  the  "  ISTew  Mill "  Cross- 
ing and  "  Reed's  "  Crossing  respectively,  and  presented  a  plan 
showing  the  proposed  discontinuance  and  closing  of  said  high- 
ways within  the  limits  of  the  railroad  location,  and  the  con- 
struction on  the  westerly  side  thereof  of  a  new  highway  with  a 
width  of  forty-nine  and  one-half  feet,  beginning  at  a  point  in 
Belden  Hill  Avenue  on  the  westerly  side  of  said  railroad  loca- 
tion, substantially  at  the  "  ISTew  Mill "  Crossing ;  thence  in  a 
generally  northerly  direction  eleven  hundred  feet  to  its  inter- 
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section  with  the  highway  on  the  westerly  side  of  said  railroad 
location,  and  substantially  opposite  "  Reed's  "  Crossing;  that  in 
connection  with  the  elimination  of  said  crossings,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  take  certain  lands. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  July  23,  1908,  and  on  the  27th 
of  the  same  month  we  issued  a  finding  to  the  effect  that  public 
safety  required  the  crossing  to  be  discontinued  and  closed,  and 
ordered  a  new  highway  substituted  therefor  not  crossing  the 
tracks  of  the  railroad  at  grade.  We  also  ordered  that  the  peti- 
tioner construct  on  the  westerly  side  of  its  location,  a  new 
highway  forty-nine  and  one-half  feet  in  width  between  the 
"  ISTew  Mill "  Crossing  and  "  Reed's  "  Crossing,  and  connected 
with  Belden  Hill  Avenue  at  each  end  thereof,  so  that  the  travel 
on  said  Belden  xivenue,  after  the  change,  should  pass  on  the 
westerly  side  of  the  railroad  tracks  without  crossing  the  same. 

It  was  agreed  between  the  petitioner  and  certain  parties 
appearing  at  the  hearing,  that  a  private  crossing  should  be 
constructed  and  maintained  under  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  for 
the  uses  of  The  Norwalk  Mills  Company  and  the  Daniel  and 
Catharine  Lyons  property,  which  agreement  we  referred  to  in 
our  finding.  We  further  directed  that  the  railroad  company 
should  bear  the  entire  expense  of  the  changes,  including  any 
land  needed  for  the  alterations  proposed  in  its  application,  and 
also  ordered  that  when  the  changes  referred  to  in  our  finding 
were  completed  and  the  substituted  highway  was  ready  for  pub- 
lic travel,  the  "■  iSTew  Mill  "  and  "  Reed's  "  Crossings,  so-called, 
be  closed  to  public  travel  on  the  lines  of  the  right  of  way  of 
said  company. 

TOWN  OF  BRISTOL. 

Henry  and  East  Street  Crossings. 

On  July  IT,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  brought  its  petition  asking  for  an  order 
in  the  matter  of  the  elimination  of  two  grade  crossings  in  the 
Town  of  Bristol,  known  as  Henry  and  East  Streets.  The  plan 
submitted  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  elimination  of  these 
crossings  proposed  the  construction  of  a  new  highway  fifty  feet 
in  width,  from  Riverside  Avenue  on  the  southerly  side  of  the 
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petitioner's  location  to  Prospect  Street  on  the  northerly  side  of 
ite  location,  substantially  midway  between  Henry  and  East 
Streets  and  passing  under  said  railroad;  the  construction  over 
said  highway  of  a  railroad  bridge  with  a  clear  headroom  of 
twelve  and  one-half  feet,  and  the  closing  of  those  portions  of 
Henry  and  East  Streets  within  the  limits  of  the  railroad 
location. 

The  petition  was  assigned  for  hearing  July  30,  1908,  when 
the  petitioner,  the  Town  of  Bristol,  and  other  parties,  appeared 
and  were  partially  heard ;  and  said  hearing  was  continued  from 
time  to  time  until  October  2T,  1908,  when  said  parties  were 
fully  and  finally  heard. 

On  [N^ovember  10,  1908,  we  issued  our  order  to  the  effect  that 
public  safety  required  an  alteration  in  said  crossings,  their 
approaches,  the  method  of  crossing,  the  location  of  the  highways 
or  crossings,  the  closing  of  the  highway  crossings  and  the  sub- 
stitution of  another  therefor,  and  ordered  and  directed  said 
railroad  company  to  construct  a  new  highway  as  described  in 
its  petition  with  a  clear  passage  of  fifty  feet  between  the  abut- 
ments of  the  bridge  proposed  to  be  constructed,  and  that  when 
the  alterations  and  changes  were  completed  and  ready  for  use, 
those  portions  of  Henry  and  East  Streets  included  within  the 
right  of  way  of  said  company  should  be  discontinued  and  closed. 

We  also  approved  of  the  taking  of  lands  claimed  to  be  neces- 
sary in  connection  with  the  work  as  shown  upon  a  plan  filed 
in  this  office,  and  ordered  that  all  the  work  incident  to  the 
alterations  and  changes  and  the  procuring  of  all  lands  necessary 
therefor,  should  be  at  the  railroad  company's  expense,  including 
all  legal  damages  connected  therewith. 

TOWN  OF  NEWTOWN. 

Greenwood  Avenue  Crossing. 

On  August  4,  1908,  the  N'ew  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  petitioned  this  board  stating  that  in  its 
application  of  June  18,  1908,  asking  for  an  order  in  relation 
to  the  elimination  of  certain  grade  crossings  on  the  line  of  the 
Bethel  Branch  of  its  railroad  running  from  Bethel  to  Hawley- 
ville,  in  the  Town  of  ISTewtown,  mention  should  have  been  made

of  a  highway  known  as  Greenwood  Avenue  which  crossed  said 
railroad  at  grade,  and  requested  that  this  board  approve  of  the 
elimination  of  said  crossing  in  the  same  manner  as  proposed 
for  other  crossings  enumerated  in  its  petition  of  June  18,  1908. 
This  petition  was  heard  August  13th,  and  on  the  22d  of  the 
same  month,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  evidence  and 
from  our  personal  knowledge  of  the  locality  affected  by  the  pro- 
posed changes,  we  were  of  the  opinion  that  public  safety  re- 
quired said  grade  crossing  to  be  eliminated  in  the  manner  pro- 
posed in  the  company's  petition,  and  gave  as  our  reasons  there- 
for those  enumerated  in  our  finding  of  July  25,  1908,  approv- 
ing of  the  elimination  of  certain  other  crossings  on  the  line  of 
the  railroad  above  referred  to. 

TOWN  OF  LISBON. 

Crossing  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  Feet  South  of  Lisbon 

Station. 

On  August  6,  1908,  the  'New  York,  E'ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  a  petition  to  the  effect  that 
public  safety  required  an  alteration  in  the  crossing  of  a  high- 
way about  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  south  of  the  Lisbon 
Station  of  its  railroad  known  as  the  Willimantic  Branch  of 
the  Midland  Division,  formerly  known' as  the  ISTew  England 
Eailroad  Company. 

The  petition  was  heard,  and  on  August  19,  1908,  we  ordered 
the  company  to  construct  a  new  highway  twenty-five  feet  in 
width  just  southerly  of  the  existing  highway,  beginning  at  a 
]>oint  in  the  ]:)resent  highway  about  four  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  southeasterly  of  the  existing  crossing  at  grade;  thence  in 
a  generally  northwesterly  direction  about  five  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  to  an  intersection  with  the  present  highway  on  the 
westerly  side  of  the  railroad  location ;  candying  said  highway 
imrler  the  railroad,  constructing  over  said  railroad  a  bridge 
with  a  clear  licadroom  of  thirtoen  feet  and  clear  space  between 
the  abutments  of  said  bridge  of  twenty-five  feet,  with  grades  not 
exceeding  four  ]ier  cent.,  and  to  close  that  portion  of  the  high- 
way lying  within  the  limits  of  said  railroad  location. 

Tn   fonnoction  with  the  aforementioned  work,  we  found  it 
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necessary  and  approved  of  the  taking  of  certain  lands  shown  on 
a  map  on  file  in  this  office,  and  ordered  that  all  of  the  expense  in 
connection  Avith  the  elimination  of  said  crossing  should  be  paid 
for  bj  the  railroad  company. 

TOWN  OF  HAMPTON. 

Crossing  1.3  Miles  Southerly  of  Hampton  Station. 

On  October  1,  1908,  the  IN'ew  York,  'New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Kailroad  Company  presented  its  petition  praying  that 
this  board  determine  the  alterations  and  changes  proposed  to  be 
made  in  the  elimination  of  a  grade  crossing  1.3  miles  southerly 
of  Hampton  Station  on  the  railroad  formerly  known  as  the 
N"ew  England  Railroad  Company. 

The  petition  was  heard  October  27,  1908,  and  on  Novem- 
ber 5th  we  ordered  and  directed  said  petitioner  to  construct  a 
new  highway  fifty  feet  in  width,  from  a  point  on  the  easterly 
side  of  the  petitioner's  location  about  four  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  northeasterly  of  the  crossing  named;  thence  in  a  westerly 
direction  about  seven  hundred  feet  to  an  intersection  with  the 
highway  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  railroad  location  about 
four  hundred  and  forty  feet  northerly  of  said  gTade  crossing ; 
said  new  highway  to  cross  under  the  railroad  about  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty  feet  northerly  of  the  existing  crossing,  and 
to  construct  over  said  highAvay  a  bridge  with  a  clear  headroom 
of  thirteen  and  one-fourth  feet,  and  a  width  of  thirty  feet  be- 
tween the  abutments  thereof;  also  to  construct  a  highway  fifty 
feet  wide  and  about  two  hundred  feet  long  on  the  westerly  side 
of  and  adjoining  the  location  of  said  railroad  from  the  existing 
highway  to  the  said  new  highway,  all  as  shown  on  a  plan  on 
file  in  this  office. 

We  also  approved  of  the  taking  of  certain  lands  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  eliminating  the  crossing,  and  ordered 
that  all  of  the  alterations  and  changes  proposed  to  be  made,  and 
the  land  needed  therefor,  be  procured  and  paid  for  by  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  together 
with  all  legal  damages  in  consequence  thereof. 
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TOWN  OF  HAMPTON. 

Crossing  1.43  Miles  North  of  Har)ipton  Station. 

On  October  1,  1908,  the  'New  York,  :N'ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  brought  its  petition  setting  forth  that 
public  safety  required  an  alteration  in  the  crossing  at  grade 
of  its  railroad  by  a  highway  in  the  Town  of  Hampton,  located 
substantially  1.43  miles  north  of  the  Hampton  Station  on  the 
line  of  railroad  formerly  known  as  The  New  England  Railroad. 
After  hearing  said  petition,  we  ordered  and  directed  said  rail- 
road company  to  carry  the  highway  over  its  tracks  at  a  point 
about  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  easterly  of  the  crossing  as 
then  located  on  a  bridge  twenty  feet  in  width,  with  a  clear 
head  room  of  about  eighteen  feet,  and  to  construct  new  high- 
way approaches  fifty  feet  in  width  on  each  side  of  said  bridge. 
We  also  approved  tlie  taking  of  certain  lands  in  connection  with 
the  proposed  work,  and  ordered  that  upon  completion  of  the 
changes  and  alterations  named,  the  present  grade  crossing  be 
closed  within  the  limits  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  railroad 
company,  and  that  said  company  should  bear  the  entire  expense 
of  said  changes. 

TOWN  OF  SPRAGUE. 

Crossing   Thirty-four  Hundred   Feet   Southerly   of   Versailles 

Station. 

On  October  1,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  brought  a  petition  asking  for  an  order  in 
the  matter  of  elimination  of  a  grade  crossing  in  the  Town  of 
Sprague  on  the  highway  leading  from  Baltic  and  Hanover  to 
Versailles,  substantially  thirty-four  hundred  feet  southerly 
of  the  Versailles  Station  on  what  was  formerly  known  as  the 
New  England  Railroad. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  October  27,  1908,  and  on  No- 
vember 5th  we  ordered  and  directed  said  company  to  abolish 
the  said  crossing  by  carrying  the  highway  over  the  tracks  of 
the  railroad  at  a  point  about  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet 
westerly  of  its  present  location,  upon  a  bridge  twenty  feet  wide 
and  eighteen  feet  in  the  clear  above  said  tracks,  and  to  con- 
struct approaches  on  each  side  of  said  bridge  with  a  Avrought 
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roadway  twenty  feet  mde,  all  as  delineated  and  shown  upon 
a  blue-print  on  file  in  this  office. 

We  also  approved  the  taking  of  certain  lands  claimed  to  be 
necessary  in  connection  with  the  proposed  work,  and  ordered 
that  the  entire  expense  of  the  alterations  and  changes,  including 
the  cost  of  such  land  as  might  be  necessary,  be  paid  for  by 
the  petitioner. 

TOWN  OF  BETHEL. 

"  Grassy  Plains  "  Street  Crossing. 

On  October  14,  1908,  the  :N'ew  York,  :N'ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  its  petition  asking  that  an 
order  bo  passed  in  the  matter  of  elimination  of  a  grade  cross- 
ing on  the  Danbury  Branch  of  its  railroad,  in  the  Town  of 
Bethel,  known  as  "  Grassy  Plains  "  Street,  located  about  one 
mile  southerly  of  the  Bethel  Station  of  its  railroad  in  said  town. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  October  2Y,  1908,  and  on  ISTo- 
vember  6th  we  issued  our  finding  to  the  effect  that  public 
safety  required  an  alteration  in  said  crossing,  and  ordered  and 
directed  that  the  highway  be  carried  under  the  tracks  of  the 
railroad  at  a  point  about  sixty  feet  northerly  of  the  existing 
grade  crossing,  with  a  clear  head  room  of  thirteen  feet  above 
the  surface  of  said  under  crossing  and  with  a  width  of  twenty- 
five  feet  between  the  abutments  of  the  proposed  bridge;  also 
that  suitable  approaches  be  constructed  on  each  side  of  said 
under  crossing  forty  feet  wide. 

We  also  approved  the  taking  of  such  lands  as  were  shown 
to  be  necessary  in  the  work  proposed  to  be  done  and  ordered 
that  all  the  alterations  and  changes  be  performed  and  the  land 
necessary  therefor  be  procured  by  said  company  at  its  own  ex- 
pense, including  all  legal  damages  connected  therewith. 

By  clerical  error  the  above  order  determined  that  the  width 
of  a  bridge  over  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  should  be  thirteen 
feet  in  the  clear;  on  N'ovember  18,  1908,  the  error  having 
been  called  to  our  attention  by  the  railroad  company,  we 
amended  same  so  that  the  clear  headroom  of  said  bridge  should 
be  twelve  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  under  crossing. 
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TOWN  OF  NEW  MILFORD. 
Crossing  Two  Miles  North  of  New  Milford  tStaiioJi. 

On  October  14,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  k  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  petitioned  this  board  for  an  order  de- 
termining certain  alterations  and  changes  proposed  to  be  made 
in  a  crossing  at  grade  of  its  railroad  substantially  two  miles 
northerly  of  the  New  Milford  Station. 

The  petition  proposed  to  eliminate  said  crossing  by  dis- 
continuing and  closing  that  part  of  the  then  existing  higliwa}^ 
within  the  limits  of  the  petitioner's  location,  and  by  construct- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  a  new  highway  fifty  feet  in  width  on  the 
easterly  side  of  said  railroad  location  substantially  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  feet  northerly  of  the  existing  grade 
crossing;  thence  in  a  generally  southeasterly  and  southerly 
direction  about  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
feet  to  an  intersection  with  the  present  highway  on  the  westerly 
side  of  said  location,  said  new  highway  to  cross  under  the  rail- 
road location  at  a  point  substantially  five  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  southeasterly  of  the  present  grade  crossing,  and  the  con- 
struction over  said  highway  of  a  railroad  bridge  having  a  clear 
head  roorii  of  twelve  feet  and  six  inches,  and  a  clear  space  be- 
tween the  abutments  of  twenty-five  feet. 

This  petition  was  heard  on  October  27,  1908,  and  on  No- 
vember 6th,  we  found  that  public  safety  required  an  altera- 
tion in  said  crossing,  and  approved  of  the  changes  proposed, 
including  the  taking  of  such  land  as  was  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  work. 

We  further  ordered  that  all  of  the  work  incident  to  the 
aforesaid  changes  should  be  performed  and  the  land  necessary 
therefor  be  procured  by  said  company  at  its  own  expense,  in- 
cluding all  legal  damages. 

TOWN  OF  MERIDEN. 

Crossing   Two  Miles  North   of  Meriden  Station. 
On  October  23,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Kailroad  Company  asked  that  we  determine  the  altera- 
tions and  changes  proposed  to  be  made  by  said  company  in  the 
crossing  at  grade  of  its  railroad  by  a  highway  in  the  Town  of 
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Meriden,  substantially  two  miles  northerly  of  its  Meriden  Sta- 
tion. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  JSTovember  11,  1908,  and  on  the 
17th  of  the  same  month  we  found  that  public  safety  required 
an  alteration  in  said  crossing  and  ordered  and  directed  the  rail- 
road company  to  carry  said  highway  over  its  tracks  on  an  over- 
head highway  bridge  twenty  feet  in  width,  having  a  clear 
lieadroom  of  eighteen  feet,  and  with  approaches  on  each  side 
of  said  bridge  consisting  of  a  wrought  roadway  twenty  feet  in 
width,  with  such  gTades  as  were  indicated  on  a  blue-print  on 
file  in  this  office. 

We  also  approved  the  taking  of  such  lands  as  were  neces- 
sary in  connection  with  the  alterations  proposed  and  ordered 
that  the  entire  expense  be  borne  by  the  railroad  company. 

TOWN  OF  THOMPSON. 

One  Crossing  Leading  from  Pascoag  to  Webster  and  One 
Leadiiig  to  Porter's  Plains. 

On  IvTovember  3,  1908,  the  New  York,  ]>^ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  a  petition  stating  that  public 
safety  required  an  alteration  in  two  crossings  at  grade  of  its 
railroad  by  a  highway  in  the  Town  of  Thompson,  leading  from 
Pascoag  to  Webster,  and  to  Porter's  Plains,  substantially  .44 
miles  south  of  the  East  Thompson  Station  on  the  line  of  rail- 
road formerly  known  as  the  ISTew  England  Railroad. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  November  19,  1908,  and  on 
f3ecember  1st,  we  found  that  public  safety  required  an  altera- 
tion in  said  crossings,  and  ordered  and  directed  the  petitioner 
to  carry  the  highway  leading  fi'om  Pascoag  to  Webster  over 
the  tracks  of  its  railroad  on  a  bridge  having  a  clear  headroom 
of  eighteen  feet  and  a  clear  width  between  abutments  of  twenty 
feet,  the  approaclies  to  said  bridge  on  each  side  thereof  to  be  at  a 
grade  of  six  feet  per  one  hundred  feet;  also  to  eliminate  the  grade 
crossing  of  the  highway  leading  to  Portei'^s  Plains  by  discon- 
tinuing that  portion  of  said  highway  which  was  within  the 
limits  of  the  petitioner's  location,  and  by  constructing  on  the 
northerly  or  westerly  side  of  said  railroad  location  a  new  high- 
vj-^y  fifty  feet  in  width  and  about  eight  hundred  and  fifty  feet

in  length,  commencing  at  a  point  about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  westerly  of  the  present  grade  crossing  and  connecting  with 
the  highway  from  Pascoag  to  Webster,  the  grade  to  be  as  shown 
on  a  bine-print  on  file  in  this  office  upon  which  all  the  changes 
ordered  were  more  particularly  delineated  and  shown ;  we  also 
approved  the  taking  of  certain  lands  shown  in  yellow  upon  said 
blue-print,  the  same,  in  our  judgment,  being  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  alterations  and  changes. 

All  of  the  work  incident  to  the  alterations  ordered  were 
directed  to  be  performed  and  paid  for  by  the  railroad  company. 

TOWN  OF  EAST  GRANBY. 

Crossing  2.56  Miles  North  of  Granhy  Station. 

On  the  3d  day  of  Jfovember,  1908,  the  'New  York,  jSTew 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  filed  its  petition  stating 
that  public  safety  required  an  alteration  in  the  crossing  at 
grade  on  the  line  of  its  'New  Haven  &  E'orthampton  Division 
in  the  Town  of  East  Granby,  located  substantially  2.56  miles 
north  of  its  Granby  Station. 

The  petition  was  heard  l^ovember  19,  1908,  and  on  Decem- 
ber 1st,  we  ordered  and  directed  the  New  York,  ISJ'ew  Haven 
^c  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to  carry  said  highway  over  the 
tracks  of  its  railroad  on  a  bridge  having  a  clear  headroom  oi 
eighteen  feet,  with  a  width  of  twenty  feet,  and  approaches 
thereto  with  a  Avrought  roadway  of  twenty  feet  in  width,  and 
with  a  five  per  cent,  grade  on  the  easterly  side  thereof  and  a 
seven  per  cent,  grade  on  the  westerly  side,  said  approaches  to 
be  furnished  with  suitable  railings  on  the  elevated  sides  thereof 
for  the  protection  of  public  travel. 

We  also  approved  the  taking  of  such  land  as  was  shown  to 
be  necessary,  and  ordered  that  the  cost  of  all  the  changes  and 
alterations,  including  the  taking  of  land,  be  paid  for  by  the 
railroad  company. 

TOWN  OF  CHESHIRE. 

Crossi/ngs  .47  Miles  South  of  Milldale  Station. 
On  November  3,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford  Railroad    Company   presented   a   petition   asking  for   an 
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order  in  the  matter  of  elimination  of  the  crossings  at  grade  on 
the  line  of  its  ^ew  Haven  &  ISTorthampton  Division  in  the  Town 
of  Cheshire,  located  substantially  .47  miles  south  of  Milldale 
Station. 

The  petition  was  heard  ISTovember  19,  1908,  and  on  Decem- 
ber 1st,  we  ordered  and  directed  the  petitioner  to  construct  a 
new  highway  just  northerly  of  the  more  southerly  of  the  grade 
crossings  referred  to,  and  to  carry  same  under  its  railroad  tracks 
with  a  clear  headroom  of  twelve  feet  and  a  clear  space  of 
twenty-five  feet  between  the  abutments  of  said  bridge,  and 
to  connect  said  under  crossing  with  the  present  highway  on 
each  side  of  the  railroad  location ;  also  to  construct  a  new  high- 
way on  the  easterly  side  of  the  railroad  location,  substantially 
twelve  hundred  feet  in  length  and  fifty  feet  wide,  all  as  more 
particularly  delineated  and  shown  on  a  blue-print  on  file  in 
this  office. 

We  further  ordered  that  when  said  under  crossing  was  com- 
pleted and  in  proper  condition  for  public  use,  the  two  grade 
crossings  designated  in  said  petition  should  be  discontinued  and 
closed  within  the  lines  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  petitioner. 

In  connection  with  the  changes  ordered,  we  approved  of  the 
taking  of  certain  lands,  which,  in  our  judgment,  were  necessary 
for  such  purpose,  and  ordered  the  railroad  company  to  bear 
the  entire  expense  of  the  alterations,  including  all  legal  damages 
resulting  therefrom. 

PEOTECTION  AT  CKOSSKsTGS. 

CITY  OF  HAHTFORD. 
Modification  of  Order  as  to  Gates  at  Morgan  Street. 

On  December  37,  1907,  the  ISTew  York,  N'ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad^ompany  petitioned  for  an  annulment  of  an  order 
of  this  board  dated  October  12,  1907. 

In  the  construction  of  the  new  highway  district  bridge 
aeross  the  Connecticut  River  betAveen  the  City  of  Hartford  and 
Town  of  East  Hartford  in  line  with  Morgan  Street  in  said  city, 
it  was  necessaiy  to  cross  the  temporary  way  at  Morgan  Street 
by  the  l^j^cks  of  the  Valley  Branch  of  said  company  at  grade. 
The  finding  of  tliis  board  dated  October  12,  1907,  allowed  this 
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U\  be  done,  but  required  that  trains  be  brought  to  a  full  stop 
l>efore  doing  so  and  also  that  said  temporary  way  be  protected 
by  gates.  The  new  bridge  having  been  opened  to  the  traveling 
public,  and  the  temporal*;)^  way  closed,  we  relieved  the  railroad 
company  of  the  requirements  mentioned  in  said  finding  of 
October  12th. 

TOWN  OF  IMANCHESTEE. 

Flagmen  at  Oahland  and  Mam  Streets. 

On  January  8,  1908,  the  Town  of  Manchester  petitioned 
asking  that  gates  be  maintained  at  the  crossings  at  grade  of 
Main  and  Oakland  Streets  in  said  town  on  the  line  of  the 
Highland  Division  of  the  l^ew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company. 

A  hearing  was  had  on  January  15th,  and  after  visiting  the 
crossings,  first  giving  the  petitioner  and  the  railroad  company 
notice  thereof,  we  ordered  a  flagman  stationed  at  the  Oakland 
Street  crossing  between  the  hours  of  6.30  o'clock  A.  M.  and 
6.30  o'clock  P.  M.,  daily,  Sundays  excepted,  believing  that  the 
traveling  public  using  said  crossing  would  be  well  protected  l)y 
such  an  order. 

We  also  found  that  on  account  of  the  open  condition  sur- 
I'ounding  the  Main  Street  crossing  there  was  a  large  amount  of 
trespassing  in  the  vicinity  of  said  crossing,  and  in  consequence, 
neither  gates  nor  flagman  could  safeguard  public  travel.  We 
w^ere  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  in  a  case  of  this  character  a 
\igilant  flagman  would  better  serve  all  interests  than  by  any 
other  method  of  protection  within  our  power  to  grant. 

We  therefore  ordered  a  flagman  stationed  at  said  Main 
Street  crossing  between  the  hours  of  6.30  o'clock  A.  M.  and 
P.00  o'clock  P.  M.,  daily.  , 

CITY  OF  watp:rbuey. 

Modification  of  Order  Relative  to  Flagman  at  Washington 
Avenue  and  Gates  at  Bank  Street. 

On  April  1,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  its  petition  representing  that  under 
a  previous  order  of  this  board,  it  maintained  a  flagman  at  the 
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liighM'ay  known  as  Washington  Avenue,  in  the  City  of  Water- 
bury;  also  that  it  operated  crossing  gates  and  maintained  a 
gate  tender  at  the  grade  crossing  of  its  railroad  at  the  highway 
known  as  Bank  Street,  in  said  city,  and  that  by  virtue  of  an 
order  of  this  board  passed  April  6,  1905,  approving  a  change 
of  location  of  its  line  of  railroad  in  said  city,  the  crossings  at 
giade  of  said  highways  were  eliminated,  and  that  public  safety 
no  longer  required  the  maintenance  of  said  flagman  and  gates. 

The  petition  was  heard  in  Waterbury  on  April  8,  1908,  and 
on  the  29th  of  the  same  month  we  rescinded  our  order  requiring 
a  flagman  at  Washington  Avenue,  and  in  lieu  thereof  prescribed 
that  the  speed  of  all  engines,  cars  or  trains  while  crossing  said 
avenue  should  be  limited  to  not  more  than  six  miles  an  hour, 
and  that  when  said  highway  was  being  so  used,  a  flagman  should 
be  stationed  at  the  crossing  to  give  warning  of  the  approach  of 
all  engines,  cars  or  trains. 

In  the  matter  of  that  part  of  the  petition  referring  to  Bank 
Street,  we  withheld  our  decision  until  such  time  as  the  matter 
could  be  further  heard. 

TOWN  OF  SIMSBURY. 

Flagman  at  Weatogue   Crossing. 

On  September  21,  1908,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Siins- 
bury  brought  their  petition  stating  that  by  reason  of  buildings 
•  and  other  obstructions  to  sight  in  close  proximity  to  the  high- 
way at  grade  over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad,  known  as  Weatogue  Crossing,  in  the 
southern  part  of  said  town,  and  by  reason  of  the  amount  of 
traffic  both  on  said  highway  and  railroad,  the  crossing  was 
dangerous  to  the  traveling  public. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  October  20,  1998,  and  after  visit- 
ing said  crossing,  we  ordered  the  railroad  company  to  station  and 
maintain  a  flagman  at  said  crossing  within  fifteen  days  from 
October  26,  1908,  to  give  warning  to  those  using  said  highway, 
of  the  approach  of  all  engines,  cars  or  trains  between  the  hours 
of  7.30  o'clock  A.  M.  and  7.30  o'clock  P.  M.,  daily,  Sundays 
excepted. 
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TOWN  OF  GROTON. 
Side  Track  Across  ''  River  Road." 

On  April  24,  1908,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Groton 
presented  an  application  representing  that  the  C.  M.  Shaj 
Fertilizer  Company  of  said  town  desired  to  lay  a  side  track 
for  switching  purposes,  upon  and  across  a  highway  in  said 
town  known  as  the  "  River  Road  "  on  the  easterly  side  of  the 
ti'ack  of  the  ]\Iidland  Division  of  the  iSTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad. 

After  visiting  the  location  proposed,  and  no  one  appearing 
in  opposition  to  said  petition,  we  authorized  and  approved  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  track,  pre- 
scribed that  the  speed  of  all  engines,  ears  and  trains  while 
crossing  over  said  highway  should  not  exceed  six  miles  per  hour, 
and  that  a  flagman  be  stationed  at  said  crossing  to  give  warn- 
ing to  the  traveling  public  when  switching  was  in  operation 
across  said  highway. 

CITY  OF  WATERBURY. 

8ide  Track  Across  Freight  Street. 

On  September  21,  1908,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Water- 
bury  petitioned  this  board  for  an  order  authorizing  the  con- 
struction, maintenance  and  operation  of  a  side  track,  to  be 
used  for  switching  purposes  only,  leading  from  the  freight 
yards  of  the  ISTew  York,  Xew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  across  the  westerly  end  of  the  highway  known  as 
Freight  Street  in  said  City. 

As  required  by  statute,  we  visited  the  location  of  the  pro- 
posed side  track,  first  giving  the  city  and  the  railroad  company 
notice  thereof,  and  on  October  10,  1908,  authorized  the  railroad 
company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  such  track,  re- 
quired the  usual  protection  by  flagman  and  imposed  restrictions 
as  to  speed  of  all  cars,  engines  or  trains  when  said  highway 
was  being  used  for  switching  purposes. 

TOWN  OF  SEYlVtOUR. 
Approval  of  Change  of  Location. 
On  July  23,  1908,  the  Xew  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad    Company   petitioned   for   our   approval    of   its   pro- 
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posed  change  of  location  in  and  through  the  Town  of  Seymour, 
and  of  the  taking  of  certain  lands  in  connection  with  said  pro- 
posed changes. 

The  petition  was  heard,  and  on  August  6,  1908,  we  ap- 
proved of  the  changes  and  alterations  set  forth  in  said  petition 
and  found  that  the  taking  of  such  lands  as  were  described  in 
the  petition  was  necessary  for  the  purposes  named. 

TOWN  OF  TORRINGTON. 

On  September  22,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  filed  its  petition  stating  that  it 
was  necessary,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  its  railroad,  and 
for  public  necessity  and  convenience,  to  alter  the  location  of 
its  line  of  railroad  in  the  Town  of  Torrington,  describing  the 
points  between  which  it  proposed  to  make  such  changes,  and 
asked  our  approval  thereof. 

On  ISTovember  14,  1908,  finding  that  the  proposed  change 
waa  necessary  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany and  for  public  necessity  and  convenience,  we  approved 
of  the  alterations  and  changes  as  described  in  the  company's 
petition. 

TAKING  OF  LAND. 

TOWN  OF  SEYMOUR. 
KatJierine  Volkmar. 

On  March  27,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  asked  for  the  approval  by  this  board 
of  the  taking  of  certain  land  in  the  Town  of  Seymour  in  which 
Katlierine  Volkmar  claimed  an  interest.  It  was  alleged  that 
public  necessity  and  convenience  required  the  taking  of  said 
land  for  the  purposes  of  the  removal  and  elimination  of  the 
crossing  of  said  railroad  at  grade  by  a  highway  known  as  South 
Main  Street,  and  of  altering  the  location  of  the  railroad  in 
said  town,  approved  of  by  this  board  under  dates  of  August 
9th  and  December  29,  1905. 

The  petition  was  partially  heard  on  April  3,  1908,  when 
counsel  for  Katherine  Volkmar  filed  an  answer  to  the  petition 
of  the  railroad  company  to  the  effect  that  said  Katherine  Volk- 
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mar  had  not  sufficient  information  as  to  previous  proceedings 
by  the  railroad  and  this  board. 

The  matter  was  therefore  adjourned  to  April  8,  1908,  at 
which  time  counsel  for  Katherine  VoEcmar  filed  a  motion  to 
dismiss  the  petition  for  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  ''  Upon  the  petition  of  the  'New  York,  I^ew  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the  ISTaugatuck  Railroad 
Company,  dated  June  15,  1905,  said  companies  submitted  to 
your  Honorable  Board  a  proposed  change  to  be  made  in  the 
layout  of  the  N'augatuck  Railroad  in  the  Town  of  Seymour  as 
more  particularly  appeared  on  a  map  filed  with  said  petition, 
and  asked  that  said  proposed  dianges  in  the  layout  be  approved 
by  your  Honorable  Board." 

(2)  "  Said  companies  further  requested  your  Honoi^able 
Board  to  approve  the  taking  of  all  the  land  within  said  changes 
in  the  layout  which  said  companies  had  been  unable  to  pur- 
chase, and  which  they  considered  necessary  to  vest  in  them 
the  title  to  all  lands  contained  within  the  proposed  layout." 

(3)  "  The  land  of  said  Katherine  Volkmar,  which  land  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  is  now 
asking  authority  to  condemn,  was  included  within  said  pro- 
posed layout  submitted  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  approval 
and  appeared  on  said  annexed  map  as  a  part  of  said  layout." 

(4)  "  Said  companies,  however,  omitted  to  ask  for  per- 
mission to  take  the  land  of  said  Katherine  Volkmar  by  con- 
demnation proceedings." 

(5)  "  After  hearing  said  petition  your  Honorable  Board 
approved  "  the  alteration  and  changes  in  the  location  of  the 
line  of  road  of  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  Company,  so  as  to 
change  the  radius  of  its  cuiwes,  the  width  of  the  layout,  the 
extent  of  the  dejwt  gi'ounds,  slopes,  and  embankments,  to 
straighten  and  iiupvo\'e  the  lines  and  extend  the  lines  of  sight, 
and  to  add  to  the  niunber  of  the  main  tracks  as  proposed  and 
more  particularly  described  in  said  petition  and  as  described, 
/lelineated  and  shown  u])on  said  plan  on  file,  which  plan  is  by 
reference  made  a  ]>art  of  this  finding  and  order."

(ff)      "  Your   Honorable   Board    also    in    said    finding   and 
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order,  dated  August  9,  1905,  approved  the  taking  of  all  lands 
within  said  new  layout  which  said  companies  asked  for  permis- 
sion to  take." 

(Y)  "  The  land  owned  by  said  Katherine  Volkmar  and 
which  land  said  railroad  company  now  asks  for  permission  to 
take,  was  included  in  said  change  of  layout,  approved  and  or- 
dered by  your  Honorable  Board  in  said  order  of  August  9, 
1905." 

(8)  "  Said  land  appeared  on  said  annexed  map  as  a  part 
of  said  new  layout." 

(9)  "  Said  railroad  companies  thereupon  constructed  their 
railroad  in  accordance  with  the  plans  submitted  to  your  Hon- 
orable Board  and  as  appeared  on  said  map  annexed  to  their 
petition."  ' 

(10)  "  In  constructing  said  railroad  and  making  the  alter- 
ations and  changes  authorized,  said  companies  built  a  retain- 
ing wall  upon  a  portion  of  the  land  of  said  Katherine  Volkmar, 
which  land  is  the  same  as  that  which  the  railroad  company  now 
asks  for  permission  to  take." 

(11)  "  The  Statutes  relating  to  the  location  and  construc- 
tion of  steam  railroads  in  this  state  provide  that  before  a  line 
of  road  can  be  built,  a  certain  definite  layout  must  be  approved 
by  the  Railroad  Commissioners.  This  layout,  when  adopted  by 
the  railroad  company  and  approved  by  the  commissioners,  is  a 
final  one,  and  the  road  must  be  built  in  accordance  therewith." 

(12)  "  The  Statutes  impose  upon  the  commissioners  a  two- 
fold duty  —  first,  to  approve  a  certain  defined  layout,  and 
second,  to  authorize  the  taking  by  condemnation  proceedings 
all  lands  within  said  layout  which  may  be  found  necessary  for 
the  construction  and  operation  of  the  railroad,  when  built,  over 
such  layout." 

(13)  "  The  first  of  these  duties  was  performed,  upon  the 
petition  of  the  railroad  companies,  on  August  9,  1905,  when 
your  Honorable  Board  approved  the  proposed  layout  submitted 
by  said  railroad  companies,  which  layout  included  and  called 
for  the  taking  of  the  land  of  said  Katherine  Volkmar.  The 
second  duty  was  also  performed  on  the  same  day  when  your 
Honorable  Board  authorized  the  taking  by  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings such  land  as  the  railroad  companies  petitioned  for  the 
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permission  to  take  and  whicli  thej  colored  yellow  on  the  map 
showing  their  proposed  layout." 

(14)  "  After  a  definite  layout  has  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  the  railroad  company  must 
ask  for  permission  to  take  and  bring  proceedings  to  condemn  all 
lands  included  within  their  layout  which  it  is  necessary  to 
acquire  in  the  manner,  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  the  layout."

(15)  "  Unless  the  railroad  company  obtains  the  permis- 
sion and  starts  condemnation  proceedings  within  two  years  from 
the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  layout  by  the  commissioners, 
the  company  loses  its  right  to  take  such  land  by  eminent  do- 
main and  must  obtain  title  to  such  land  by  purchase  from  its 
owner."

(16)  ''In  the  present  petition  the  ISTew  York,  jSTew  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  ComjDany  have  petitioned  your  Honorable 
Board  for  the  approval  of  a  new  layout,  or  a  change  in  the 
present  layout  of  the  ISTaugatuck  Railroad  through  the  Town  of 
Seymour  for  one  or  more  of  the  following  purposes :

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(17)  "  To  bring  the  petition  within  any  one  of  the  above 
named  purposes,  the  railroad  company  must  contemplate  and 
intend  to  change  the  lines  of  the  layout  authorized  and  ap- 
proved by  your  Honorable  Board  on  August  9,  1905.  They 
must  also  intend  to  use  the  land  which  they  now  ask  your 
Honorable  Board  for  permission  to  condemn,  for  one  of  the 
purposes  named  in  said  section  of  the  General  Statutes." 

(18)  "It  appears  from  the  admission  and  statements  of 
the  railroad  company  tbat  the  land  which  they  now  ask  for 
permission  to  take  was  included  within  the  layout  ordered  and 
approved  on  August  9,  1905.  It  further  appears  that  the  rail- 
road company  constructed  their  road  according  to  the  plans 
appearing  on  the  map  filed  with  and  made  a  part  of  the  layout 
approved  on  August  9,  1905.  It  further  appears  that  if  the 
present  petition  should  be  granted  no  actual  changes  would  be 
made  and  not  one  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Section  3682 
of  the  Statutes  will  be  fulfilled." 

(19)  "  In  a  case  such  as  the  present,  the  Statutes  have  pro- 
vided a  remedy,  but  have  limited  the  time  of  its  application. 
Section  3688  provides  '  Any  company,  owning  a  railroad  which 
has  been  constructed  and  is  being  operated  over  land  to  which 
it  has  not  acquired  title,  may  take  such  land  within  the  limits 
of  its  location,  at  any  time  within  two  years  after  the  approval 
of  such  location  by  the  commissioners,  by  proceedings  under 
§3687.'  " 

(20)  "  The  Statutes  have  distinctly  set  forth  a  remedy  for 
a  case  such  as  the  present  one,  and  having  limited  the  time 
within  which  the  remedy  may  be  applied,  carries  with  it  by 
necessary  implication  the  rule  that  if  the  remedy  is  not  sought 
to  be  applied  within  the  time  limited  by  the  Statute,  the  remedy 
is  lost" 

Said  motion  was  denied  by  this  board,  and  on  April  28, 
1908,  we  issued  the  following  finding: 

"  And  now  on  consideration  we  find  that  on  August  9,  1905, 
and  by  amendment  of  date  of  December  29,  1905,  on  the  ap- 
plication of  the  petitioner.  The  ISTew  York,  ITew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Kailroad  Company,  at  the  particular  place  in  question, 
and  for  the  pui^^ose  of  eliminating  a  grade  crossing,  we  lo- 
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cated  the  railroad  of  the  petitioner,  ordered  a  new  highway 
built,  not  at  grade,  and  ordered  the  old  highway  closed  on 
specific  lines,  'Now  more  than  two  years  after,  it  is  found 
that  a  small  triangular  piece  of  land  within  the  limits  of  that 
part  of  the  highway  which  we  ordered  closed,  is  claimed  to  be 
owned  by  the  defendant,  Katherine  Volkmar.  Our  records 
show  that  Katherine  Volkmar  was  a  party  to  the  previous  pro- 
ceedings, but  that  she  was  made  a  party  for  other  purposes  and 
not  for  the  reason  that  any  ownership  was  considered  in  the 
piece  of  land  described  in  this  petition.  Such  claimed  owner- 
ship was  not  known  to  the  petitioner  or  to  this  commission  or 
claimed  by  the  defendant  at  that  time;  so  we  find,  that  as  far 
as  the  location  of  the  railroad  on  this  particular  triangular  strip 
of  land  is  concerned,  no  notice  was  ever  given  to  Katherine 
Volkmar." 

"  We  find  that  this  particular  piece  of  land  is  necessary  to 
the  uses  of  the  petitioner  for  the  proper  construction  of  its  re- 
located railroad  and  for  the  elimination  of  a  grade  crossing  at 
this  place,  and  that  the  work  has  actually  been  completed  in 
exact  accordance  with  the  orders  of  tliis  commission,  hereto- 
fore referred  to." 

"It  is  argued  by  the  defendant  that  under  the  General 
Statutes  of  this  state,  the  petitioner  has  no  standing  before  this 
commission,  because  the  application  was  not  brought  within 
two  years  of  the  date  of  our  original  location  and  order  for  the 
eliminating  of  said  crossing,  and  the  case  of  '  Hartford  & 
Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  vs.  Wagner,  TSrd, 
Conn.,'  is  cited  to  substantiate  their  contention.  We  note 
in  this  case,  by  way  of  remark,  the  following  statement:  'It 
is  argued  that  such  proceedings  would  be  obviously  necessary 
if  by  some  mistake  of  law  or  fact,  a  location  had  been  made  on 
the  land  of  one  to  whom  no  notice  of  the  application  for  its 
approval  was  given.  But  such  a  location  would,  as  to  him,  be 
void,  and  it  is  upon  this  ground  only  that  a  re-location  could  in 
.such  a  case  be  justified.'  " 

"  In  the  case  before  us,  owing  to  a  mistake  of  fact,  this  com- 
mission located  the  petitioner's  railroad  upon  land  claimed 
bv  Katherine  Volkmar  witliorit  notice  to  her.     We  believe  that 
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such  location  as  to  her  was  void,  and  npon  this  ground  we  re- 
locate the  railroad  of  the  petitioner  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  heretofore  submitted  to  us  and  marked :  '  'N.  Y.,  'N.  H. 
&  H.  R.  R.,  ISTaugatuck  Division.  Map  showing  proposed 
changes  at  Seymour,  Conn.  Scale  l"-4'  Feb.,  1905.  4/12, 
1905.  Approved,  0.  S.  Mellen,  Chas.  F.  Brooker,  J.  H.  Whitte- 
more,  J.  S.  Elton.'  And  we  reaffirm  our  previous  order  of 
August  9,  1905,  providing  for  the  elimination  of  the  grade 
crossing  at  this  point  and  order  the  highway  closed  on  the  exact 
lines  heretofore  ordered.  And  for  the  aforesaid  purposes  and 
for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  petition,  we  do  approve  the 
taking  of  the  land  of  Katherine  Volkmar,  and  prescribe  the 
limits  of  such  taking  to  be  as  specifically  described  in  this 
petition  and  as  shown  on  a  map  on  file  in  this  office  marked: 
'  'N.  Y.,  K.  H.  &  H.  R  R.,  iNTaugatuck  Division.  Map  show- 
ing old  and  new  location  of  South  Main  Street,  Seymour, 
Conn.     Scale  l''-40'  March,  1907.'  " 

CITY  OF  MERIDEN. 

Repairs  of  Bridges,  Abutments,  Etc. 

On  March  2,  1908,  the  City  of  Meriden  presented  its  peti- 
tion asking  that  an  order  be  issued  to  the  !N'ewYork,]!^ew  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company  as  owner  of  all  the  property, 
rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  the  Meriden,  Waterbury 
&  Connecticut  River  Railroad,  relative  to  rebuilding  or  repair- 
ing abutments,  embankments,  arches  and  approaches  east  and 
west  of  the  tracks  of  the  last  mentioned  company,  at  West  Main 
Street  in  said  City. 

The  petition  was  heard  March  11,  1908,  and  on  the  lYth 
day  of  the  same  month  we  found  the  allegations  of  the  peti- 
tioner true,  and  ordered  the  IsTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  to  make  and  maintain  the  bridges, 
abutments,  tunnels,  arches,  excavations,  embankments  and  ap- 
proaches, carrying  said  West  Main  Street  over  the  tracks  of 
the  Meriden,  Waterbury  &  Connecticut  River  Railroad  in  such 
condition  as  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  public  travel 
upon  such  highway  might  require,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  3708  of  the  General  Statutes. 

R.  R.  — 3 
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TOWN  OF  WEST  HARTFORD. 

Setting  Bach  of  Abutments  to  Bridge  on  New  Britain  Avenue. 

On    November    12,    1907,    tlie    Town    of    West    Hartford 
brought  a  petition  to  this  board  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
250  of  the  Public  Acts  of  the  state,  passed  at  the  January, 
1907,   session  of  the  Legislature,   asking  that  the  abutments, 
supporting  the  tracks  of  the  Highland  and  Hartford  Divisions 
of  the  ]Srew  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
over  a  highway  known  as  New  Britain  Avenue,  in  said  town, 
be  reconstructed  in  a  manner  that  would  result  in  the  widen- 
ing of  the  highway  sufficiently  to  care  for  the  public  travel  and 
eliminate  the  danger  existing  at  said  under  crossing.      This 
petition  was  the  first  to  be  brought  before  this  board  under  the 
statute  referred  to.     This  statute  provides  that     .     .     "  when 
any   highway   passes   over   or   under   a  railroad,    if   the    con- 
venience and  necessity  of  the  public  require  a  change  in  such 
highway,    .     .     .  the  commissioners  may  after  a  hearing  make 
such  order  as  they  deem  necessary  for  the  convenience   and 
necessity  of  the  public  or  the  safe  and  suitable  operation  of  the 
railroad ;     .     .     .     and  further  that  the  expense  of  any  changes 
ordered  shall  be  apportioned  between  the  railroad,  town,  city 
or  borough,  and  any  street  railway  company  whose  tracks  are 
located  in  such  highway,  in  such  manner  as  the  commissioners 
shall  deem  equitable,  but  in  no  case  allowing  an  amount  in 
excess   of   one-half   the  expense,    including   land   damages   or 
special  damages,  to  be  assessed  upon  any  town,  city  or  borough. 
The  petition  was  partially  heard  on  November  21,  1907,  and 
adjourned  to  allow  plans  to  be  prepared  which  would  accom- 
plish  the   changes   petitioned   for.      On   January   21st,    plans 
were  presented  by  the  railroad  company,  which  were  accept- 
able to  the  town  and  to  this  board,  and  on  said  date  the  petition 
was  fully  heard.     On  January  25,  1908,  we  approved  of  the 
changes   proposed,    and    apportioned   one-third   of   the  cost  of 
same  upon  the  town,  one-third  upon  the  steam  railroad  com- 
pany, and  one-third  upon  the  street  railway  company,  whose 
tracks  were  located  in  said  avenue. 
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BOROUGH  OF  WEST  HAVEN. 
Setting  Back  of  Abutments  to  Bridge  over  Campbell  Avenue. 

On  May  26,  1908,  the  Borough  of  West  Haven  petitioned 
this  board  for  an  order  requiring  the  ISTew  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to  widen  the  space  between  the 
abutments  of  a  bridge  carrying  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  over 
the  highway  known  as  Campbell  Avenue  in  said  Borough, 

This  petition  was  the  second  one  brought  under  a  section 
of  the  statutes  passed  by  the  legislature  in  1907,  which  gives 
this  board  power  to  make  such  orders  in  such  cases  as  they 
deemed  necessary  for  the  convenience  and  necessity  of  the 
public  and  the  safe  and  suitable  operation  of  the  railroad. 

The  petition  was  heard,  and  on  August  19,  1908,  we  found 
that  the  convenience  and  necessity  of  the  public  required  a 
change  in  said  highway,  and  we  therefore  ordered  and  directed 
the  ISTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to 
erect  an  arch  over  said  highway  or  avenue,  sixty  feet  in  width, 
measured  at  right  angles  thereto,  with  the  face  of  each  abut- 
ment located  on  the  lines  of  said  avenue,  and  the  height  of 
the  springing  lines  of  said  arch  to  be  seven  feet  on  the  easterly 
and  westerly  sides  of  said  avenue  and  sixteen  and  one-half 
feet  high  in  the  center  thereof,  together  with  sidewalks  ten  feet 
wide  on  each  side  of  said  avenue  under  said  arch. 

We  also  ordered  that  all  the  work  incident  to  the  changes 
be  done  and  the  materials  therefor  furnished  by  the  railroad, 
and  upon  the  completion  of  the  changes,  we  deemed  it  equitable 
that  the  total  cost  thereof,  including  all  damages  or  special 
damages,  if  any,  be  apportioned  one-third  to  the  Borough  of 
West  Haven,  one-third  to  the  steam  railroad  company,  and 
one-third  to  the  street  railway  company,  whose  tracks  were 
located  in  said  avenue. 

TOWN  OF  WEST  HARTFORD. 

Change  in  Grade  of  Approach  to  Under-Crossing  on  New 

Britain  Avenue. 

On  the  16th  day  of  ITovember,  1908,  the  Town  of  West 

Hartford  filed  its  petition  asking  that  in  the  reconstruction  of 

the  abutments  carrying  the  bridge  over  the  tracks  of  the  ISTew 
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York,  ^N'ew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  ISTew  Brit- 
ain Avenue,  in  said  town,  the  grade  on  the  westerly  approach  to 
same  should  be  constructed  at  6.3  per  cent.,  instead  of  7.14:  per 
cent,  as  shown  on  the  plan  presented  by  the  railroad  company 
and  approved  of  by  this  board  in  an  order  dated  January  25, 
1908 ;  and  that  the  cost  of  making  such  change  should  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  respective  parties  in  the  same  manner  as 
decreed  in  said  order  of  January  25th. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  November  19th,  and  the  rail- 
road company  having  agreed  to  the  changes  proposed,  we 
granted  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  and  modified  and  amended 
our  order  of  January  25,  1908,  as  petitioned  for. 

CITY  OF  WATERBURY. 
Abandonment  of  Bank  Street  Station. 

On  December  28,  1907,  the  ISTew  York,  E'ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  petitioned  this  board  for  authority  to 
abandon  the  use  of  a  station  on  the  line  of  its  l^augatuck 
Division  in  the  City  of  Waterbury,  known  as  the  Bank  Street 
Station.  The  necessity  for  such  authority  was  by  reason  of  a 
change  in  the  line  of  its  railroad  and  the  proposed  construction 
of  a  union  station  upon  a  new  location.  The  company  asked 
that  it  be  allowed  to  make  use  of  the  temporary  station  at  West 
Main  Street  in  said  city. 

On  February  20,  1908,  after  giving  thirty  days'  notice  of 
a  hearing  upon  said  petition,  as  required  by  statute,  we  ap- 
proved of  the  abandonment  of  said  station  for  passenger  pur- 
poses at  such  time  as  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  were  changed 
to  the  location  approved  of  by  us  in  1905,  and  authorized  the 
use  of  the  West  Main  Street  station  until  the  completion  of  the 
new  union  station. 

TRAIK  SERVICE. 

In  January,  1908,  we  received  a  largely  signed  complaint 
from  people  engaged  in  business  and  residing  in  the  Town  of 
Southington,  on  the  line  of  the  ISTorthampton  Division  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  who 
claimed  to  he  seriously  inconvenienced  by  the  withdrawal  of  a 
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niunber  of  passenger  trains  on  said  division.  Tlie  complaint 
was  heard  on  January  15tli,  and  fully  discussed  by  tlie  repre- 
sentatives of  the  railroad  company  and  a  number  of  the  signers 
of  the  petition.  The  matter  was  given  very  careful  considera- 
tion by  the  board,  and  in  view  of  all  the  facts  presented  it 
seemed  to  us  that  the  train  service  furnished  for  the  winter 
months  between  Farmington  and  E'ew  Haven  (which  points 
include  Southington) ,  supplemented  by  the  trolley  service  from 
Plainville  south,  was  fairly  reasonable  considering  the  shrink- 
age in  passenger  traffic 

At  the  hearing  of  the  complaint  from  Southington,  promi- 
nent representatives  from  the  towns  of  Simsbury,  Avon,  and 
Granby  appeared  and  claimed  inadequate  service  on  the  same 
division  north  of  Farmington.  The  testimony  showed  that  the 
service  consisted  of  a  morning  and  evening  train  so  arranged 
as  to  require  the  entire  day  to  go  to  any  point  on  the  division 
and  return.  A  midday  train  would,  in  our  opinion,  greatly  re- 
lieve the  situation  and  should  be  satisfactory,  and  yet  give  a  re- 
duction of  twenty-five  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  trains  pre- 
viously run.  It  hardly  seemed  possible  to  us  that  the  shrinkage 
in  the  passenger  receipts  of  the  division  could  have  been  fifty 
per  cent.,  and  thus  warrant  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  trains 
to  that  extent.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  passenger  ser- 
vice between  Farmington  and  the  state  line  of  Massachusetts  be 
increased. 

Train  Service. 

During  December,  190Y,  the  board  received  a  complaint 
from  Mr.  B.  H.  Douglass  of  West  Haven,  stating  that  an  in- 
sufficient number  of  trainmen  were  provided  on  electric  trains 
running  on  the  ISTew  Canaan  Branch  of  the  ITew  York,  ISTew 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company.  Also  asking  that  this 
board  order  the  restoration  of  a  train  on  the  Derby  Branch  of 
said  company,  which  had  formerly  left  iJTew  Haven  at  6.58 
A.  M. 

The  complaint  was  heard,  the  complainant  and  officials  of  the 
railroad  company  being  present,  and  on  February  4,  1908,  we 
issued  our  finding  to  the  effect  that  if  it  was  true,  as  represented, 
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that  the  entire  crew  of  the  trains  run  on  the  l^ew  Canaan 
Branch,  composed  of  two  cars,  carrying  passengers,  baggage  and 
express,  consisted  of  a  conductor  and  a  motorman,  then  we  were 
of  the  opinion  that  at  least  an  additional  trainman  was  needed 
for  the  proper  and  suitable  operation  of  the  road  and  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  traveling  public.  We  felt  assured  that  upon 
thus  calling  the  company's  attention  to  the  matter,  it  would 
forthwith  see  that  the  trains  were  properly  manned  for  the  work 
to  be  performed  without  a  special  order  from  us  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  3799  of  the  General  Statutes.  Soon  after 
the  issuing  of  our  finding  we  were  informed  that  an  additional 
trainman  had  been  provided. 

As  to  the  restoration  of  the  train  on  the  Derby  Branch, 
it  was  conclusively  shown  by  the  company  that  the  amount  of 
travel  on  the  train  in  question  was  so  small  as  to  be  insuf- 
ficient to  pay  the  cost  of  the  service ;  that  the  public  patronage 
had  drifted  away  from  the  train  in  other  directions  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  show  no  considerable  public  need  of  the  continuance 
of  the  service,  although  certain  individuals  (not  in  sufficient 
number  to  support  the  service),  might  be  inconvenienced  by  its 
discontinuance.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  company  had 
provided  for  the  accommodation  of  such  persons  by  running  a 
train  at  substantially  the  same  hour,  making  the  same  connection 
for  points  in  the  !N"augatuck  Valley  from  ISTew  Haven  via 
JSTaugatuck  Junction.  In  view  of  the  limited  patronage  which 
the  train  received  at  the  time  of  its  withdrawal  and  the  facilities 
available  between  the  city  of  ISTew  Haven  and  the  ISTaugatuck 
Valley,  we  did  not  consider  that  we  would  be  justified  in  recom- 
mending the  restoration  of  the  train  in  question. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The  accidents  from  the  operation  of  the  steam  roads  within 
the  State  of  Connecticut  during  the  past  year  have  been  as 
follows :

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The  total  casualties  were  T36,  compared  with  875  for  the 
preceding  year,  139  less  than  the  number  then  reported,  and  the 
number  of  fatalities  154,  being  23  less  than  last  year. 

PASSENGERS. 

The  number  of  passengers  injured  is  reported  as  95,  com- 
pared with  75  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  20,  of  whom 
six  were  killed,  four  more  than  last  year.  Five  passengers  were 
injured  on  the  Central  ]^ew  England  Railway,  thirteen  on  the 
'New  London  JSTorthem,  one  of  whom  was  killed,  and  seventy- 
seven  injured  on  the  ISTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road, of  whom  five  were  killed.  Four  of  the  injuries  to  passen- 
-gers  occurring  on  the  Central  New  England  are  reported  by  the 
company  as  caused  by  jumping  on  or  off  trains  or  cars,  and  one 
by  some  other  cause  not  given.  On  the  New  London  ISTorthern 
.Railroad,  one  passenger  is  reported  killed  and  ten  injured  in 
a  derailment,  and  one  injured  in  falling  from  train  or  cars, 
and  one  jumping  on  or  off  a  moving  train  or  cars.  On  the  ISTew 
York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  five  passengers  are 
reported  killed  and  fifty-nine  injured  in  collisions,  one  injured 
in  a  derailment,  three  in  falling  from  train  or  cars,  and  nine  in 
jumping  on  or  off  moving  trains. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The  number  of  employees  reported  injured  is  478,  of  whom 
51  were  killed,  140  less  than  the  number  injured  last  year.  Of 
this  number  17  are  reported  as  injured  on  the  Central  ISTew 
England  Railway,  38  on  the  ISTew  London  ISTorthern  and  423  on 
the  New  York,  ITew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad.  On  the 
Central  ISTew  England  Railway  three  were  reported  as  injured 
in  falling  from  trains  or  engines,  four  in  coupling  or  uncoupl- 
ing engines  or  cars,  one  by  contact  with  an  overhead  obstruction, 
and  nine  from  other  causes  not  mentioned.  On  the  ISTew  London 
ISTorthern  Railroad  one  killed  and  three  injured  by  being  struck 
by  trains,  locomotives  or  cars,  one  injured  in  coupling  or  un- 
coupling engines,  cars  or  trains ;  one  injured  by  falling  from 
trains,  locomotives  or  cars ;  five  by  coming  in  contact  with  over- 
head obstructions,  and  twenty-six  others  injured  in  various  ways 
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named  in  the  report.  On  the  ISTew  York,  JSTew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  six  were  killed  and  nine  injured  coupling  or 
uncoupling,  one  killed  and  twenty-eight  injured  in  collisions^ 
seven  killed  and  thirty-nine  injured  falling  from  trains,  loco- 
motives or  cars,  twenty-one  injured  jumping  on  or  off  trains, 
locomotives  or  cars,  fourteen  killed  and  seven  injured  in  being, 
struck  by  trains,  locomotives  or  cars,  two  killed  and  four  injured 
in  contact  with  overhead  obstructions,  and  the  remaining  num- 
ber in  various  ways  not  mentioned. 

TRESPASSERS. 

The  number  of  persons  injured  by  trespassing  upon  the 
tracks  was  137,  of  whom  93  were  killed,  13  more  than  last  year.- 

INJURED  AT  GRADE  CROSSINGS. 

At  highway  crossings  22  persons  were  injured,  one  more 
than  last  year,  and  seven  were  killed,  three  less  than  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  grade  crossings  in  the  state  is- 
reported  to  be  925.

CAPITAL   STOCK. 

The  total  capital  stock  outstanding  of  the  various  companies 
reporting  to  us  on  the  date  named  above  was  $140,662,300.00. 
This  is  $24,933,700.00  less  than  the  amount  reported  last  year, 
owing  to  the  merger  of  the  'New  England  Railroad  Company 
with  the  ISTew  York,  JSTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company, 
plus  $300  increase  in  the  stock  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  Company.  The  stock  of  the  other  companies 
remains  as  reported  last  year.  Amount  of  capital  stock  per  mile 
of  road  is  $83,394.97. 

FUNDED   DEBT. 
Two  of  the  companies  have  no  funded  debt,  viz.,  the  South- 
Manchester  and  the  Ridgefield  &  ISTew  York  companies.     The 
six  remaining  companies  have  a  debt  amounting  to  $248,668,-

250,00,  divided  as  follows:  Central  IS^ew  England  Railway 
Company,  $10,730,500.00;  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western, 
$700,000.00  ;  ISTew  Haven  &  mrthampton,  $3,993,000.00  ;  ^ew 
London  IsTorthern,  $1,500,000.00;  JSTew  York,  IvTew  Haven  & 
Hartford,  $56,849,000.00  mortgage  bonds,  and  $173,695,750.00 
debentures;  l^orwich  &  Worcester,  $1,200,000.00.  The  N"ew 
England  Railroad  Company  has  been  merged  with  the  ISTew 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  the 
funded  debt  of  the  latter  company  and  that  of  the  JSTew  Haven 
&  l^orthampton  Company  has  been  increased  $53,406,050.00 
and  $85,000.00  respectively.  The  funded  debt  per  mile  of 
road  is  reported  as  $147,428.85.

CURRENT  LIABILITIES. 

The  total  current  liabilities  of  the  companies  are  reported 
to  be  $13,590,168.81,  divided  among  the  various  companies  as 
follows:  Central  JSTew  England,  $2,153,419.36,  an  increase 
during  the  year  of  $878,151.86;  Hartford  &  Connecticut

GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  were  $56,175,446.95  com- 
pared with  $58,859,229.75  for  the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of 
$2,683,782.80.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  passenger  service 
was  $27,012,371.60,  and  from  freight  $27,627,840.61,  the 
balance  $1,535,234.74  being  earnings  from  other  sources.  Gross 
earnings  per  mile  of  road  operated  were  $22,790.30  and  per 
train  mile  $2.26855. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  total  operating  expenses  for  the  year  were  $40,814,- 
599.39,  being  $644,380.65  less  than  for  the  preceding  year. 
The  percentage  of  operating  expenses  to  gross  earnings  was 
72.66.  The  operating  expenses  per  mile  of  road  operated  were 
$16,558.72  and  per  mile  run  $1.64822. 

NET  EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings  of  the  Central  ISTew  England  Railway 
were  $403,617.21,  the  ITew  London  JSTorthern,  $121,099.39, 
and  the  l^ew  York,  l^ew  Haven  &  Hartford,  $14,836,589.91, 
making  the  total  net  earnings  $15,361,306.51,  while  there  was  a 
deficit  of  $458.95  in  the  operation  of  the  South  Manchester 
road  for  the  year.  The  net  earnings  of  the  year  are  $2,470,- 
028.61  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  net  earnings  per  mile 
of  road  operated  are  $6,231.53  and  per  mile  run  $.06203. 

TAXES. 

The  amount  of  taxes  paid  by  the  companies  was  $3,457,- 
091.78,  which  is  $404,947.46  more  than  the  amount  paid  last 
year.  The  amount  paid  is  6.15  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings. 
The  amount  paid  to  the  State  of  Connecticut  for  the  fiscal 
year,  as  reported  by  the  State  Treasurer,  was  $1,302,679.83. 
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DIVIDENDS. 

The  amount  paid  in  dividends  was  $8,827,020.50  on  $131,- 
803,900,00  of  capital  stock,  while  no  dividends  were  paid  on 
$8,858,400.00  of  capital  stock. 

INTEREST. 

The  amount  of  interest  paid  was  $8,471,352.35  on  the 
funded  and  "floating  debt  of  the  companies,  $144,806.71  other 
interest  "  not  specified,"  and  $647,608.99  "  applicable  to  con- 
struction," making  a  total  of  $9,263,768.05. 

PASSENGERS  CARRIED  AND  PASSENGER  REVENUE. 
The  number  of  passengers  carried  earning  revenue  was 
77,145,337,  being  457,499  more  than  the  number  carried  last 
year.  The  number  of  passengers  carried  by  the  street  rail- 
ways during  the  same  period  was  138,530,816.  The  average 
length  of  each  passenger  trip  was  18.44  miles,  the  amount 
received  per  passenger  .30534  and  the  receipts  per  passenger 
per  mile,  $0.01656.  The  passenger  revenue  was  $23,555,- 
389.51,  being  $787,810.17  more  than  the  passenger  revenue  of 
the  preceding  year,  and  the  passenger  service  train  revenue, 
$27,012,371.60,  being  $405,571.61  less  than  last  year.  The 
passenger  service  train  revenue  per  mile  of  road  operated  was 
$10,950.08  and  per  train  mile  $1.61689. 

FREIGHT  CARRIED  AND  FREIGHT  REVENUE. 

The  freight  carried  during  the  year  was  23,151,262  tons, 
being  2,752,005  tons  less  than  the  amount  carried  last  year,  with 
an  average  haul  of  85.13  miles.  The  freight  revenue  was 
$27,627,840.61,  being  $2,598,808.68  less  than  last  year.  The 
amount  received  for  each  ton  of  freight  handled  was  $1.19336 
and  the  average  receipts  per  ton  per  mile  $0.01418.  The  freight 
revenue  per  mile  of  road  was  $11,208.77  and  per  train  mile 
$3.33051. 

TRAIN  MILEAGE.  • 

The  mileage  of  passenger  trains  earning  revenue  was  16,- 
440,063,  being  383,592  miles  less  than  for  the  preceding  year, 
:and  of  freight  trains  earning  revenue  8,029,154  miles,  being 
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898,257  miles  less  than  last  year.  The  mileage  of  mixed  trains 
earning  revenue  was  266,222,  of  special  trains  26,989,  and  of 
non-revenue  trains  1,338,187  miles.  The  total  revenue  mileage 
was  24,762,428  and  the  total  mileage  of  all  trains  26,100,156. 

LENGTH  OF  ROADS. 
Total  length  of  main  line  and  branches  included  in  this 
report  is  2,418.35  miles;  the  length  of  second  or  double  track 
749.93  miles,  third  track  88.15  miles,  fourth  track  86.39  miles, 
sidings  1,453.67  miles;  total  of  single  track  4,796.49  miles. 
That  portion  of  the  above  mileage  within  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut is  as  follows:  Main  line  and  branches  1,013.05  miles, 
second  or  double  track  283.29  miles,  third  track  47.96  miles, 
fourth  track  47.96  miles,  sidings  561.23  miles ;  total  single  track 
1,953.49  miles. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  WAY  AND  STRUCTUEES. 
The  amount  expended  for  maintenance  of  way  and  struc- 
tures has  been  $6,608,859.72,  being  $356,083.46  less  than  the 
amount   expended   for   this  purpose  last   year,    amounting  to 
$2,681.25  per  mile  operated  and  $.267  per  mile  run. 

MAINTENANCE   OF   EQUIPMENT. 

The  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  equipment  has  been  $7,270,- 
243.45,  being  $1,381,017.76  more  than  for  the  preceding  year, 
amoimting  to  $2,949.58  per  mile  operated  and  $.294  per  mile 
run.

CO:N'DITIO]Sr  OF  THE  EOADS. 

On  that  portion  of  the  l^ew  York,  'New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  between  ISTew  Haven  and  Grlenbrook  about  500  new 
ties  have  been  laid  per  mile  of  single  track  during  the  past  year 
and  two  miles  of  new  steel  rails  weighing  100  pounds  per  yard 
have  been  laid  between  Darien  and  South  ISTorwalk,  A  new 
floor  has  been  placed  on  the  drawbridge  at  South  IS^orwalk,  new 
fender  piers  constructed,  and  two  openings  for  the  passage 
of  vessels  through  the  draw  provided  where  only  one  existed 
heretofore.  ISTew  ties  have  been  placed  under  two  of  the 
track  tanks  south  of  Rowayton.  On  that  portion  of  the  track 
south  of  South  ISTorwalk  about  $10,000  has  been  authorized  to 
be  expended  in  cleaning,  screening  and  renewing  the  stone  bal- 
last, where  the  dust  and  cinders  have  so  accumulated  as  to  ren- 
der travel  unpleasant,  and  this  work  is  now  in  progress.  About 
1,000  pairs  of  a  new  and  stronger  style  of  angle  bars  have  been 
placed  on  the  rails  within  the  electrical  zone  and  tie  plates  have 
been  placed  under  each  rail  joint, which  are  fastened  with  screw 
spikes  to  withstand  the  lateral  pressure  of  the  heavy  electric 
engines  and  prevent  the  rails  from  spreading.  The  electrical 
operation  from  Stamford  to  New  York  has  been  generally  very 
satisfactory  but  occasionally  an  unexpected  condition  arises  to 
temporarily  interrupt  traffic  and  remind  those  in  charge  that 
all  exigencies  have  not  been  foreseen  and  provided  for,  as  might 
be  expected  in  the  adoption  of  a  new  and  comparatively  untried 
motive  power.  It  has  taken  almost  three-quarters  of  a  century 
to  bring  steam,  as  a  motive  power,  to  its  present  degree  of  per- 
fection and  it  is  not  surprising  that  it  should  require  some  time 
and  experience  to  bring  electrical  operation  to  an  equal  degree 
of  perfection.  The  track  of  the  JSTew  Canaan  branch  has  been 
maintained  in  good  condition.  The  freight  depot  at  South  ISTor- 
walk,  near  the  jimction  of  the  Danbury  branch,  was  burned  early 
in  the  season  and  a  new  building  is  now  being  erected  to  take 
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its  place.  A  new  passenger  station  has  been  erected,  in  a  new 
location,  at  Georgetown,  on  the  Danbury  branch,  which  has 
been  much  needed  for  a  long  time.  Improvements  are  to  be- 
made  in  the  passenger  station  at  Bethel  and  a  new  freight  sta- 
tion and  yard  is  to  be  provided.  The  traffic  between  Bethel  and 
Hawleyville,  heretofore  passing  over  the  Bethel  branch,  has 
been  diverted  over  the  line  from  Bethel  to  D  anbury,  thence  over 
the  ISTew  England  road  to  Hawleyville.  The  Kidgefield  branch 
of  the  Danbury  line  has  been  maintained  in  good  condition^. 
The  providing  of  toilet  accommodations  for  ladies  at  the  Branch- 
ville  station  and  lighting  the  northerly  entrance  to  the  station 
grounds  so  as  to  afford  a  safe  approach  to  the  station  grounds- 
from  the  highway,  both  of  which  are  required  by  law,  should 
receive  the  attention  of  the  company. 

A  dangerous  grade  crossing  north  of  Wilton  station  has  been 
abolished  by  carrying  the  highway  on  a  bridge  over  the  tracks- 
of  the  railroad,  also  two  grade  crossings  north  of  and  near  Top- 
stone  station  have  been  discontinued  and  closed  by  so  changing 
the  highway  as  to  avoid  both  crossings,  and  an  application  has- 
been  made  and  granted  to  abolish  a  grade  crossing  south  of 
Bethel  by  carrying  the  highway  under  the  tracks  of  the  railroad. 
The  old  switch  houses  long  in  use  on  the  Danbury  branch  have 
been  removed  and  switch  stands  of  a  modern  pattern  substi- 
tuted therefor.  The  double  track  is  completed  between  Danbury 
and  Hawleyville  and  the  connections  with  the  Housatonic  and 
Litchfield  branches  changed  and  the  tracks  in  the  yard  easterly 
of  the  station  have  been  rearranged.  The  track,  roadbed  and 
bridges  between  Hawleyville  and  Waterbury  are  in  good  con- 
dition. The  improvements  through  the  city  of  Waterbury  are 
approaching  completion.  The  tracks  of  the  ISTaugatuck  and 
New  England  roads  have  been  brought  to  their  final  location  and 
grade  and  the  new  passenger  station  building  is  erected  and  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the  early  spring.  Six  miles  of  double- 
track  on  the  Kew  England  road  between  Waterbury  and 
Wheaton's  station  have  been  completed  and  brought  into  use  and 
three  more  are  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  first  of  January 
next.  Application  has  been  made  and  granted  to  close  Henry 
and  East  streets  within  the  limits  of  the  railroad  company's- 
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right  of  way,  in  the  town  of  Bristol,  and  to  construct  a  new  high- 
way from  Riverside  Avenue  to  Prospect  Street,  about  midway 
between  said  streets,  passing  under  the  tracks  of  the  railroad, 
as  a  substitute  for  the  two  above-named  grade  crossings.  The 
crossing  under  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  at  West  Hartford  has 
been  widened  during  the  past  summer  to  give  more  room 
for  the  traffic  of  the  highway  to  pass  underneath,  an  improve- 
ment much  needed.  'New  ties  have  been  placed  on  the  east  track 
of  bridges  designated  as  iN'umbers  68  and  69,  also  upon  the 
bridge  over  the  Connecticut  River  between  Hartford  and  East 
Hartford.  The  condition  of  the  track  from  East  Hartford  to 
Hazardville,  and  on  the  Melrose  and  Rockville  branches,  is 
satisfactory,  a  liberal  renewal  of  ties  having  been  made,  as  shown 
by  the  report  submitted.  A  mile  and  one-half  of  stone  ballast 
has  been  placed  under  the  track  where  most  needed  on  the 
Bolton,  Andover  and  Vernon  sections  and  a  mile  and  one-half 
of  gravel  ballast  on  the  Hop  River  section,  and  a  liberal  renewal 
of  ties  has  been  made  between  Willimantic  and  Hartford.  A 
new,  three-span,  steel-girder  bridge  has  been  erected  over  the 
Willimantic  River  between  Hop  River  and  Willimantic. 

The  Providence  branch  from  Willimantic  to  Oneco  has  been 
laid  with  new  steel  rails  weighing  80  pounds  per  yard  and 
mostly  ballasted,  ten  miles  having  been  done  the  past  season. 
The  concrete  arch  at  Versailles  is  completed,  displacing  the 
wooden  Howe  truss  bridge,  and  the  filling  is  now  being  made 
over  it,  completing  the  renewal  of  the  bridges  on  this  line  with 
permanent  structures.  Petitions  have  been  brought  for  abolish- 
ing four  grade  crossings  on  this  line  in  the  towns  of  Sprague, 
Lisbon,  Canterbury  and  Sterling.  Erom  Willimantic  to  East 
Thompson  the  track  and  bridges  are  in  excellent  condition,  new 
ties  having  been  placed  during  the  past  season  on  one  of  the 
short  bridges  No.  4Y.  Petitions  have  been  brought  for  eliminat- 
ing five  grade  crossings  on  this  line,  two  in  Hampton,  two  in 
Thompson  and  one  in  Pomfret. 

The  track  and  bridges  of  the  Norwich  branch  are  in  good 
condition,  one  small  bridge  on  the  ISTorwich  extension  No.  22, 
is  to  be  rebuilt.  The  Wheaton  crossing  in  the  town  of  Putnam 
is  nearly  completed,  some  slight  changes  having  yet  to  be  made 
to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  order. 
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On  the  line  from  l^ew  London  to  Westerly,  five  miles  of 
new  steel  rails  have  been  laid  extending  from  l^oank  easterly. 
The  double  tracks  on  the  Thames  River  bridge  are  to  be  moved 
to  the  center  and  operated  as  a  gauntlet  in  order  to  distribute 
the  weight  equally  between  the  two  trusses,  and  to  prevent  the 
weight  of  two  trains  upon  the  bridge  at  the  same  time.  The 
track  and  bridges  from  'New  London  to  Saybrook  are  in  good 
condition.  Between  Saybrook  and  Fenwick  the  long  piling 
has  been  filled  with  a  broad  earth  embankment,  except  neces- 
sary short  openings  for  the  passage  of  water.  The  Air  Line 
branch  is  in  satisfactory  condition. 

On  the  line  between  New  Haven  and  Derby,  the  bridge 
over  Campbell  Avenue  in  West  Haven  is  to  be  removed  and 
a  concrete  arch  the  full  width  of  the  street  to  be  substituted 
therefor,  also  steel  girder  bridges  to  be  substituted  for  wooden 
structures  over  two  other  streets,  and  new  ties  have  been  placed 
on  the  trestle  near  IsTew  Haven.  The  trestle  at  the  east  end 
of  the  bridge  over  the  Housatonic  River  near  Shelton,  which 
was  carried  away  by  the  freshet  in  the  early  spring  has  been 
rebuilt  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  the  track  from  Shelton  to 
Botsford  maintained  in  excellent  condition.  On  the  Litchfield 
branch  the  new  steel  bridge  over  the  Housatonic  River  has 
been  erected,  and  one  and  one-half  miles  of  new  steel  rails  laid 
near  Romford  station.  Electric  warning  bells  have  been  erected 
at  two  crossings  north  of  the  passenger  station  at  Washington. 

From  Hawleyville  to  Bridgeport  the  track  is  in  good  con- 
dition, also  the  double  track  from  ISTaugatuck  Junction  to 
Waterbury.  A  new  freight  station  and  yard  at  Seymour  has 
been  provided,  furnishing  excellent  freight  facilities,  and  the 
new  passenger  station  building  at  ISTaugatuck  is  a  credit  to 
the  company  and  an  ornament  to  the  place,  and  suitable  station 
facilities  have  also  been  provided  on  the  changed  line  in  Union 
City. 

On  the  Watertown  line  near  the  site  of  the  new  station  at 
Oakdale,  a  new  steel  girder  bridge  has  been  erected  in  place  of 
the  former  wooden  truss.  The  main  line  of  the  ISTaugatuck 
branch  north  of  Torrington  station,  has  been  straightened  and 
additional  freight  facilities  furnished. 

K.  K.— 4 
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The  Housatonic  main  line  from  Canaan  to  Hawleyville  is 
in  excellent  condition.  'New  steel  rails  weighing  80  pounds 
per  yard  have  been  laid  for  renewals  at  various  points,  amount- 
to  8.1  miles,  principally  located  between  Botsford  and  JSTew- 
towa,  and  from  Boardman's  to  South  Kent,  also  a  liberal  re- 
newal of  ties  have  been  made.  A  grade  crossing  just  north  of 
ISTew  Milford  is  to  be  abolished  by  carrying  the  highway  under 
the  tracks  of  the  railroad,  and  extending  the  existing  highway 
to  connect  therewith.  Another  is  to  be  abolished  north  of  Brook- 
field  Junction  by  carrying  the  highway  under  the  tracks  of  the 
railroad. 

On  the  Waterbury  and  Meriden  branch  the  track  and  struc- 
tures have  been  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition.  Repairs 
have  been  made  to  the  high  wooden  trestle  near  the  junction 
with  the  ISTew  England  tracks,  many  of  the  sills,  posts  and 
caps  having  been  renewed.  The  wooden  trestle  near  Hanover 
Lake  is  to  be  filled  and  an  embankment  substituted  therefor. 
The  Hartford  line  and  its  branches  are  in  good  condition.  The 
freight  facilities  in  Meriden  have  been  enlarged  by  the  erec- 
tion of  a  modernly  designed  and  equipped  freight  station 
building,  with  additional  tracks  connecting  therewith,  and  con- 
veniently approached  from  adjoining  streets.  The  Walnut 
Street  crossing  has  been  carried  over  the  tracks  of  the  railroad 
north  of  the  passenger  station  at  Hartford  at  a  considerable 
cost,  abolishing  what  had  become  a  very  dangerous  crossing.  The 
retaining  wall  along  the  canal  at  Windsor  Locks,  supporting 
the  roadway,  has  been  rebuilt  in  various  places.  The  tracks  of 
the  Connecticut  Valley  branch  in  the  vicinity  of  the  new 
Hartford  bridge  over  the  Connecticut  River,  have  been  changed 
to  pass  beneath  its  westerly  approach  and  the  various  bridge 
structures  southerly  thereof,  including  the  old  drawbridge  at 
Dutch  Point,  have  been  renewed,  and  the  surroundings  of  the 
State  Street  station  much  improved  in  appearance. 

A  wooden  stringer  bridge,  designated  as  I^o.  941,  has  been 
changed  into  a  steel  girder  bridge,  also  bridge  ISTo.  935  is  to 
be  strengthened  by  placing  trestle  bents  underneath.  A  new 
freight  station  building  has  been  furnished  in  Middletown,  with 
an  enlarged  yard  near  the  site  of  the  old  brick  passenger  and 
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freight  station  of  ancient  days.  The  steam  track  from  Crom- 
well to  Middletown  is  to  be  used  as  an  entrance  for  the  Hart- 
ford &  Middletown  trolley  line  into  the  city  of  Middletown 
in  conjunction  with  the  traffic  of  the  steam  road. 

A  petition  is  now  pending  for  the  elimination  of  a  grade 
crossing  south  of  Middletown  by  carrying  the  highway  under 
the  tracks  of  the  railroad.  The  track  and  bridges  on  the  line 
between  Saybrook  and  ISTew  Haven  are  in  good  condition. 
The  girders  of  the  bridge  over  Middletown  Avenue  leading 
from  Fair  Haven  north,  have  been  widened  to  give  increased 
clearance  for  traffic. 

Two  miles  of  new  steel  rails  weighing  80  pounds  per  yard 
have  been  placed  in  the  track  of  the  ISTorthampton  branch  south 
of  Brookvale.  The  main  line  and  jSTew  Hartford  branch  are 
both  in  good  condition.  A  petition  has  been  granted  for  the 
elimination  of  two  grade  crossings  near  Milldale  station  in  the 
town  of  Cheshire,  one  of  which  is  to  be  carried  under  the  tracks 
of  the  railroad,  and  the  other  to  be  discontinued  and  a  new 
highway  laid  out  to  connect  it  with  the  said  under  crossing,  and 
another  order  has  been  issued  for  the  abolishment  of  a  grade 
crossing  about  two  and  one-half  miles  north  of  Granby  station, 
to  be  carried  over  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  on  an  overhead 
bridge.

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CENTRAL   NEW   ENGLAND   RAILWAY. 
Improvements  are  still  being  made  in  the  general  condition 
of  the  roadbed  and  track  of  this  road,  which  makes  the  contrast 
between  its  present  and  former  condition  very  marked,  and  the 
improvement  is  very  creditable  to  those  in  charge  of  the  main- 
tenance department.    Although  built  not  long  since,  some  of  the 
timber  in  the  wooden  structures  on  the  Tariffville  branch  is 
getting  unsound  and  has  been  renewed  during  the.  past  season 
and  more  will  soon  need  renewing.     Bridge  JSTo.  1,  near  Hart- 
ford, has  been  replaced  by  a  sewer  constructed  to  carry  Gully 
Brook  across  the  roadway.     IsTew  floors  have  been  placed  on 
bridges  ISTo.  5  A  at  Cottage  Grove  and  25  A,  Bridge  IsTo.  27  A 
at  Satan's  Kingdom  has  been  painted.     The  carrying  of  Kowley 
Street  in  Winsted  under  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  is  finally  com- 
pleted and  is  a  very  satisfactory  though  costly  improvement,  also 
the  West  ISTorfolk  under  crossing.     The  wooden  stringer  bridge 
'No.  64  G  has  been  replaced  with  a  steel  girder  bridge  of  forty 
feet  span.     The  results  of  the  operation  of  the  road  for  the  past 
year  are  as  follows:  Gross  income,  $2,108,786.96  ;  passenger  rev- 
enue $331,320.49 ;  passenger  service  train  revenue,  $460,202.- 
93;   freight  revenue,   $1,629,405.59;   operating  expenses,   $1,- 
705,169.75;  net  income,  $403,617.21;  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures,  $473,231.16;  maintenance  of  equipment,  $294,943.- 
90 ;  new  ties  laid,  179,158 ;  tons  of  new  steel  rails  laid,  3,088 ; 
number  of  employees  including  officers,   1,231 ;   compensation 
of  same,  $991,307.99.     The  operating  expenses  were  80.86  per 
cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  and  the  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures  27.75  per  cent,  of  the  operating  expenses. 

NEW  LONDON  NORTHERN  RAILROAD. 
We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  very 
substantial  renewal  of  ties  on  this  line  within  the  state  during 
the  past  season,  which  has  very  much  improved  the  condition 
of  the  track  since  our  last  inspection.  It  is  reported  that  30,854 
No.  1  and  7,217  N'o.  2  ties  have  been  placed  in  56.10  miles  of 
main  track  and  25.20  miles  of  sidings.  This  does  not  remove  all 
the  unsound  ties,  but  we  hope  this  to  be  accomplished  next 
season.     Nine  of  the  steel  bridges  have  been  painted  and  new 
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floors  and  otlier  needed  repairs  made  on  others,  thus  putting 
the  bridge  structures  in  very  satisfactory  condition.  The 
results  of  the  operation  of  the  road  for  the  past  year  have 
been  as  follows:  Gross  income,  $997,956.78;  passenger  revenue, 
$217,187.17;  passenger  service  train  .revenue,  $268,978.40; 
freight  revenue,  $702,333.49  ;  operating  expenses,  $876,857.39  ; 
net  income,  $121,099.39 ;  maintenance  of  way  and  structures, 
$147,339.98;  maintenance  of  equipment,  $59,576.05;  new  ties 
laid,  35,163 ;  number  of  employees  including  officers,  637 ;  com- 
pensation of  same,  $377,286.24.  The  operating  expenses  have 
been  87.87  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  and  the  maintenance 
of  way  and  structures  16.80  per  cent,  of  the  operating  expenses. 

SOUTH  MANCHESTER  RAILROAD. 

This  railroad,  two  and  one-quarter  miles  in  length,  connect- 
ing Manchester  and  South  Manchester,  has  been  maintained  in 
its  usually  good  condition.  The  following  is  a  record  of  its 
operations  for  the  past  year:  Gross  income,  $18,555.95  ;  passen- 
ger revenue,  ,$3,765.92 ;  passenger  service  train  revenue,  $3,- 
889.27;  freight  revenue,  $14,666.68;  operating  expenses,  $19,- 
014.90;  deficit,  $458.95;  maintenance  of  way  and  structures, 
$4,462.68;  maintenance  of  equipment,  $2,554.44;  new  ties 
laid,  576;  number  of  employees  including  officers,  18;  com- 
pensation of  same,  $12,529.75. 

RIDGEFIELD    AND    NEW    YORK    RAILROAD. 

The  charter  of  this  road  will  expire  July  1,  1909.  IsTo  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  its  construction  since  our  last  report. 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1908,  the  Water- 
bury  &  Woodbury  Street  Railway  has  been  completed  and 
brought  into  use,  11.25  miles  in  length;  also  the  extension  from 
Manchester  to  Manchester  Green,  one  mile  in  leng-th;  the  Con- 
necticut Company's  line  from  Waterville  to  Thomaston,  about 
six  miles  long ;  the  extension  of  the  Middleto^vn  Street  Railway 
into  Middlefield,  4.5  miles  long;  the  Rockville  &  Stafford 
Springs  Street  Railway,  12.9  miles  in  length,  and  the  Hart- 
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ford  &  Middletown  Street  Railway,  from  Wethersfield  to  Gris- 
woldville,  3  miles  in  length,  making  a  total  of  38.65  miles  of 
new  extensions  not  included  in  this  report.  The  steam  lines 
electrically  equipped  and  operated,  included  in  this  report,  are 
from  Meriden  to  Middleto^Ti,  10.366  miles,  Berlin  to  Westfield, 
5.988  miles,  T'afts  to  Central  Village,  16.147  miles,  Bumside 
to  Ebckville,  12.664  miles,  and  from  West  Street  in  Rockville 
to  Melrose,  7.399  miles,  making  a  total  of  52.564  miles. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  COj^CERIS^HSTG 
STREET  RAILWAYS. 

APPROVAL  OF  METHOD  OF  CONSTRUCTION. 

Toiuns  of  Middlebury  and  Woodbury. 

On  February  21,  1908,  the  ]^ew  York,  'New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  petitioned  for  our  approval  of  its  pro- 
posed method  of  construction  of  its  street  railway  line  in  the 
To^^ms  of  Middlebury  and  Woodbury. 

Said  petition  was  heard  on  March  9,  1908,  and  on  the  16th 
of  the  same  month,  we  approved  of  the  proposed  construction 
as  petitioned  for  by  said  company. 

TOWNS  OF  WETHERSFIELD,  ROCKY  HILL,  CROMWELL  AND  CITY 
OF    MIDDLETOWN. 

On  April  20,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  its  petition  asking  for  the 
approval  by  this  board  of  the  layout  of  its  street  railway  line 
on  private  land,  and  its  proposed  method  of  construction,  from 
a  connection  with  its  then  existing  street  railway  line  on 
Franklin  Avenue  in  the  Town  of  Wethersfield  to  the  City  of 
Middletown. 

On  April  29,  1908,  said  petition  was  heard,  at  which  time 
said  company  filed  plans  showing  the  proposed  location  of  its 
railway  in  the  highways  of  said  towns  and  city  and  along  and 
across  private  land,  and  also  copies  of  the  approval  by  said 
municipalities  of  the  location  of  said  railway  in  the  highways 
in  said  towns  and  city,  and  on  May  1,  1908,  we  approved  of 
the  proposed  method  of  construction  as  described  in  said  peti- 
tion, and  of  the  location  as  shown  on  plans  filed  in  this  office. 
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CITY  OF  HARTFORD  TO  BLOOMFIELD  CENTER. 

On  May  15,  1908,  upon  petition  of  the  IsTew  York,  ISTew 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  we  approved  of  the  pro- 
posed layout  of  its  street  railway  line  on  private  lands  in  the 
Town  of  Bloomfield,  and  of  its  proposed  method  of  construction 
from  the  City  of  Hartford  to  Bloomfield  center. 

CITY     OF     WILLIMANTIC     AND     TOWNS     OF     MANSFIELD     AND 

COVENTRY. 

On  June  12,  1908,  the  New  York,  'New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  its  petition  asking  that  we 
approve  the  layout  of  its  street  railway  line  on  private  land, 
and  its  proposed  method  of  construction  in  the  City  of  Willi- 
mantic  and  Towns  of  Mansfield  and  Coventry, 

This  petition  was  heard  June  24,  1908,  and  on  July  lYth, 
the  petitioner  having  filed  plans  showing  its  proposed  location 
of  said  railway  in  the  highways  of  said  city  and  towns  and  along 
and  across  private  lands,  and  also  having  filed  copies  of  ap- 
proval by  said  municipalities,  subject  to  certain  modifications, 
we  approved  of  said  company's  proposed  method  of  construc- 
tion and  location. 

We  also  ordered  and  directed  that  the  bare  insulated  feeder 
wire  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  its  railway  be  properly 
equipped  with  wood  tree  insulators  at  all  trees,  and  where  at 
corners  the  breaking  of  the  feeder  support  would  permit  the 
wire  to  come  in  contact  with  buildings  or  other  property;  also 
that  said  company  protect  wires  of  other  companies  crossing  said 
feeder  wire  by  suitable  screens  or  guard  wires. 

FROM   BLUE    HILLS   AVENUE    TO    HANDICRAFT    SCHOOL. 
City  of  Hartford. 

On  July  18,  1908,  we  approved  of  the  proposed  method  of 
construction  of  the  extension  of  the  street  railway  line  of  the 
ISTew  York,  l^ew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  from  a 
point  connecting  with  said  company's  track  on  Albany  Avenue 
at  Blue  Hills  Avenue  in  the  City  of  Hartford,  through  Albany 
Avenue  and  Bloomfield  Avenue  to  a  point  opposite  the  Handi- 
craft School,  so-called-. 
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TOWNS  OF  WETHERSFIELD  AJSTD  ROCKY  HILL  AND  CHANGE  OF 
LOCATION    IN    GRISWOLDVILLE. 

On  July  20,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Kailroad  Company  petitioned  for  an  approval  by  this  board  of 
a  change  of  layout  of  its  street  railway  line  in  Griswoldville, 
so-called,  and  asking  that  the  proposed  method  of  construction 
through  the  Towns  of  Rocky  Hill  and  Wethersfield  be  approved. 

On  August  Y,  1908,  said  petitioner  having  filed  plans  show- 
ing its  proposed  changed  location  in  said  town,  together  with 
the  approval  by  said  town  of  a  layout  of  said  railway  as  to 
grades  in  the  highway,  subject  to  certain  modifications,  which 
said  petitioner  agTeed  to,  we  approved  of  said  changed  location. 

We  also  modified  our  order  of  May  1,  1908,  in  so  far  as 
said  order  referred  to  the  use  of  the  insulated  feeder  wire  and 
approved  of  the  use  of  the  bare  feeder  wire  in  the  construction 
of  said  railway;  provided,  said  feeder  wire  be  equipped  with 
wood  tree  insulators  at  all  trees  and  where  at  corners  the  break- 
ing of  the  feeder  support  would  permit  the  wire  to  come  in 
contact  with  buildings  or  other  property;  and  also  that  said 
petitioner  protect  the  wires  of  other  companies  crossing  said 
wires  by  suitable  screens  or  guard  wires. 

CERTIFICATES   OF  APPROVAL  ISSUED. 

CONSTRUCTION     FROM     BURNSIDE     AVENUE     TO     WOODBRIDGE 
AVENUE  IN  TOWN  OF  EAST  HARTFORD. 

On  February  15,  1908,  we  issued  a  certificate  approving  of 
the  newly  constructed  double  tracks  of  the  street  railway  line 
of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Co.,  in 
the  Town  of  East  Hartford,  from  a  point  near  Burnside 
Avenue;  thence  running  northerly  to  a  point  near  Woodbridge 
Avenue;  conditioned,  however,  upon  the  maintenance  of 
"  slow  "  signs  at  the  commencement  of  the  grades  on  either  side 
of  the  bridge  supporting  the  tracks  of  the  Highland  Division  of 
the  steam  railroad  of  said  company,  and  at  proper  distances  on 
either  side  of  and  nearer  said  bridge.  By  reason  of  the  close 
proximity  of  trees  to  the  southbound  track  and  of  the  uprights 
supporting  said  bridge  to  both  north  and  southbound  tracks, 
we  required  that  the  running  board  nearest  said  obstructions  on 
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all  open  cars  be  turned  np  and  the  side  rail  dropped,  and  that 
the  vestibule  door  on  all  closed  cars  nearest  such  obstructions 
be  closed  before  reaching  said  trees  and  bridge,  and  remain 
so  while  running  on  said  double  tracks. 

FROM  CITY  OF  ROCKVILLE   TO   STAFFORD   SPRINGS. 

On  April  18,  1908,  the  electric  railway  line  of  the  Stafford 
Springs  Street  Railway  Company  extending  from  the  City  of 
Rockville  to  Stafford  Springs,  a  distance  of  12,9  miles,  was 
examined  and  found  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condition  for  opera- 
tion, and  a  certificate  to  that  effect  issued. 

FROM  PARK  PLACE,  CITY  OF  MERIDEN,  TO  MIDDLEFIELD. 

On  May  29,  1908,  a  certificate  was  issued  to  the  effect  that 
that  portion  of  the  street  railway  line  of  the  'New  York,  ISTew 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  extending  from  Park 
Place  in  the  City  of  Meriden  to  Middlefield,  a  distance  of  four 
and  one-half  miles,  partly  on  highways,  partly  on  private  right 
of  way,  and  partly  on  the  right  of  way  of  the  IN'ew  York,  JSTew 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  had  been  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condition  for  operation. 

FROM  JUNCTION  OF  ROBBINS  AND  BENHAM  STREETS,  CITY  OF 
WATERBURY,  TO  QUASSAPAUG  LAKE. 

On  June  30,  1908,  that  portion  of  the  Woodbury  extension 
of  the  'New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company's 
street  railway  line  extending  from  the  junction  of  Robbins  and 
Benham  Streets,  in  the  City  of  Waterbury,  through  the  center 
of  Robbins  Street  and  the  Middlebury  Road,  about  thirty-three 
hundred  feet,  thence  on  private  right  of  way  to  Quassapaug 
Lake  for  the  entire  distance  of  5.Y5  miles,  was  examined  and 
found  in  a  suitable  condition  for  operation,  and  we  issued  our 
certificate  to  that  effect. 

WATERBURY  TO  THOMASTON. 

On  August  5,  1908,  that  portion  of  The  Connecticut  Com- 
pany's street  railway  line  from  its  terminus  in  Waterbury,  and 
running  northerly  through  the  ISTaugatuek  Valley  to  Thomaston, 
terminating  at  East  Main  Street  near  the  westerly  line  of  Elm 
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Street,  a  distance  of  main  track  of  6.9  miles,  was  examined 
and  found  in  a  suitable  condition  for  operation. 

QUASSAPAUG  LAKE  TO  WOODBURY  CENTER. 

On  September  1,  1908,  that  portion  of  the  IsTew  York,  Il^ew 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company's  street  railway  line  ex- 
tending from  Quassapaug  Lake  to  Woodbury  Center,  a  dis- 
tance of  five  miles,  was  examined,  and  while  the  ballasting  and 
surfacing  was  not  found  entirely  completed,  the  track  was  in 
such  condition  as  to  warrant  the  issuing  of  a  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  it  might  be  operated  safely  at  a  moderate  rate  of 
speed,  and  we  therefore  issued  such  a  certificate. 

MANCHESTER  CENTER  TO  THE  GLASTONBURY  KNITTING  CO. 

On  September  12,  1908,  we  issued  our  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  the  extension  of  the  street  railway  line  of  the  ISTew 
York,  IN^ew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  from  a  point 
at  the  junction  of  its  existing  tracks  at  Manchester  Center,  in 
the  Town  of  Manchester,  to  a  point  near  the  Glastonbury  Knit- 
ting Co'mpan.y,  at  Manchester  Green,  so  called,  a  distance  of 
about  one  mile,  had  been  examined  and  found  in  suitable  and 
safe  condition  for  operation. 

WOODBURY  TO  NORTH  WOODBURY. 

On  October  20,  1908,  that  portion  of  the  extension  of  the 
street  railway  line  of  the  ISTew  York,  'New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  from  the  T'own  Hall  in  Woodbury  to  ITorth 
Woodbury,  a  distance  of  twenty-six  hundred  feet,  having  been 
examined  and  found  in  a  suitable  condition  for  operation,  we 
issued  the  usual  certificate. 

FROM  FRANKLIN  AVENUE,  TOWN  OF  WETHERSFIELD,  TO  GRIS- 

WOLDVILLE. 

On  ITovember  20,  1908,  the  electric  street  railway  line  of 
the  New  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
from  the  intersection  of  Franklin  Avenue  and  Jordan  Lane,  so 
called,  in  the  Town  of  Wethersfield,  partly  in  the  highway  and 
partly  on  private  land,  to  the  point  where  the  railway  leaves 
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the  highway  in  Griswoldville  to  enter  on  private  land,  a  dis- 
tance from  the  above  intersecting  point  of  three  miles,  was 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  suitable  and  safe  condition  for 
operation. 

APPROVAI/  OF  LOCATION  AND  TAKING  OF  LAND  OF  EDWAED  E. 

STEVENS. 

Town  of  Middlehury. 

*0n  December  2T,  190Y,  upon  application  of  the  ISTew  York, 
ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  asking  that  we 
approve  of  the  layout  of  its  electric  railway  on  land  belonging 
to  Edward  E.  Stevens,  in  the  Town  of  Middlebury,  we  found 
that  the  proposed  location  was  feasible,  suitable  and  proper, 
and  approved  the  layout  of  said  company  on  the  land  described. 

LOCATION  OF   POLES  AND  CHANGE  OF  LOCATION. 
City  of  Norwich. 

On  January  8,  1908,  the  IsTew  York,  J^ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  petitioned  this  board,  asking  that  we 
modify  an  order  dated  March  8,  1907,  whereby  the  location  of 
the  tracks  of  the  street  railway  of  said  company  in  the  high- 
ways known  as  ^orth  Main  Street  and  Central  Avenue,  in  the 
City  of  JSTor^vich,  from  Franklin  Avenue  to  the  city  line,  with 
reference  to  the  center  line  of  said  highways  and  the  grades 
thereof  and  the  location  of  permanent  structures  connected 
therewith  in  said  highways,  were  approved. 

On  Eebruary  19,  1908,  the  petitioner  and  the  City  of  ISTor- 
wich,  having  mutually  agreed  as  to  the  proposed  location  of 
poles  supporting  the  overhead  trolley  system  of  said  petitioner 
on  certain  highways  in  said  city,  and  also  as  to  change  of 
location  of  said  railway  on  IsTorth  Main  Street  from  Cliff  Street 
to  Park  Street,  we  modified  our  order  of  March  8,  1907,  to 
accord  with  the  request  of  the  petitioner  and  the  agreement 
referred  to. 

The  above  finding  was  further  amended  under  date  of 
March  3,  1908. 
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CHANGE   OF   LOCATION   IN  TOWN   OF    CROMWELL. 

On  October  27,  1908,  upon  application  of  the  'Sew  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  dated  September 
23,  1908,  we  approved  of  the  changed  location  of  the  street 
railway  line  of  said  company  in  the  Town  of  Cromwell,  said 
town  having  previously  approved  of  the  change  of  grades  in 
the  highway. 

APPROVAL  OF  TAKING  OF  LAND  OF  EDWARD  E.  STEVENS. 

Toivn  of  Middlebury. 

On  October  7,  1907,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  claiming  to  be  the  owners  of  the 
property,  rights  and  franchises  of  the  Woodbury  &  Waterbury 
Street  Railway  Company,  petitioned,  asking  that  this  board 
approve  of  the  taking  of  certain  land  belonging  to  Edward  E. 
Stevens  in  the  Town  of  Middlebury.  On  January  8,  1908, 
we  found  that  said  land  was  necessary  for  the  proper  con- 
struction and  operation  of  said  railway,  and  prescribed  the 
limits  of  the  real  estate  to  be  taken  to  be  as  described  in  said 
petition,  and  as  delineated  and  shown  on  a  blue  print  on  file  in 
this  office. 

APPROVAL  OF  LOCATION  OF   SHORE   LINE   ELECTRIC   RAILWAY 
COMPANY'S  LINE  ON  PRIVATE  LAND  IN  TOWNS  OF 
OLD   SAYBROOK  AND  ESSEX. 

On  February  5,  1908,  upon  petition  of  the  Shore  Line 
Electric  Railway  Company  asking  that  we  approve  of  its  loca- 
tion upon  private  land  in  certain  portions  of  the  Towns  of  Old 
Saybrook  and  Essex,  we  approved  of  the  location  of  said  rail- 
way as  described  in  said  petition  and  delineated  and  shown  on 
plans  filed  in  this  office.  We  also  prescribed  the  limits  within 
which  real  estate  should  be  taken,  and  certified  that  the  taking 
of  same  was  necessary  for  the  proper  construction  and  operation 
of  the  railway  of  said  company. 

APPROVAL  OF  LOCATION  UPON  PRIVATE  PROPERTY  AND  OF  THE 
TAKING    OF    LAND    IN    TOWN    OF    CROMWELL. 

On  July  23,  1908,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  a  petition  stating  that  for  the 
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sake  of  the  convenience  of  the  public  it  was  necessary  to  take 
certain  lands  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  its  street  railway 
line  in  the  Town  of  Cromwell  on  a  layout  authorized  by  the 
charter  of  the  Hartford  &  Middletown  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  asked  that  we  approve  the  location  and  layout  of  said 
railway  on  the  land  described  in  said  petition. 

On  August  1,  1908,  we  found  that  the  taking  of  said 
land  was  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the  public,  and 
prescribed  the  limits  within  which  land  should  be  taken. 

We  also  approved  of  the  location  of  said  railway  upon 
private  land,  subject,  however,  to  the  statutory  rights  of  any 
party  interested  in  private  lands  through  which  said  location 
was  made  and  to  whom  legal  notice  had  not  been  given  of  these 
proceedings. 

APPROVAL  OF  LAYOUT  UPON  PRIVATE  PROPERTY  AND  TAKING 
OF  LAND  IN  TOWN  OF  WETHERSFIELD. 

On  August  3,  1908,  the  E"ew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  petitioned  this  board  asking  that  we 
approve  the  location  and  layout  of  its  street  railway  line  on 
private  land  in  the  Town  of  Wethersfield,  and  the  taking  of 
land  of  Jeremiah  F.  and  Michael  J.  O'Connor  in  said  town. 
On  August  22,  1908,  we  approved  of  said  location  and  layout, 
and  found  that  the  taking  of  such  land  as  was  described  in  the 
petition  of  said  company  was  necessary  for  the  convenience  of 
the  public  and  for  the  purpose  of  the  construction  of  said  com- 
pany's railway  on  a  location  previously  approved  by  us. 

VESTIBULES  AND  FENDERS  ON  CARS  OPERATED 
IN  CITY  OF  MIDDLETOWN. 

On  January  28,  1908,  under  authority  granted  this  board 
by  Section  3869  of  the  General  Statutes,  we  deemed  it  needful 
in  the  interest  of  the  employees  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  which  company  now  o^vns 
the  street  railway  lines  formerly  of  the  Middletown  Street 
Railway  Company,  that  the  cars  used  in  the  operation  of  said 
lines  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  during  the  months  of 
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December,  January,  February  and  March  of  each  year,  should 
be  fully  vestibuled  by  enclosing  the  platforms  on  or  before  De- 
cember 1,  1908. 

In  the  matter  of  fenders,  we  ordered  and  directed  that  all 
the  cars  operated  by  said  company  in  said  city  be  equipped  with 
fenders  of  the  kind  now  in  use  on  said  cars,  and  that  the  use 
of  such  fenders  continue  until  such  time  as  we  may  otherwise 
order. 

DETERMmn^G  THE  LENGTH,  WIDTH,  MATERIAL, 
PLA:^r  AISTD  HEIGHT  OF  BRIDGE  CARRYDTG 
ELECTRIC  RAILWAY  OVER  STEAM  RAILROAD 
IN  TOWN  OF  BLOOMFIELD. 

On  November  14,  1908,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of 
Section  2311  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Connecticut,  we 
determined  the  length  of  the  bridge  carrying  the  tracks  of  the 
electric  railway  line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  over  the  tracks  of  the  Central  New 
England  Railway  Company  in  the  Town  of  Bloomfield,  to  be 
sufficient  to  span  the  entire  right  of  way  of  said  railway 
company,  the  width  to  be  six  feet  and  six  inches,  and  the 
material  wrought  iron ;  plan,  deck  plate  girder,  and  the  height 
above  the  roadbed  of  the  steam  railway  company  to  be  twenty- 
one  feet  eight  and  three-quarters  of  an  inch. 

We  found,  as  required  by  statute,  that  the  bridge  was 
necessary  -for  the  extension  of  said  electric  railway  line. 

APPEAL  OF  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  CO.  FROM  AN 
ORDER  OF  THE  CITY  OF  WATERBURY  IN  RE- 
GARD TO  LAYING  STREET  RAILWAY  TRACKS 
ON  THOMASTON  AVENUE. 

On  November  14,  1907,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  presented  its  petition  and  appeal 
from  an  order  of  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  of  the  City 
of  Waterbury  in  the  njatter  of  petition  of  said  company  for  the 
approval  by  said  municipality  of  plans  submitted  for  construct- 
ing a  single  track  electric  railway   in   and  upon   Thomaston 
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Avenue  in  said  city,  from  a  point  near  Sheffield  Street  to  a 
point  about  three  hundred  feet  north  of  Sprague  Street,  and 
thence  westerly,  crossing  the  westerly  half  of  said  avenue  to 
a  private  right  of  way.  The  City  of  Waterbury  approved  of 
the  plan  presented  by  the  railroad  company,  but  made  certain 
modifications  therein  which  the  railroad  company  claimed  were 
illegal,  inequitable,  unjust,  unreasonable,  and  beyond  the  power 
and  without  the  jurisdiction  of  said  city  to  impose,  and  did 
not  constitute  legitimate  modifications  of  said  plan.  The 
modifications  required  by  the  city  were  as  follows: 

(a)  "  4.  That  the  petitioner  shall  restore  the  macadam 
pavement,  bringing  it  to  the  new  grade  of  the  street.  The  width 
of  the  macadamized  roadway,  including  the  track,  shall  be 
32  feet.  The  petitioner  shall  do  the  grading  incidental  to 
such  macadamizing  and  shall  also  do  all  necessary  grading  and 
cobbling  incidental  to  the  provision  of  3  feet  cobble  gutters 
outside  of  and  adjoining  the  macadamized  roadway." 

(h)  "6.  That  all  poles  to  be  erected  and  used  for  the 
support  of  wires  shall  be  of  wood,  of  neat  design,  and  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Works." 

(c)  "  7.  That  the  petitioner  .  .  .  shall  at  its  own 
expense  maintain  an  electric  light  so  situated  as  to  properly 
light  that  portion  of  Thomaston  Avenue." 

(d)  "  8.  That  whenever  the  City  of  Waterbury  shall 
decide  to  pave  that  portion  of  Thomaston  Avenue  covered  by 
this  petition,  with  a  permanent  pavement  to  be  kept  swept  and 
cleaned,  the  petitioner  shall  lay  all  the  tracks  included  in  this 
petition  with  a  full  grooved  rail  of  a  section  to  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Works." 

The  appeal  was  heard  on  ISTovember  25,  1907,  and  ad- 
journed from  time  to  time  until  August  1,  1908,  when  the 
railroad  company  and  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Waterbury  appeared,  through  counsel,  and  re- 
quested that  an  order,  the  terms  of  which  had  been  agreed  upon 
by  said  parties,  be  ratified  and  published  as  an  order  of  this 
board  in  respect  to  the  matters  contained  in  said  petition  and 
appeal,  which  order,  as  issued,  was  as  follows : 

"  We  do  therefore,  find,  order  and  direct  that  the  petitioner.

The  IsTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
(formerly  The  Consolidated  Railway  Company),  as  lessee  of 
all  the  property,  rights  and  franchises  of  The  Connecticut  Rail- 
way and  Lighting  Company,  may  lay  an  extension  of  its  single 
track  railway  on  Thomaston  Avenue  in  the  City  of  Waterbury, 
from  its  present  terminus  at  Sheffield  Street,  northerly  to  a 
point  about  three  hundred  feet  north  of  Spragiie  Street,  thence 
westerly,  crossing  the  westerly  half  of  said  Thomaston  Avenue 
to  private  way,   substantially  as  shown  upon  the  petitioner's 

map     entitled :     '  Supplementary     Map The     Consolidated 

Railway  Company,  Lessee  of  Connecticut  Railway  &  Lighting 
Company  —  Plan  for  extension  of  tracks  on  Thomaston 
Avenue  —  Waterbury  District — January,  1907.  Scale  l"-40' 
numbered  1-2-3-4-5,'  that  said  track  shall  be  laid  to  the  grade 
of  said  street  as  shown  on  the  profile  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Engineer  of  said  City,  following  the  center  line  of  the  street  to 
the  point  where  said  line  turns  westerly  to  private  way;  that 
the  petitioner,  at  its  own  expense,  shall  increase  the  width  of 
the  present  macadam  roadway  of  said  Thomaston  Avenue  so 
that  it  shall  be  twelve  feet  wide  on  each  side  of  said  track, 
measuring  from  the  rail,  and  shall  cobble  the  space  between 
the  rails." 

"  The  petitioner  shall  lay  the  sidewalk  and  track  where  the 
latter  leaves  said  Thomaston  Avenue  so  that  the  top  of  the 
rail  shall  be  even  with  the  surface  of  the  sidewalk  and  shall 
provide  proper  and  sufficient  drainage  for  gutter  water  in- 
terrupted by  such  construction,  specifications  as  to  such  work 
to  be  determined  by  agreement  between  the  Company's  Engi- 
neer and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City  of  Waterbury." 

"  The  petitioner  shall  bring  all  cars  operated  on  said  tracks 
to  a  standstill  immediately  before  reaching  said  sidewalk.  Any 
detail  not  specified  in  the  foregoing  application  and  order  shall 
be  as  hereafter  desig-nated  by  us  upon  the  written  applica- 
tion of  said  company  or  as  may  be  determined  by  us  in  the 
exercise  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  us  by  the  laws  applicable 
in  such  cases." 
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MILEAGE  OF  STREET  RAILWAYS. 

The  reported  mileage  of  the  street  railways  is  as  follows: 
Length  of  road  owned,  first  main  track,  YSG.YT^  miles ;  length 
of  second  main  track  owned,  158.263  miles;  total  length  main 
tracks  owned,  8 9 5. 03 Y  miles;  length  of  sidings  and  turnouts 
owned,  38.235  miles ;  total  computed  as  single  track  owned, 
933.272  miles.  The  895.037  miles  of  main  track  owned  in- 
cludes 18.384  miles  operated  in  tlie  state  of  IsTew  York,  leaving 
876.653  the  total  mileage  in  Connecticut.  (See  table  ISTo.  1, 
page  128.) 

CAPITAL    STOCK. 

The  capital  stock  outstanding  of  the  twelve  street  railways, 
exclusive  of  that  owned  by  the  JSTew  York,  'New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company,  is  $21,340,800.00,  representing  390.- 
234  miles  of  single  main  track  owned,  amounting  to  $54,687.18 
capital  stock  per  mile  of  single  main  track  owned.  It  will  be 
observed  that  $17,120,100.00  of  this  stock  represents  215.460 
miles  of  the  street  railway  of  the  Connecticut  Railway  &  Light- 
ing Company,  including  also  the  gas  and  electric  lighting 
plants  belonging  thereto,  l^.sed  to  the  ISTew  York,  IsTew  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company.  The  mileage  owned  by  the 
JSTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  not  in- 
cluded in  the  above  statement,  is  486.419  single  track  miles  of 
main  line.     (See  table  No.  1,  page  128.) 

BONDS  ISSUED. 

The  total  bonded  debt  of  the  ten  street  railway  companies, 
not  including  the  486.419  miles  owned  by  the  ISTew  York,  I^ew 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  included  in  that  com- 
pany's report,  or  the  6.762  miles  of  the  Connecticut  Company 
and  the  South  Manchester  Light,  Power  &  Tramway  Company, 
neither  of  which  have  any  outstanding  bonds,  is  $17,052,700.00, 
being  $44,469.22  per  mile  of  single  main  track  owned.  Of  this 
sum  $13,465,700.00  represents  the  bonded  debt  of  the  Con- 
necticut Railway  &  Lighting   Company,   which  also  includes 
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certain  gas  and  electric  lighting  plants  of  that  company  as  well 
as  its  street  railway  properties.     (See  table  'No.  2,  page  130.) 


FLOATING   INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  floating  indebtedness  of  ten  companies,  not  including 
the  Connecticut  Railway  &  Lighting  Company,  the  Connecti- 
cut Company,  or  the  mileage  owned  by  the  ISTew  York,  ISTew 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  is  $737,676.24,  being 
$4,370.79  per  mile  of  single  main  track  owned.  The  total 
stock,  bonds  and  floating  debt  of  the  companies  are  $39,131,- 
176.26,  excluding  the  stock,  bonds  and  floating  indebtedness 
of  the  lines  owned  by  the  Nevr  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company.     (See  table  No.  2,  page  130.) 


CONSTKUCTION  AND  EQUIPMENT.  . 

The  cost  of  the  construction  and  equipment  of  all  the  lines, 
excepting  those  owned  by  the  New  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company,  is  reported  to  be  $39,977,963.86,  for 
390.234  single  track  miles  of  main  track,  being  $102,446.13 
per  mile. 

GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  of  all  the  companies  for  the  past  year 
were  $7,318,240.78,  an  increase  of  $504,554.64  over  the  earn- 
ings of  the  previous  year.  The  gross  earnings  per  mile  operated 
were  $8,191.03,  per  mile  run  $0.2521,  and  per  car  hour  $2,339. 
The  largest  gross  earnings  per  mile  operated  were  $8,990.92  by 
the  Connecticut  Company,  and  $8,013.44  by  the  Danbury  & 
Bethel  Street  Railway  Company. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  operating  expenses  were  $4,769,989.45,  an  increase 
of  $248,916.95  over  the  expenses  of  the  previous  year,  and 
were  $5,338.87  per  mile  operated,  $0.1643  per  mile  run  and 
$0.1524  per  car  hour.  The  operating  expenses  were  about 
65  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings. 
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NET    EAENINGS. 

The  net  earnings  for  the  year  were  $2,548,251.33,  an  in- 
crease of  $255,637.69  over  the  net  earnings  of  the  previous  year. 
The  net  earnings  per  mile  operated  were  $2,852.16,  per  mile 
run  $0.0878,  and  per  car  hour  $0.0815. 

DIVIDENDS.  , 

The  amount  paid  in  dividends  upon  the  stock  of  six  of  the 
companies  was  $632,053.50.  In  addition  to  this  dividends  were 
paid  upon  the  stock  of  the  !N"ew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company,  representing  its  street  railway  properties. 
The  JSTew  London  &  East  Lyme,  ISTorwich  &  Westerly  and  Provi- 
dence &  Danielson  Railway  Companies  paid  no  'dividends. 

INTEREST. 

The  amount  paid  for  interest,  outside  of  the  amount  paid 
by  the  'New  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
upon  the  obligations  of  its  street  railway  properties,  was  $812,- 
261.16. 

TAXES. 

The  amount  of  taxes  paid  the  State  as  reported  by  State 
Treasurer  for  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1908,  was  $229,- 
987.12.  This  amount  is  also  exclusive  of  the  taxes  paid  by 
the  New  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  up- 
on the  street  railway  properties  owned  by  it. 

MILES  EUN. 

The  total  number  of  miles  run  was  29,024,838.  The  gross 
earnings  per  mile  run  were  $0.2521,  operating  expenses  $0.1643 
and  net  earnings  $0.0878.  The  number  of  miles  run  was  1,- 
334,725  more  than  the  previous  year. 

PASSENGERS   CARRIED. 

The  number  of  fare  passengers  carried  was  138,530,816, 
an  increase  of  10,829,391  over  the  number  transported  last 
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year  and  compared  with  YT,145,337  carried  by  the  steam  rail- 
roads. Passengers  carried  per  mile  of  main  track  operated  was 
155.052,  and  the  number  per  mile  run  4.88. 


EMPLOYEES. 


The  whole  number  of  employees  was  5,232,  only  two  more 
than  the  number  reported  last  year. 


ACCIDENTS. 


The  number  of  persons  injured  in  the  operation  of  the  street 
railways  during  the  past  year  was  1,565;  75  more  than  the 
number  reported  last  year,  of  which  number  38  were  killed,  13 
less  than  last  year.

(No.  123)  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  passed  at  its 
session  January,  1881,  "  Incorporating  the  First  Mortgage  Bondholders  of 
the  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  as  the  Hartford  and  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  Company."  By  a  Resolution  (No.  189)  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  passed  at  its  session  January,  1882, 
permission  was  given  to  the  Hartford  and  Connecticut  Western  Railroad 
Company  to  purchase  the  Rhinebeck  and  Connecticut  Railroad  in  the  State 
of  New  York.

The  Hartford 
and  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  was  leased  under  date  of  August  30,  1889, 
to  the  Central  New  England  and  Western  Railroad  Company  for  one  year 
from  the  30th  day  of  August,  1889,  and  under  date  of  February  4,  1890,  for 
fifty  years  from  the  30th  day  of  August,  1890,  at  an  annual  rental  of  two 
per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock.  All  taxes,  rates,  charges,  assessments,  and 
interest  on  the  bonds  to  be  paid  by  the  lessee. 

The  Central  New  England  Railway  Company  is  the  successor  through  re- 
organization after  foreclosure  of  the  Philadelphia,  Reading  &  New  England 
R.  R.  Judgment  of  foreclosure  and  sale,  June  27,  1898.  Purchase  by  reor- 
ganization committee,  October  6,  1898.  Certificate  of  incorporation,  January 
12,  1899.

In  order  to  arrive  at  correct  results  in  computing  the  operating  expense 
per  ear  mile,  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the 
cars  of  this  company  operated,  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report, 
335,664  miles  over  the  tracks  of  the  Hartford  lines  of  the  Connecticut 
Co.  in  excess  of  the  mileage  reported,  viz.,  860,286.  The  accounts  affected 
are  6,  7,  9  and  21,  which  amount  to  $15,766.71.  Dividing  this  figure  by 
the  combined  mileage,  viz.,  1,195,950,  shows  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance 
of  cars  and  equipment  per  mile  as  $.01318.  Deducting  this  amount,  viz., 
$15,766.71,  from  the  total  cost  of  operation,  $119,020.77,  leaves  a  balance  of 
$103,254.06  to  be  divided  by  the  actual  number  of  car  miles  operated  over 
the  tracks  of  the  Hartford  &  Springfield  Street  Railway  Company,  viz., 
860,286,  showing  a  cost  per  car  mile  of  $.12002,  and  the  sum  of  these  two 
items  gives  the  gross  operating  expenses  per  car  mile  as  $.1332,  as  shown  in 
the  report.

We  assume  that  the  summary  on  page  6  is  intended  to  include  the  items 
and  lesults  more  fully  set  forth  throughout  the  report.  On  page  16  we  are 
asked  to  show  under  Accrued  Liabilities,  "  interest  on  funded  debt  accrued  and 
not  yet  due,"  which  has  been  done.  The  interest  on  our  funded  debt  is  $2,500 
per  month  and  interest  coupons  covering  six  months  interest  amounting  to 
$15,000  are  due  and  payable  on  May  1  and  November  1  of  each  year.  In  order 
to  show  each  current  month's  business  correctly,  we  charge  interest  $2,500 
monthly  and  credit  accrued  interest  and  at  the  end  of  six  months,  accrued 
Interest  will  stand  credited  $15,000,  which  when  paid  will  be  charged  off  as 
accrued  interest  (a  liability)  paid.  We  think  this  is  quite  the  universal  prac- 
tice in  railway  accoimting  and  is  correct,  as  we  believe  that  interest  accrued, 
although  not  yet  due,  is  a  liability  and  should  be  classed  as  a  floating  debt, 
and  it  cannot  be  classed  as  any  other  debt  in  the  summary. 

Re  questions  8,  9  and  10. 

In  August,  1907,  in  order  to  strengthen  the  financial  condition  of  the 
company,  certain  floating  debts  of  the  company  amounting  to  $100,000, 
created  for  borrowed  money  used  by  the  company  from  time  to  time,  were 
cancelled  and  surrendered  and  on  request  and  by  legal  action  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  the  amount  was  applied  as  a  further  payment  on  account  of  stock 
therefore  sold  at  less  than  par,  the  discount  on  which  had  been  charged  to 
Interest  and  Discount  in  Construction  and  Equipment.  Accordingly  upon 
suiTender  of  the  $100,000  debts,  such  Interest  and  Discount  was  credited.  In 
this  connection  would  say  that  the  items  thrown  into  the  Interest  and  Dis- 
count account,  include  discount  on  securities  sold  and  interest  on  construction 
funds.

$45,000,"  that  that  amount  of  money,  in  cash  and  coupons,  was  so  actually 
received  by  the  companj^  as  a  contribution  without  creating  any  liability  of 
any  kind  or  nature  against  the  company.  This  amount  was,  or  will  have  been 
at  the  proper  time,  used  for  payment  on  interest  and  will  have  no  effect  on 
suiplus.  It  was  a  part  of  the  attempt  to  better  the  financial  condition  of  the 
company  as  explained  relative  to  the  $100,000  above. 

Re  page  6,  question  27. 

In  summary  we  entered  "Taxes  paid  States  and  Towns,"  $1,571.71,  that 
amount  agreeing  with  more  detailed  statement  of  taxes  on  page  12,  and  it 
would  not  appear  from  the  mere  words  of  question  27,  that  that  item  was 
meant  to  include  only  taxes  paid  on  capital  stock,  as  it  does  not  clearly  say 
so.  In  fact,  we  do  not  understand  that  we  pay  any  taxes  on  capital  stock, 
as  our  tax  items  were  made  up  as  follows  last  year :

Article    Twenty-five.  —  Constitution    op    Connecticut. 

Adopted  October,  1877. 

No  County,  City,  Town,  Borough,  or  other  municipality,  shall  j^iiroad^o  %- 
ever  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation,  or  ^^^^^l  g^**' 
become  a  purchaser  of  the  bonds,  or  make  donation  to,  or  loan  its 
credit,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  aid  of  any  silch  corporation;  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  validity  of  any  bonds  or 
debts  incurred  under  existing  laws,  nor  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  General  Assembly  from  authorizing  any  Town  or  City  to  pro- 
tect by  additional  appropriations  of  money  or  credit  any  railroad 
debt  contracted  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  amendment. 

§  1.    Conditions  of  receiving  state  aid  towards  rail-   i903,ch.i6i. 

road  indebtedness.  Whenever  any  town  in  this  state,  having 
a  grand  list  of  less  than  two  million  dollars  and  having  a  bonded 
indebtedness  caused  by  assisting  in  building  any  railroad,  shall 
desire  to  avail  itself  of  the  aid  of  the  state  in  paying  such  in- 
debtedness, the  selectmen  of  such  town,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  make  written  application  to  the  board  of  control  for  such 
aid. 

§  2.     Payment    by   state.      The   board   of   control  may 

authorize  the  comptroller  to  draw  his  order  on  the  treasurer  in 
aid  of  any  such  town,  during  any  fiscal  year,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  one  per  cent,  of  the  said  town's  indebtedness  for 
railroads  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1903. 

§  3.  Duties  of  comptroller  as  to  payment.  The  comp- 
troller shall  draw  his  order  in  aid  of  such  town  when  authorized 
by  the  board  of  control  only  when  he  is  satisfied  that  the  town 
seeking  such  aid  has  raised  by  taxation  at  least  an  equal  amoimt 
to  be  expended  in  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  such  railroad 
debt.  All  sums  paid  by  the  state  under  ^his  act  shall  be  ex- 
pended for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  such  bonded  indebt- 
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edness  in  aid  of  railroads.  All  bonds  so  paid  and  redeemed 
shall  be  filed  with  the  treasurer  of  the  state  for  cancellation, 
and  shall  be  burned  in  the  presence  of  the  committee  on  finance 
of  the  general  assembly.

Construction  plans  to  be  submitted  to  local  authori- 
ties. §  1.  When  any  company  shall  have  been  chartered 
by  the  general  assembly  for  the  purpose  of  operating  street 
railways,  such  company  may  construct  and  operate  its  rail- 
way, with  one  or  more  tracks  and  all  necessary  equipments 
and  appurtenances,  upon  and  along  the  routes,  highways,  and

ways, and  such  changes,  if  any,  as  are  proposed  to  be  made  in 
any  highway.  Said  plan  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor  and 
court  of  common  council  of  each  city,  the  selectmen  of  each 
town,  or  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  each  borough,  where  such 
warden  and  burgesses  have  charge  of  making  and  repairing  the 
highways  of  such  borough,  within  which  such  company  proposes 
to  operate  its  railway,  who  shall  thereupon,  after  public  notice, 
proceed  to  a  hearing  of  all  persons  interested  therein,  and 
after  such  hearing  may  accept  and  adopt  such  plan,  or  make 
such  modifications  therein  as  to  them  shall  seem  proper, 
and  shall,  v^^ithin  sixty  days  after  the  presentation  of  such 
plan,  notify  such  company  in  Avriting  of  their  decision 
thereon  and  of  such  modifications  therein  as  they  have 
made.  The  refusal  or  neglect  of  any  such  local  authorities 
to  notify  such  company  of  their  decision  within  the  period 
of  sixty  days  as  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed  a  refusal  to  ap- 
prove and  accept  such  plan  as  presented  by  such  company. 
Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent  such  company  from 
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cantinuing  to  present  to  such  local  authorities  plans  as  here-

have  and  retain  a  lien  thereon  for  the  unpaid  purchase  money. 
In  any  contract  for  the  leasing  or  hiring  of  such  property,  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  stipulate  for  a  conditional  sale  thereof,  at  the 
termination  of  such  contract,  and  that  the  rentals  or  amounts  to 
be  received  under  such  contract  may,  as  paid,  be  applied  and 
treated  as  purchase  money,  and  that  the  title  to  the  property  shall 
not  vest  in  the  lessee  or  bailee  until  the  purchase  price  shall  have 
been  paid  in  full,  and  until  the  terms  of  the  contract  shall  have 
been  fully  performed,  notwithstanding  delivery  to  and  posses- 
sion by  such  lessee  or  bailee;  provided  that  no  such  contract 
shall  be  valid  as  against  any  subsequent  attaching  creditor,  or 
any  subsequent  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value  and  without  notice, 
unless  the  same  be  evidenced  by  an  instrument  executed  and  duly 
acknowledged  by  the  parties  thereto  before  some  person  author- 
ized by  law  to  take  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  deeds  are  acknowledged,  and  duly  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  nor  unless  each  locomotive  engine, 
or  car,  so  sold,  leased,  or  hired,  or  contracted  to  be  sold,  leased, 
or  hired,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the  name  of  the  vendor,  lessor, 
or  bailor,  plainly  marked  on  each  side  thereof,  followed  by  the 
word  "  owner,"  or  "  lessor,"  or  "  bailor,"  as  the  case  may  be.

Part  I. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

1903,  ch.  104.  g   |_     Application.     The   provisions   of   this   part  shall 

apply  to  all  corporations  heretofore  and  hereafter  organized 
under  any  general  or  special  law  of  this  state,  except  when 
otherwise  expressly  stated,  but  shall  not  be  held  or  construed 
to  alter  or  affect  any  provision  of  any  special  charter  incon- 
sistent herewith,  except  as  provided  in  section  37  of  this  act. 

§  4866.      cited  63  C.  439. 
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§  2.  Name  and  location.  The  name  of  every  corpora- 
tion hereafter  formed  shall  be  such  as  to  distinguish  it  from 
any  other  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state 
and  from  any  other  corporation  engaged  in  the  same  business 
or  promoting  or  carrying  out  the  same  purposes  in  this  state, 
and  every  such  name  shall  begin  with  "  The  "  and  end  with 
"  Company  "  or  "  Corporation,"  or  have  the  word  "  Inoor- 
poriated  "  immediately  after  or  under  the  name.  Every  cor- 
poration shall  be  located  in  some  town  in  this  state. 

§  3.  General  powers.  Every  corporation  shall  have 
power,  subject  to  such  provisions  and  limitations  as  may  be 
contained  in  its  charter,  certificate  of  incorporation,  articles 
of  association,  or  in  any  statute  affecting  it:  (1)  To  have 
succession  by  its  corporate  name  for  the  time  stated  in  its 
charter,  certificate  of  incorporation,  or  articles  of  association, 
and,  when  no  period  is  limited,  perpetually :  (2)  To  sue  and 
be  sued  and  complain  and  defend  in  any  court:  (3)  To  make 
and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure:  (4) 
To  hold,  purchase,  sell,  and  convey  such  real  and  personal  es- 
tate as  the  purposes  of  such  corporation  shall  require,  and  all 
other  property  which  shall  have  been  in  good  faith  mortgaged 
or  conveyed  to  it  by  way  of  security  or  in  satisfaction  of  debts 
or  by  purchase  at  sales  upon  judgments  or  decrees  obtained 
for  such  debts :  (  5  )  To  elect  or  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  it 
may  determine,  all  necessary  or  proper  officers  and  agents 
and  to  fix  their  compensation  and  define  their  powers  and  du- 
ties: (6)  To  make  by-laws,  consistent  with  law,  fixing  the 
number  of  its  directors  and  for  its  government,  the  regula- 
tion of  its  affairs,  and  the  management  of  its  property:  (7) 
To  wind  up  and  dissolve  itself,  or  to  be  wound  up  and  dis- 
solved, in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

§  4.    Power  to  transact  business  outside  the  state. 

Every  corporation  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  every  corporation  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  under 
any  general  or  special  law  of  this  state,  shall  have  power,  sub- 
ject to  the  limitations  of  its  charter,  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion, articles  of  association,  or  any  statute  affecting  it,  to 
carry  on  business  in  any  state  or  territory,  of  the  United 
States,  or  in  any  foreign  country,  if  not  prohibited  by  the 
laws  of  such  state  or  territory  or  foreign  country. 
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§  5.  Dividends  restricted,  ifo  corporation  shall  pay 
any  dividend  or  make  any  other  distribution  of  its  assets  ex- 
cept from  its  net  profits  or  actual  surplus,  unless  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law  allowing  the  reduction  of  stock,  or  upon 
the  dissolution  of  the  corporation.  The  secretary  shall  enter 
the  name  of  every  director  voting  for  any  dividend,  or  any 
other  distribution  of  the  assets,  upon  the  records  of  the  cor- 
poration. Every  director  voting  for  a  dividend  or  other  dis- 
tribution of  assets  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.  If  such  payment  or  dis- 
tribution renders  a  corporation  insolvent,  the  directors  so 
voting  shall  be  jointiy  and  severally  liable,  to  the  amount  so 
paid  or  distributed,  to  any  creditors  existing  at  the  date  of 
such  vote  who  shall  obtain  judgment  against  such  corporation 
on  which  execution  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied.  H^o  such 
dividend  shall  be  paid  or  distribution  made  unless  duly  voted 
by  the  directors  of  the  corporation. 

§  6.    Liability  for  causing  insolvency  by  reducing 

stock.  In  case  the  reduction  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  cor- 
poration shall  render  it  insolvent,  at  the  time  of  such  reduc- 
tion, the  stockholders  voting  in  favor  of  such  reduction  shall 
be  jointly  and  severally  liable,  to  the  amount  of  such  reduc- 
tion, for  all  debts  of  the  corporation  existing  at  the  time  of 
such  vote,  after  judgment  has  been  obtained  against  the  cor- 
poration and  execution  has  been  returned  unsatisfied.  The 
records  of  the  corporation  shall  show  the  name  of  every 
stockholder  voting  in  favor  of  such  reduction,  l^o  such  re- 
duction shall  be  valid  unless  the  names  of  the  assenting 
stockholders  appear  of  record  as  aforesaid,  nor  unless,  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  vote  authorizing  such  reduc- 
tion, a  copy  of  the  certificate  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  the  state  shall  be  published  twice  a  week  for  two  successive 
weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in  this  state  and  having  a 
circulation  in  the  town  in  which  such  corporation  is  located. 

§  7.  New  certificates.  The  directors,  after  a  reduc- 
tion of  capital  stock,  may  require  each  stockholder  to  return 
his  old  certificate,  and  upon  the  return  thereof  shall  issue  a 
new  certificate  for  the  number  of  shares  to  which  he  is  enti- 
tled after  the  reduction;  and  such  corporation,  after  such 
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reduction,  may  increase  its  capital  stock  to  any  amount 
authorized  in  its  charter,  certificate  of  incorporation,  articles 
Off  association,  or  in  any  statute  affecting  it. 

§  8.    Loans   to   officers   restricted.    iTo  officer   or 

director  of  any  manufacturing  corporation  shall  borrow  any 
of  the  funds  of  the  corporation  or  use  the  same  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than  the  business  of  the  corporation  without  pay- 
ing interest  to  such  corporation  for  the  use  of  such  money, 
and  without  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  directors  of  such  cor- 
poration and  without  furnishing  adequate  security  for  such 
loan. 

§  9.    Profits  may  be  shared  with  employes.    Any 

corporation  organized  after  May  thirty-first,  1886,  may  by  its 
board  of  directors  distribute  to  the  persons  employed  in  its 
service,  or  any  of  them,  such  portion  of  the  profits  of  its  busi- 
ness as  said  board  may  deem  just  and  proper.  Any  corpora- 
tion organized  on  or  prior  to  May  thirty-first,  1886,  may  give 
to  its  board  of  directors  the  power  to  make  such  distribution 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  stockholders  at  a  meeting  warned 
and  held  for  the  purpose. 

§  10.  Directors.  The  property  and  affairs  of  every 
corporation  having  a  capital  stock  shall  be  managed  by  three 
or  more  directors,  except  that  the  charter  of  a  specially  char- 
tered corporation  may  provide  otherwise.  Such  directors 
shall  be  stockholders,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the  stockholders  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws,  and  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their 
stead;  but  the  original  or  amended  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion of  any  corporation  to  which  the  Corporation  Act  of  1901 
now  applies  may  provide  for  the  classification  of  the  direc- 
tors, either  as  to  their  term  of  office,  or  as  to  their  election 
by  one  or  more  classes  of  stockholders  exclusively,  or  both; 
provided,  that  no  director  shall  be  elected  for  a  shorter  term 
than  one  year  nor  for  a  longer  term  than  five  years  and  the 
classification  shall  be  such  that  the  term  of  one  or  more  classes 
shall  expire  each  succeeding  year.  The  directors  or  trustees 
of  any  corporation,  or  the  governing  board  of  any  corporation 
having  no  directors  or  trustees,  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  their 
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own  number  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  or  until 
such  corporation  shall  fill  such  vacancy.  A  majority  of  the 
directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  unless  it  is  provided  in  a  by-law  adopted  by  a  stock- 
holders' meeting  that  less  than  a  majority  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  board  of  directors  of  any  corporation,  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  board,  may  ap- 
point from  the  directors  an  executive  committee  and  such 
other  committees  as  they  may  deem  judicious,  and,  to  such 
extent  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  by-laws,  may  delegate  to 
such  committees  any  of  the  powers  of  the  board  of  directors. 
If  any  corporation  holds  any  stock  in  any  other  corporation, 
one  director  or  executive  officer  of  the  corporation  holding  the 
stock  as  aforesaid  may  be  chosen  director  of  such  other  cor- 
poration whether  he  is  a  stockholder  in  such  other  corporation 
or  not,  but  not  more  than  one  director  or  executive  officer  of 
the  corporation  holding  the  stock  shall  be  a  director  in  the 
other  corporation  unless  eligible  as  a  stockholder  therein. 
At  least  once  in  each  year  the  directors  of  every  corporation 
shall  make  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  corporation  to  its  stockholders,  which  report  shall 
be  filed  with  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  or,  if  there  be 
no  such  officer,  with  the  president,  and  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  stockholders  at  all  reasonable  times.  Such 
report  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  shares  of 
stock  and  the  amount  of  other  securities  issued  by  any  other 
corporation  and  owned  by  the  corporation  making  the  re- 
port, with  the  name  and  location  of  such  other  corporations. 
Subject  to  the  by-laws  adopted  by  the  stockholders,  the  di- 
rectors of  any  corporation  may  make  and  alter  by-laws. 

§11.    Corporation  may  acquire  its  own  stock.    Any 

corporation  not  prohibited  by  any  provision  in  its  charter, 
articles  of  association,  or  certificate  of  incorporation  or  by 
any  general  law,  except  a  bank,  trust  company,  or  life  insur- 
ance company,  may  acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  the  stock  or 
securities  of  any  other  corporation.  Any  such  corporation, 
except  a  bank,  trust  company,  or  life  insurance  company,  may 
acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  its  own  stock.  ISTo  corporation 
shall  acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  its  own  stock  unless  to  pre- 
vent loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted,  except  with  the 
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approval  of  stockholders  owning  three-fourths  of  its  entire 
outstanding  capital  stock  given  at  a  stockholders'  meeting 
warned  and  held  for  the  purpose;  and  such  corporation 
shall  not  vote  upon  shares  of  its  own  stock.  ISTo  corporation 
shall  purchase  anj  of  its  own  stock  when  it  is  insolvent,  or  by 
such  purchase  render  itself  immediately  insolvent.  If  any 
corporation  shall  purchase  its  own  stock  when  it  is  insolvent, 
or  so  render  itself  immediately  insolvent,  the  directol's  as- 
senting to  such  purchase  shall  be  personally  liable  for  any 
debts  of  such  corporation  existing  at  the  time  of  such  pur- 
chase. The  president  and  treasurer  of  every  corporation 
acquiring  its  own  stock  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  within  six  months  thereafter,  make,  sign,  and  swear  to 
and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate 
stating  the  number  of  shares  of  its  own  stocik  so  ac- 
quired, and  the  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certifi- 
cate in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  12.    Receipts  for  payment  of  stock  subscriptions; 

directors'  liability.  'No  corporation  shall  issue  any  certifi- 
cates for  stock  until  the  stock  has  been  subscribed  and  paid 
for  in  full.  The  treasurer  of  such  corporation  shall  issue 
and  deliver  to  each  subscriber  a  receipt,  countersigned  by  the 
secretary  and  under  the  corporate  seal,  stating  the  amount 
such  subscriber  has  paid  on  his  subscription,  and  the  number 
of  shares  of  full  paid  and  non-assessable  stock  for  which  he 
or  his  transferee,  upon  the  payment  of  the  balance  due  upon 
his  said  subscription,  will  be  entitled  to  receive  a  certificate. 
Said  officers  shall  enter  upon  such  receipt  the  dates  and 
amounts  of  all  subsequent  payments.  The  persons  to  whom 
such  receipts  are  issued  shall  be  deemed  to  be  stockholders. 
If  any  stock  shall  be  paid  for  otherwise  than  in  cash,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  directors  shall  make  and  sign  upon  the  record 
book  of  the  corporation  a  statement  showing  particularly 
of  what  the  property  received  in  payment  for  stock  subscrip- 
tions consists,  and  that  it  has  an  actual  value  equal  to  the 
amount  for  which  it  is  so  received.  The  judgment  of  the 
directors  as  to  the  value  of  property  accepted  in  payment  of 
stock  shall  be  final ;  but  the  directors  concurring  in  the  judg- 
ment of  such  value,  in  case  of  fraud  in  the  over-valuation  of 
such  property,  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  to  the  cor- 
poration for  the  amount  of  the  difference  between  the  actual 
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value  of  any  property  so  accepted  in  payment  at  the  time  of 
such  acceptance,  and  the  amount  for  which  it  is  received  in 
payment.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names 
of  the  directors  concurring  in  such  judgment  of  value. 

§13.  Calls  for  stock  subscriptions.  The  directors  of 
every  corporation  may  call  in  the  subscriptions  to  its  capital 
stock  by  instalments  in  such  proportion  and  at  such  times 
and  places  as  they  think  proper,  provided  they  give  its  sub- 
scribers or  stockholders  such  notice  as  the  by-laws  provide,  or, 
in  the  absence  of  such  provision,  such  notice  as  they  deem 
reasonable,  of  the  amount  of  such  instalments  and  the  time 
when  they  are  payable. 

§  14.    Stocl<  subscriptions  not  made  in  good  faith. 

When  any  commissioners  or  incorporators  authorized  to  re- 
ceive subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  corporation 
shall  be  satisfied  that  any  subscription  is  not  made  in  good 
faith,  tiiey  shall  disallow  it,  and  return  to  the  person  sub- 
scribing such,  instalment  as  has  been  paid  by  him. 

§  15.  Stock  certificates.  Upon  payment  in  full  for 
his  stock  and  the  surrender  of  treasurer's  receipts,  if  any, 
each  stockholder  shaU  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  under  the 
seal  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent or  vice^-president  and  by  the  secretary  or  assistant  sec- 
retary or  the  treasurer  or  assistant  treasurer,  certifying  the 
number  of  shares  owned  by  him  in  such  corporation. 

§  16.  Stockholders'  liability.  Every  stockkolder, 
whether  an  original  subscriber  or  not,  shall  be  liable  for  any 
balance  due  on  the  stock  held  by  him.  If  a  corporation  is 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  or  a  trustee  in  insolvency 
or  bankruptcy,  such  receiver  or  trustee  shall  have  the  powers 
of  the  board  of  directors  in  calling  in  instalments  on  stock. 
If  a  creditor  of  a  corporation  shall  obtain  a  judgment  against 
it,  and  execution  thereon  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied,  such 
creditor  may  recover  from  any  stockholder  in  such,  corpora- 
tion the  balance  remaining  due  and  unpaid  on  any  stock  held 
by  him,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  debt.  ISTo 
subscriber  for  or  holder  of  stock  shall  be  liable  as  such  for 
any  payment  of  such  stock,  or  for  any  debt  of  the  corporation, 
after  the  par  value  of  his  stock  has  been  paid. 
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§  1 7.    Fractional  shares  or  rights.    No  ce(rtificate  for 

fractions  of  skares  shall  be  issued.  Whenever  fractional 
rights  result  from  an  increase  or  reduction  of  capital  stock 
and  the  stockholders  fail  to  combine  the  same  by  purchase 
or  sale,  the  directors  shall,  after  due  notice,  sell  such  rights 
to  the  highest  bidder  and  issue  proper  certificates  therefor. 

§  18.  Stock  books.  At  least  three  days  before  every 
stockholders'  meeting,  a  complete  list  of  the  stockholders 
entitled  to  vote,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  shall  be  pre- 
pared by  the  directors.  Such  lists  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
by  any  stockholder  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting. 
Upon  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  directors  to  produce  such 
list  at  any  meeting,  they  shall  be  ineligible  for  election  as 
directors  or  to  any  office  in  such  corporation  for  one  year 
thereafter.  The  stock  ledger,  if  there  be  one,  otherwise  the 
transfer  books  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence as  to  who  are  stockholders.  The  original  or  duplicate 
books  of  any  corporation  in  which  the  transfers  of  stock  shall 
be  registered,  and  the  original  or  duplicate  books  containing 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  stockholders  and  the  number 
of  shares  held  by  then  respectively,  shall,  at  all  times  during 
the  usual  hours  of  business,  be  open  to  the  examination  of 
every  stockholder  at  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business 
in  this  state,  and  such  original  or  duplicate  books  shall  be 
evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  state. 

§  1 9.  Lost  certificates.  Every  corporation  may  issue 
a  new  certificate  of  stock,  or  treasurCT^s  receipt  for  payment 
on  subscription  for  stock,  in  place  of  any  certificate  or  re- 
ceipt issued  by  it  which  is  claimed  to  have  been  lost  or  de- 
stroyed, and  the  directors  may,  in  their  discretion,  require  the 
owner  of  a  lost  or  destroyed  certificate  or  receipt,  or  his  legal 
representatives,  to  give  bond  to  the  corporation  in  such  sum 
as  the  directors  may  direct,  not  exceeding  twice  the  value 
of  the  stock  or  receipt,  to  indemnify  the  corporation  against 
any  claim  that  may  be  made  against  it  on  account  of  the  issue 
of  such  new  certificate  or  receipt;  and  a  new  certificate  or 
receipt  may  be  issued  without  requiring  any  bond  when,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  directors,  no  bond  is  necessary.  The 
superior  court  in  the  county  wherein  such  corporation  is 
located  shall,  for  due  cause  shown,  upon  complaint  of  the 
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owner  of  a  lost  or  destroyed  certificate  or  treasurer's  receipt, 
order  the  delivery  to  him  by  said  directors  of  a  new  certifi- 
cate or  receipt  in  lieoi  thereof,  and  may  require  a  proper 
bond  for  the  protection  of  the  corporation  and  of  any  person 
who  may  be  interested  in  the  lost  certificate  or  receipt. 

§  20.  Pledge  of  stock.  Shares  of  stock  in  any  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the 
United  States,  or  treasurer's  receipts  for  payment  on  sub- 
scription to  the  stock  of  any  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  may  be  pledged  by  delivering  the  certifi- 
cate of  such  stock  or  such  receipt  to  the  pledgee,  with  a  power 
of  attorney  for  its  transfer;  but  no  such  pledge  shall  be 
effectual  to  hold  such  stock  against  any  person  other  than  the 
pledgor,  his  executor,  or  administrator,  unless  there  shall  be 
an  actual  transfer  of  the  same  upon  the  books  of  the  corpora- 
tion, or  unless  a  copy  of  such  power  of  attorney  shall  be  filed 
with  the  corporation. 

§  21.    Stock  transfer;  corporation  lien.    The  stock 

of  every  corporation,  except  when  otherwise  provided  in  the 
charter  of  a  specially  chartered  corporation,  shall  be  personal 
property,  and,  with  the  treasurer's  receipt  for  payments  on 
stock  subscriptions,  shall  be  transferable  only  on  its  books  in 
such  form  as  the  by-laws  shall  prescribe.  Whenever  any 
transfer  of  stock  shall  be  made  for  collateral  security,  the 
entiy  of  the  transfer  on  the  books  of  the  corporation  shall 
state  that  it  is  made  for  collateral  security.  Every  corpora- 
tion shall  at  all  times  have  a  lien  upon  all  of 
its  stock  owned  by  any  person  for  all  debts,  in- 
cluding instalments  duly  called  in,  due  to  it  from 
him,  and  may  sell  the  debtor's  interest  in  said 
stock,  or  in  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  discharge 
such  indebtedness  and  the  expense  of  such  sale,  at  public 
auction  at  any  time  after  the  debt  secured  thereby  becomes 
due  and  payable,  upon  giving  to  the  stockholder,  his  executor, 
or  administrator,  and  if  there  be  none,  his  heir-at-law,  a  writ- 
ten notice,  by  mail,  of  at  least  twenty  days  and  advertising 
such  sale  at  least  twice  in  a  newspaper  of  this  state  having  a 
circulation  in  the  town  where  such  corporation  is  located, 
not  less  than  one  week  prior  to  the  date  of  sale.  Any 
surplus  arising  from  such  sale  shall  be  paid  to  the  stock- 
holder. 
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§  22.    Calls  for  meetings;  changes  in  by-laws.    All 

stockholders'  meetings  shall  be  held  in  this  state  and,  except 
the  first,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  in  the 
by-laws.  A  written  or  printed  notice  of  every  such  meeting, 
stating  the  day,  hour,  and  place  thereof,  shall  be  given  by  the 
president  or  secretary  to  each  stockholder,  by  leaving  such 
notice  with  him^  or  at  his  residence  or  usual  place  of  business, 
or  by  mailing  it  to  him  at  his  last  known  post  office  address, 
at  least  five  days  before  such  meeting.  At  any  such  meeting 
by-laws  may  be  adopted,  or  the  by-laws  previously  adopted 
may  be  altered  or  repealed.  'No  by-law  shall  be  adopted,  and 
no  existing  by-law  shall  be  amended  or  repealed,  unless  writ- 
ten notice  of  such  proposed  action  shall  have  been  given  in 
the  call  for  the  meeting  at  which  such  adoption,  amendment, 
or  repeal  is  to  be  acted  upon. 

§  23.    Special  meetings  how  called;  waiver.     The 

president  of  every  corporation  may,  and  upon  the  written  re- 
quest of  three  or  more  members  of  a  corporation  having  no 
capital  stock,  or  of  one  or  more  stockholders  holding  at  least 
one-tenth  of  the  capital  stock  of  a  corporation  having  capital 
stock,  shall,  call  a  special  stockholders'  meeting  and  cause 
legal  notice  thereof  to  be  given.  In  case  of  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  the  president  to  call  a  meeting  on  such  request, 
such  stockholders  may  call  the  same.  Whenever  under  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  a  corporation  is  authorized  to 
take  any  action  after  notice  to  its  stoddiolders  or  after  the 
lapse  of  a  prescribed  period  of  time,  such  action  may  be 
taken  without  notice  and  without  the  lapse  of  any  period  of 
time  if  such  action  be  authorized  and  such  requirements  be 
waived  in  writing  by  every  stockholder  of  such  corporation 
or  by  his  attorney  thereto  authorized. 

§  24.    Failure  to   hold  meeting  or   elect  officers. 

Whenever  any  corporation  shall  have  failed  to  hold  its  annual 
meeting  or  to  elect  officers  thereat,  and  no  provision  is  con- 
tained in  its  charter,  articles  of  association,  certificate  of  in- 
corporation, or  by-laws,  or  is  made  by  law,  otherwise  than  is 
provided  in  this  section  for  such  contingency,  the  officers  of 
such  corporation  shall  hold  office  until  others  shall  be  chosen 
in  their  st«ad,  and  a  special  or  annual  meeting  may  be  called 
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by  the  persons  wihose  duty  it  is  to  call  the  annual  meeting, 
or,  on  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  persons,  by  not  less  than 
three  of  the  members  of  a  coi*poration  having  no  capital  stock, 
or  by  the  holders  of  one-tenth  of  the  capital  stock  of  corpora- 
tions having  capital  stock,  by  giving  in  writing  such  notice 
as  is  required  in  calling  the  annual  meeting,  and  at  such  mat- 
ing the  necessary  officers  may  be  elected,  and  the  failure 
aforesaid  shall  not  impair  the  rights  of  such  corporation. 
*  ISTothing  in  this  section  shall  revive  any  corporation  whose 

powers  may  have  expired  for  any  cause  other  than  that  here- 
inbefore named  or  any  corporation  which  in  fact  shall  have 
abandoned  and  ceased  to  exercise  its  powers  and  franchises. 

§  25.  Stockholders'  vote;  proxies.  At  all  stockhold- 
ers' meetings  stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or  by  an  at- 
torney duly  authorized  by  a  written  power.  Every  share  of 
stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote  except  when 
otherwise  provided  in  its  charter  or  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion or  in  any  statute  affecting  it,  and  persons  holding  stock  in 
a  fiduciary  capacity  and  pledgors  of  stock  shown  to  be  such  by 
ihe  record  of  transfer  shall  have  the  same  voting  rights  upon 
shares  of  stock  so  held  as  any  holder  of  such  shares  would 
have,  except  that  pledgors  in  the  transfer  of  stock  may  ex- 
pressly empower  the  pledgees  to  vote  thereon.  No  proxy 
hereafter  made  shall  be  valid  after  the  expiration  of  eleven 
months  from  the  date  of  its  execution. 

§  26.  Receivership  of  corporation.  Whenever  any 
corporation  having  a  capital  stock  has  wilfully  violated  its 
charter  or  exceeded  its  powers,  or  whenever  there  has  been  any 
fraud,  collusion,  or  gross  mismanagement  in  the  conduct  or 
control  of  such  corporation,  or  whenever  its  assets  are  in 
danger  of  waste  through  attachment,  litigation,  or  otherwise, 
or  such  corporation  has  abandoned  its  business  and  has  neg- 
lected to  wind  up  its  affairs  and  to  distribute  its  assets 
within  a  reasonable  time,  or  whenever  its  stockholders  or 
directors  have  voted  to  discontinue  its  business,  or  when- 
ever any  good  and  sufficient  reason  exists  for  the  dissolution 
of  such  corporation,  any  stockholder  or  stockholders  owning 
not  less  than  one-tenth  of  its  capital  stock  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  corporation  not  having  capital  stock,  any  member  of  such 
corporation  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  in  the  county 
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wherein  such  corporation  is  located,  for  the  dissolution  of 
such  corporation  and  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  to  wind 
up  its  affairs.  Such  court  may,  if  it  finds  that  sufficient 
cause  exists,  appoint  one  or  more  receivers  to  wind  up  the 
business  of  such  corporation,  and  may  at  any  time,  for  suffi- 
cient cause  shown,  make  a  decree  dissolving  such  corporation 
and  terminating  its  corporate  existence.  Whenever  such  de- 
cree of  dissolution  is  passed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  re- 
ceiver or  receivers  to  cause  a  certified  copy  thereof  to  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state,  and  said  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certified  copy  in  a  book  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose.  Such  court,  in  every  case  in  which  it 
appoints  a  receiver,  shall  by  its  order  limit  a  time,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  four  mouths  from  the  date  of  such 
order,  within  which  all  claims  against  such  corporation  shall 
be  presented,  and  all  claims  not  presented  within  such  time 
shall  be  forever  barred.  When  such  receivership  shall  be 
terminated  by  the  court,  the  receiver  or  receivers  shall  file 
with  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  similar  to  the  final 
certificate  required  of  directors  in  section  34  of  this  act, 
and  said  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in 
a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  27.    Sale  of  property  and  franchises.    Said  court 

may,  in  its  discretion,  in  lieu  of  decreeing  the  dissolution  of 
such  corporation,  order  the  receiver  to  sell  its  property  and 
franchises;  and  the  purchaser  thereof  shall  succeed  to  all  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  such  corporation,  and  may  reor- 
ganize the  same  under  the  direction  of  said  court.  At  any 
sale  of  such  property  at  public  auction,  the  court  may,  in 
its  discretion,  authorize  the  receiver  to  accept  in  payment 
duly  allowed  claims  against  such  corporation,  at  a  proper 
valuation. 

§  28.  Appraisal  and  purchase  of  minority  stock  in- 
terest. Whenever  a  stockholder  or  stockholders  holding  not 
less  than  one-tenth  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
of  any  corporation  shall  petition  for  its  dissolution  and  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver,  pursuant  to  section  26  of  this  act, 
any  other  stockholder  or  stockholders  may  apply  to  said 
court  for  a  valuation  of  the  stock  held  by  the  petitioner  by  an 
appraiser  to  be  appointed  by  the  court.     Said  court  may,  for 
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suMcient  cause  sKown,  appoint  one  or  more  persons  to  ap- 
praise suck  stock,  who  shall  forthwith  hear  the  parties  inter- 
ested, determine  the  value  of  the  petitioner's  stock,  and  file 
the  appraisal  with  the  clerk  of  said  court.  Said  clerk  shall 
at  once  give  written  notice  to  the  parties  interested  that  such 
appraisal  has  been  filed,  and,  within  ten  days  after  the  giving 
of  such  notice,  the  applicant  for  an  appraisal  shall  file  with 
said  clerk  a  writing  stating  whether  he  elects  to  buy  the 
petitioner's  stock  at  the  appraisal,  and,  if  he  does  elect  to 
buy  it,  he  shall  at  the  same  time  deposit  the  amount  of  such 
appraisal  in  money,  or  certified  check,  with  said  clerk,  who 
shall  forthwith  notify  the  petitioner  of  the  filing  of  such 
election  and  of  the  deposit.  If  such  deposit  is  made  as  pro- 
vided herein,  said  petition  for  a  dissolution  of  the  corporation 
and  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  shall  be  dismissed  upon 
motion  of  such  depositor.  Such  deposit  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  petitioner  by  the  clerk,  on  receipt  of  the  certificates  of 
his  stock  duly  indorsed  for  transfer,  to  be  delivered  to  the  de- 
positor. If  such  certificates  are  not  so  indorsed  and  received 
within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  such  deposit,  the  money 
or  check  shall  be  returned  to  the  depositor.  If  the  applicant 
for  appraisal  shall  fail  to  make  such  deposit,  said  action 
may  proceed  to  final  judgment.  The  expenses  of  the  ap^ 
praisal  shall  be  taxed  by  the  court,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the 
stockholders  applying  for  such  appraisal,  if  they  fail  to  de- 
posit the  amount  of  the  appraisal  required  as  aforesaid,  but 
otherwise  shall  be  taxed  against  the  corporation  and  added 
to  the  final  costs  in  the  case. 

§  29.  Voluntary  dissolution  after  commencing  busi- 
ness. Whenever  the  directors  of  a  corporation  shall  vote  to 
terminate  its  corporate  existence,  they  shall  forthwith  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  be  held  not  less  than 
thirty  nor  more  than  forty  days  from  the  date  of  such  call. 
Such  call  shall  contain  a  copy  of  such  vote  and  shall  be  pub- 
lished once  a  week  for  four  weeks  next  preceding  such  meet- 
ing, in  a  newspaper  of  this  state  having  a  circulation  in  the 
town  where  such  corporation  is  located,  and  a  copy  thereof 
shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  last  known  address  of  each  stock- 
holder. If,  at  such  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  three-fourths 
in  interest  of  each  class  of  stock  issued  shall  vote  to  con- 
firm such  vote  of  the  directors,  the  directors  shall  proceed 
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forthwith  to  "wind  up  the  affairs  of  such  corporation.  If 
every  stockholder  shall  sign  and  acknowledge,  before  an 
officer  authorized  to  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds,  an  agree- 
ment among  stockholders  that  the  corporate  existence  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  terminated,  the  vote  of  the  directors 
and  the  confirming  vote  of  the  stockholders  aforesaid  may  be 
dispensed  with. 

§  30.    Directors  trustees  to  wind  up  business.    The 

directors  of  a  corporation  whose  existence  is  to  be  terminated 
pursuant  to  the  vote  or  assent  of  its  stockholders,  as  provided 
in  section  29  of  this  act,  shall  be  trustees  to  close  up  the 
business  of  such  corporation.  They  shall  forthwith  prepare 
an  inventory  of  its  assets,  make  a  list  of  its  creditors  with  the 
amounts  due  to  each,  and  collect  its  bills  and  accounts  re- 
ceivable. They  shall,  within  two  weeks  after  the  date  of 
the  stockholders'  vote  of  confirmation  or  agreement  to  dis- 
solve the  corporation,  send  a  written  notice  of  the  proposed 
dissolution  to  every  known  creditor  of  such  corporation  warn- 
ing him  to  present  his  claim  and  stating  to  whom  and  at 
what  place  such  claim^  may  be  presented.  They  shall  in  such 
notice  limit  the  time  within  which  such  claims  shall  be 
presented,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  four  months  after 
the  date  of  such  stockholders'  vote  or  agreement.  They  shall 
also  publish,  in  some  newspaper  published  in  this  state  and 
having  a  circulation  in  the  town  where  such  corporation  is 
located,  a  copy  of  such  notice.  Within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  such  stockholders'  vote  or  agreement  the  trustees 
shall  sell  all  of  the  property  of  such  corporation  except  money 
and  uncollected  accounts  in  litigation,  at  private  sale  or 
public  auction.  As  soon  as  practicable,  the  trustees  shall 
pay,  in  full  or  pro  rata,  all  claims  against  such  corporation 
which  have  been  allowed  by  them  or  which  may  be  found  to 
be  due  by  any  proper  tribunal  and  shall  distribute  the  bal- 
ance of  the  assets,  if  any,  among  the  stockholders  of  such 
corporation. 

§  31.  Application  to  the  court.  Such  trustees  may, 
in  their  discretion,  bring  their  application  to  the  superior 
court  for  the  county  within  which  such  corporation  is 
located,  or  to  any  judge  of  the  superior  court  when  such 
court  is  not  in  session,  setting  forth  the  facts  of  such'  proposed 
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dissolution  and  praying  the  court,  or  such  judge,  to  limit 
a  period  within  which  all  claims  against  such  corporations 
must  he  presented,  and  such  court  or  judge  may  make  an 
order  limiting  the  time  within  which  claims  must  be  pre- 
sented, which  shall  not  he  less  than  four  months  from  the 
date  of  such  order.  Such  trustees  shall  proceed  to  wind  up 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  30  of  this  act,  under  the  direction  of  the 
court  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  receivers.  The 
court  may,  for  cause  shown,  extend  the  period  vdthin  which 
the  trustees  shall  sell  the  property  of  the  corporation. 

§  32.    When  claims  shaH  be  barred.    All  claims  not 

presented  within  the  time  limit  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  30  and  31  of  this  act  shall  he  barred  and 
any  claim  so  presented  and  disallowed  by  such  trustees  shall 
be  barred  unless  the  owner  thereof  shall  commence  an  action 
to  enforce  the  same  within  four  months  after  such  trustees 
shall  have  given  him  written  notice  of  its  rejection. 

§  33.  Creditors  not  to  interfere  with  control  of  prop- 
erty. ISTo  creditor  shall,  by  attachment  or  by  any  process  or 
proceeding,  interfere  with  the  custody,  control,  or  disposi- 
tion of  the  property  of  the  corporation  by  its  directors  acting  1 
as  trustees  for  the  winding  up  of  the  corporate  affairs  under  ^ 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  But  any  creditor,  pending  such 
winding  up,  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  in  the  county 
in  which  the  corporation  is  located,  or  to  a  judge  thereof 
when  such  court  is  not  actually  in  session,  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  receiver  of  such  property  on  the  ground  of  fraud, 
mismanagement,  or  incompetency  of  such  trustees,  and  such 
court  or  judge,  upon  finding  that  such  trustees  are  incompe- 
tent or  have  been  guilty  of  fraud  or  mismanagement  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  appoint  such  receiver  and  the 
powers  of  such  trustees  shall  thereupon  terminate.  But  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  person  from  establish- 
ing any  claim  against  such  corporation  by  an  action  at  law, 
or  shall  prevent  the  foreclosure  of  any  lien  or  mortgage 
existing  at  the  time  of  such  vote  or  assent  to  dissolve. 

§  34.    Certificates  concerning  dissolution.    Whenever 

the  stockholders  shall  by  vote  or  written  assent  agree  to  the 
dissolution  of  a  corporation,  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall

make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  the  state  a  certificate  that  such  stockkholders'  vote  has  heen 
duly  passed  or  such  assent  duly  given,  and  stating  the  address 
to  which  all  claims  against  such  corporation  may  be  sent, 
and  such  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate 
in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  When  the  directors 
have  completed  their  duties  as  trustees  as  aforesaid,  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  further  certificate  stating 
that  the  directors  have  completed  their  duties  in  winding  up 
the  affairs  of  such  corporation  and  have  sold  or  collected  all 
of  its  assets  and  distributed  the  same,  stating  the  manner 
of  such  distribution.  The  secretary  shall  examine  the  same, 
and,  if  he  finds  that  it  conforms  to  law,  shall  indorse  thereon 
the  word  "  Approved,"  with  his  name  and  official  title,  and 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose.  When  such  certificate  has  been  approved 
by  the  secretary,  the  existence  of  such  corporation  shall  ter- 
minate. 

§  35.    Certificate  when  corporate  existence  ends  by 

limitation.  When  the  existence  of  a  corporation  terminates 
by  limitation,  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  make,  sign, 
and  swear  to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state 
a  certificate  setting  forth  the  facts  as  to  such  termination  and 
stating  the  manner  in  which  its  affairs  are  to  be  wound  up 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  claims  may 
be  presented  by  creditors  of  such  corporation.  The  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for 
that  purpose. 

§  36.  Corporate  existence  to  be  continued  for  cer- 
tain purposes.  All  corporations,  whether  they  expire  by 
their  own  limitation  or  are  dissolved  by  voluntary  action,  by 
decree  of  court,  or  by  act  of  the  general  assembly,  shall  con- 
tinue so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  prosecute 
and  defend  suits  by  or  against  tliem,  to  close  up  their  affairs, 
dispose  of  their  property,  and  distribute  their  assets. 

§  37.  Annual  reports.  The  president  and  treasurer 
of  every  corporation  having  capital  stock,  except  banks,  trust 
companies,  insurance  and  surety  companies,  railroad  or 
street  railway  companies,  express  companies,  building  and 
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loan  associations,  and  investment  companies,  shall,  annually, 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  or  August,  make, 
sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  a  certificate  setting  forth  as  of  the  first  day  of  January 
or  July  immediately  preceding:  (1)  The  name,  residence, 
and  post-office  address  of  each  of  its  officers  and  directors: 
(2)  The  amount  of  its  outstanding  capital  stock  which  has 
not  been  paid  for  in  full,  with  the  amount  due  thereon:  (3) 
The  location  of  its  principal  office  in  this  state,  with  tlie 
street  and  number,  if  any  there  be,  and  the  name  of  the  agent 
or  person  in  charge  thereof  upon  whom  process  against  the 
corporation  may  be  served.  The  secretary  shall  thereupon 
record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  such  certificate  to  the 
persons  filing  the  same,  who  shall  forthwith  cause  such  certi- 
fied copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  of 
the  town  in  which  such  corporation  is  located,  and  said  town 
clerk  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose.  On  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  September  the 
town  clerks  of  the  several  towns  shall  report  to  the  secretary 
of  the  state  the  names  of  all  corporations  whose  annual  re- 
turns have  been  filed  for  record  during  the  preceding  six 
months,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and 
the  secretary  shall  report  to  the  attorney-general,  every  six 
months,  the  names  of  all  corporations  which  have  failed  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  attorney- 
general  shall  collect  all  forfeitures  due  under  this  section. 
Every  corporation  whose  officers  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  failure. 

i907,ch.2r.        Annual  report  may  be  signed  by  secretary  instead  of 

president,  when.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  absence,  disability, 
or  a  vacancy  existing  in  the  office,  the  president  of  any  cor- 
poration is  unable  to  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  the  annual  report 
provided  for  in  section  thirty-seven  of  chapter  194  of  the  public 
acts  of  1903,  such  report  may  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the 
secretary  of  such  corporation  instead  of  by  the  president  thereof ; 
provided,  however,  that  the  secretary  and  treasurer  be  not  the 
same  person. 
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§  38.    Annual  returns  by  express  companies;  penalty. 

Every  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state  as  an  express 
company  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  file 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  its  capital  stock,  the  amount  actually  paid  thereon 
in  cash,  the  time  when  said  stock  was  issued,  the  amount  of 
its  real  estate,  the  place  where  such  real  estate  is  located  and 
its  cost  and  present  value,  the  amount  of  personal  estate  held 
by  the  company  and  its  cash  value,  the  amount  of  bills,  notes, 
bonds,  or  other  commercial  security  held  by  the  company  and 
their  value,  the  amount  of  loans  and  discount  of  the  funds  of 
the  company  to  its  officers  within  the  year  last  past,  the 
amount  of  its  capital  stock  purchased  and  sold  by  it  or  its 
officers  and  agents  for  its  use,  the  amounts  paid  witbin  the 
year  last  past  for  permanent  betterments  of  its  real  estate 
and  improvements  of  equipment  of  its  business,  the  gross 
amount  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  within  said  year, 
the  amount  of  surplus  cash  on  hand  during  each  month  of 
said  year,  the  amount  of  dividends  paid  in  the  same  time, 
and  the  amount  of  its  assets  and  liabilities.  Every  such  cor- 
poration which  shall  faU  to  file  such  return  for  one  month 
after  said  first  day  of  January  shall,  for  every  month  of 
such  neglect  thereafter,  forfeit  one  thousand  dollars  to  the 
state. 

§  39.  Information  for  creditor.  Every  person  having 
charge  of  the  stock  books  of  any  corporation  shall  furnish 
information  as  to  the  number  of  shares  held  by  any  stock- 
holder in  such  corporation  to  any  applicant  who  shall  furnish 
the  person  in  charge  of  such  books  with  an  affidavit  that  the 
applicant  is  a  creditor  of  such  stockholder.  Any  person  in 
charge  of  books  as  aforesaid  refusing  to  give  such  information 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  40.    Investment  companies;    bond  issue  limited. 

Whenever  the  board  of  directors  of  any  corporation  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  lending  money  on  real  estate  security,  and 
issuing,  negotiating,  guaranteeing,  and  dealing  in  bonds  and 
mortgage  securities,  shall  vote  that  said  corporation  shall 
never  issue  and  have  outstanding  at  any  one  time  bonds 
exceeding  a  certain  amount  specified  in  such  vote,  and  said 
vote  shall  be  ratified  and  approved  by  a  veto  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  corporation,   a  copy  of  such  votes  of  the 
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directors  and  stockholders,  certified  by  tlie  secretary  and  at- 
tested bj  the  president  and  a  majority  of  the  directors,  may 
be  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  tbe  state, 
and  thereafter  said  vote  shall  be  a  perpetual  limitation  upon 
the  powers  of  such  corporation. 

§  41.  Supervision  of  investment  companies;  guar- 
anty limited.  Every  corporation  whick  has  power  to  or  does 
sell  or  negotiate  its  own  choses  in  action,  or  sell,  guarantee,  or 
negotiate  the  choses  in  action  of  other  persons  or  corporations 
as  investments,  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  commis^ 
sioner  on  building  and  loan  associations  and  subject  in  that 
particular  to  all  the  laws  relating  to  the  examination  and  re- 
port  of  banks,  savings  banks,  and  trust  companies.  Said 
commissioner,  in  bis  annual  report,  shall  clearly  describe  the 
various  classes  of  assets  and  liabilities  of  each,  and  state  any 
special  provision  which  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of 
such  liabilities.  'No  corporation  doing  business  as  aforesaid 
shall  guarantee,  by  endorsement  or  otherwise,  debenture 
bonds  secured  by  loans  upon  real  estate  to  an  amount  exceed- 
ing ten  times  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  paid  up  in 
cash  and  the  cash  surplus  of  said  corporation. 

§  42.  Collection  of  taxes  on  shares.  When  any  cor- 
poration has  power  to  impose  a  tax  on  its  stock,  it  may  ap- 
point a  collector  thereof,  who  shall  receive  from  its  treasurer 
a  rate  bill,  and  a  warrant  signed  by  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
directing  such  collector  to  collect  the  sums  specified  in  such 
rate  bill;  and  on  neglect  of  any  stockholder  to  pay  the  tax 
due  from  him  within  the  time  limited  by  such  corporation, 
the  collector  may  levy  such  warrant  on  his  shares,  or  such 
part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  such  tax  and  costs, 
and  shall  proceed  therein  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
the  collection  of  executions  when  levied  on  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  a  corporation ;  and  the  fees  of  such  collector 
shall  be  the  same  as  are  allowed  to  officers  on  executions. 

§  43.    Alteration  and  repeal  of  charters.    All  acts 

creating  or  authorizing  the  organization  of  corporations  or 
altering  the  charters  of  corporations,  which  have  been  or  shall 
be  passed  by  the  general  assembly,  and  all  charters  imder 
which  no  corporation  has  been  organized,  shall  be  subject  to 
alteration,  amendment,  and  repeal  at  the  pleasure  of  the  gen- 
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eral  assembly,  miless  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  such 
acts;  but  no  such  amendment  or  repeal  shall  impair  any 
remedy  against  any  such  corporation  or  against  its  officers, 
directors,  or  stockholders,  for  any  liability  which  shall  have 
been  previously  incurred;  and  all  such  amendments  shall 
apply  to  every  corporation  except  in  so  far  as  is  otherwise 
expressly  provided. 

§  44.  Forms  for  certificates.  The  secretary  of  the 
state  shall  prepare  forms  for  the  several  certificates  and  re- 
turns required  by  this  act 

§  45.  Penalty  for  violation  of  this  act.  Every  per- 
son who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for 
which  no  penalty  or  punishment  is  expressly  prescribed,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Part  II. 

COEPOEATION  ORGANIZED  UNDER  SPECIAL   CHARTER. 

§  46.    Location  not  to  be  changed.    ISTo  bank,  savings 

bank,  insurance  company,  or  trust  company  shall  change  its 
location  from  one  town  to  another  except  by  an  act  of  the 
general  assembly. 

increase  of  capital  stock.  Every  specially  chartered  cor-  wav,  ch.  246. 
poration  having  power  by  law  to  increase  its  capital  stock  may 
from  time  to  time  so  increase  it  by  issuing  additional  shares  of 
the  same  par  value,  under  such  limitations  as  to  the  amount 
issued  and  of  every  other  nature  whatsoever  as  may  exist  either  in 
its  charter  or  in  any  statute  affecting  it;  provided,  that,  at  a  meet- 
ing of  its  stockholders  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  such 
increase  shall  have  been  authorized  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  each  class  of  stock  issued  and  outstanding  at  the  time 
of  said  vote,  which  vote  shall  state  the  amount  of  the  increase 
so  authorized;  or  provided,  that,  at  a  meeting  of  its  stock- 
holders held  for  that  purpose,  a  written  or  printed  notice  of 
which  stating  the  day,  hour,  place,  and  purpose  thereof  shall 
have  been  given  by  the  president  or  secretary  to  each  stock- 
holder by  leaving  such  notice  with  him  or  at  his  residence  or 
usual  place  of  business  or  by  mailing  such  notice  to  him  at 
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Ms  last  known  post  ofi&ce  address  at  least  thirty  days  before 
such,  meeting,  such  increase  shall  have  been  authorized  by  a 
vote  of  at  least  two  thirds  of  each  class  of  stock  represented  at 
such  meeting.  Before  any  such  corporation  shall  issue  any 
shares  of  such  increased  capital  stock  so  voted,  a  majority  of 
the  directors  shall  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  setting  forth  the 
number  of  shares  so  voted  and  the  par  value  thereof.  The  sec- 
retary shall  examine  the  same,  and  if  he  shall  find  that  it  con- 
forms to  law  and  that  all  taxes  have  been  paid  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  57,  shall  endorse  thereon  the  word 
"Approved,"  with  his  name  and  official  title,  and  shall  there- 
upon record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose. 

§  48.  Stock  preferred  as  to  dividends.  Any  spe- 
cially chartered  corporations,  not  engaged  either  in  a  trust, 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  wMch  has  by  law  power  to 
increase  its  capital  stock,  may  so  increase  it  by  the  issue 
of  preferred  stock,  which  shall  be  entitled  to  divi- 
dends of  an  agreed  amount  before  any  dividends  are  declared 
upon  the  stock  already  issued;  and  such  dividends,  if  not 
paid  in  any  one  year,  may  be  paid  out  of  the  earnings  of 
subsequent  years,  if  it  be  so  provided  in  the  vote  authorizing 
such  increase. 

§  49.    Stock  preferred  as  to  assets.    Any  specially 

chartered  corporation,  having  power  under  section  48  of  this 
act  to  issue  stock  preferred  as  to  dividends,  may  also  issue 
stock  preferred  as  to  assets,  the  holders  of  which  shall,  in  case 
of  the  winding  up  of  the  corporation,  be  paid  up  to  the  full 
par  value  of  such  preferred  stock,  out  of  the  net  assets  avail- 
able for  distribution  to  stockholders,  before  the  holders  of 
other  stock  receive .  anything ;  and,  if  the  holders  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  common  stock  shall  so  vote,  the  holders  of  such 
preferred  stock  may  be  given  the  right  to  exchange  such  pre- 
ferred stock  for  common  stock,  on  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  determined  by  said  vote;  but  the  total  capital 
stock  of  the  corporation  shall  not  be  increased  by  such  ex- 
change 

§  50.  Issue,  how  authorized.  'No  issue  of  preferred 
stock  shall  be  made  unless  authorized  at  a  meeting  of  the 
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stockholders  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  by  a  vote  of 
stockholders  holding  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  stock  of 
such  corporation,  which  vote  shall  determine  the  amount  of 
preferred  stock  so  to  be  issued,  the  number  and  value  of  the 
shares  thereof,  the  dividends  to  be  paid  thereon,  whether  the 
same  shall  be  cumulative  or  not,  and  the  terms  of  the  prefer- 
ment as  to  assets,  if  such  preferment  is  made. 

§  51.    Certificate  of  increase.    'So  certificate  for  such 

preferred  stock  shall  be  issued  until  a  majority  of  the 
directors  have  made,  signed,  and  sworn  to  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  setting  forth 
the  increase  of  such  capital  stock,  the  number  and  value  of 
such  shares,  the  amount  of  the  dividend  to  be  paid  thereon, 
whether  the  same  is  to  be  cumulative  or  not,  and  the  terms 
of  the  preferment  as  to  assets,  if  such  preferment  is  made. 
The  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  The  certificate  required  by 
this  section  shall  be  in  addition  to  those  required  by  law  in 
relation  to  the  increase  of  capital  stock. 

§  52.  Reduction  of  capital  StOC!<.  Any  specially 
chartered  corporation  may  reduce  its  capital  stock.  ISTo  such 
reduction  shall  be  valid  unless  approved  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  outstanding  stock  of  each  class  at  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  nor  unless 
a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  make,  sign,  and  swear  to 
and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate 
stating  that  the  reduction  has  been  duly  approved  by  the 
stockholders  and  setting  forth  a  copy  of  the  vote  of  the  stock- 
holders, which  vote  shall  show  the  details  as  to  such  reduction. 
The  secretary  shall  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept 
by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  53.    Change   of   name   by   superior   court.    Any 

specially  chartered  corporation,  having  voted  to  change  its 
corporate  name,  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  for  the 
county  in  which  it  is  located  to  have  such  change  made,  first 
giving  notice  of  such  intended  application  by  advertisement 
for  two  weeks  consecutively  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
Hartford  or  'New.  Haven  and  a  newspaper,  if  there  be  one, 
published  in  the  town  in  which  the  corporation  is  located; 
and  said  court  may  change  said  name  as  prayed  for,  and. 
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upon  filing  for  record  in  the  ofiice  of  the  secretary  of  the  state 
a  certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the  court,  the  name  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  as  decreed  by  said  court;  but  no  right 
esisting  at  the  time  of  such  change  in  favor  of  or  against 
such  corporation  shall  be  affected  thereby.  The  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certified  copy  in  a  book  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose. 

§  54.    Charter  without  organization  void  after  two 

years.  The  charter  of  every  specially  chartered  corporation, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall  be  void,  unless 
such  corporation  shall  be  organized  and  a  certificate  of  such 
organization,  sworn  to  by  the  president  or  secretary,  or,  if 
there  be  no  such  officers,  by  an  officer  having  custody  of  the 
records  of  such  corporation,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  state  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  such  charter.  The  secretary  shall  thereupon 
record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 
Any  street  railway  company  chartered  by  the  general  assem- 
bly at  its  January  session,  1903,  which  has  not  already  organ- 
ized may  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this 
act  on  or  before  July  first,  1907. 

§  55.    Acceptance  and  effect  of  charter  amendment. 

When  any  amendment  or  alteration  of  the  charter  of  any 
sjpecially  chartered  corporation  shall  be  made,  if  it  be  not 
otherwise  specially  provided  in  the  resolution  making  such 
alteration  or  amendment,  it  shall  not  become  operative  imless, 
within  six  months  after  its  passage,  it  shall  be  accepted  at  a 
meeting  of  such  corporation  warned  and  held  for  that  pur- 
pose, nor  unless,  within  said  period,  an  attested  copy  of  said 
acceptance  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state,  to  be  recorded  by  him  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose ; 
and  such  acceptance  shall  make  the  original  charter  and  all 
resolutions  amending  and  altering  the  same  subject  to  amend- 
ment, alteration,  and  repeal,  at  the-  pleasure  of  the  general 
assembly.  If  such  amendment  shall  be  made  before  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  original  charter,  then  such  amendment  may 
be  accepted  at  the  same  time  such  original  charter  is  accepted. 

§  56.    Reports  to  general  assembly.     Corporations 

required  to  make  reports  to  the  general  assembly  shall  make 
them  during  the  first  week  of  each  regular  session. 
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§  57.    Tax  on  stock  issue  authorized  by  special  act; 

penalty.  Before  any  bill  or  resolution  creating  a  corpora- 
tion having  a  capital  stock  shall  be  approved  or  become  a 
law,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer,  in  addition  to 
the  fees  required  by  section  10  of  the  general  statutes,  a  fran- 
chise tax  of  one  dollar  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the 
capital  stock  with  which  it  is  to  be  organized,  but  such  tax 
shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  fifty  dollars.  If  such  bill  or 
resolution  shall  not  be  approved  or  become  a  law,  the  treas- 
urer shall  return  the  tax  so  paid.  Whenever  any  specially 
chartered  corporation  shall  vote  to  increase  the  amount  of 
its  capital  stock  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  tliis  act 
or  of  any  other  general  or  special  law  affecting  it,  such  cor- 
poration shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer,  before  any  shares 
of  such  increased  capital  stock  shall  be  issued,  a  further  tax  of 
one  dollar  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  total  increased 
capital  stock  so  voted,  but  no  additional  franchise  tax  shall 
be  required  upon  stock  upon  which  the  corporation  has  paid 
the  full  franchise  tax  required  by  the  law  in  force  at  the  time 
of  such  payment.  Every  officer  of  any  corporation  subject 
to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  who  shall  sign  or 
issue  any  certificate  of  stock  on  which  the  tax  imposed  by 
this  section  has  not  been  paid,  shall  be  fined  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Part  III. 

THE  COKPOKATION  ACT  OF  1901. 

§  58.  Application.  The  provisions  of  this  part  shall 
apply  to  all  corporations  formed  under  it  and  to  all  corpora- 
tions heretofore  organized  under  the  joint  stock  law  of  this 
state  or  the  corporation  act  of  1901,  but  shall  not  require  the 
reorganization  of  corporations  heretofore  formed. 

§  59.  Powers.  Every  corporation  to  which  this  part 
applies,  in  addition  to  all  other  powers  granted  by  law,  shall 
have  power  to  mortgage  its  real  and  personal  estate,  including 
its  franchises,  and  issue  promissory  notes,  bonds,  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness.  Such  corporation  may  also  issue 
one  or  more  classes  of  stock. 
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§  60.  Certificates.  Every  certificate  required  by  this 
part  to  be  filed  sball  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  tbe  persons 
required  to  file  it,  and  sball  be  filed  in  -die  office  of  tbe  secre- 
tary of  tbe  state,  who  sball  examine  tbe  same,  and,  if  be  sball 
find  tbat  it  conforms  to  law  and  tbat  all  taxes  wbicb  may 
be  due  upon  tbe  filing  of  tbe  certificate  under  tbe  provisions 
of  section  61  of  this  act  bave  been  paid,  sball  indorse  tbereon 
tbe  word  "  Approved,"  witb  bis  name  and  official  title,  and 
sball  tbereupon  record  sucb  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  bim 
•  for  tbat  purpose.  'No  act  required  to  be  set  f ortb  in  any  sucb 
certificate  sball  be  valid  until  sucb  certificate  bas  been  ap- 
proved as  aforesaid,  but  tbis  provision  sball  not  relieve  tbe 
corporation,  its  officers,  directors,  or  stockholders  from  any 
liability  wbicb  might  otherwise  be  enforcible  against  them  or 
any  of  thoim,  or  invalidate  any  of  the  stock  of  such  corpora- 
tion in  tbe  bands  of  hona  fide  holders  without  notice.  ISTo 
such  corporation  shall  commence  business  until  a  copy  of  tbe 
certificate  required  by  section  63  hereof,  duly  certified  by  the 
secretary  of  the  state,  shall  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
town  clerk  of  tbe  town  where  said  corporation  is  to  be 
located ;  and  said  town  clerk  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  61.  Tax  on  capital  stock.  Every  such  corporation, 
before  its  certificate  of  incorporation  shall  be  approved  by 
the  secretary  of  tbe  state,  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  fifty 
cents  on  every  one  thousand  dollars  of  its  authorized  capital 
stock  up  to  five  million  dollars;  and  it  shall  pay  ten  cents 
upon  every  one  thousand  dollars  of  its  authorized  capital 
stock  in  excess  of  five  million  dollars.  Whenever  any  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  part,  or 
under  any  former  joint  stock  law  of  tbis  state,  shall  increase 
the  amount  of  its  authorized  capital  stock,  it  shall  pay  to  the 
state  treasurer,  before  the  certificate  of  increase  shall  be  ax>- 
proved,  fifty  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  sucb 
authorized  increase  until  it  has  paid  on  a  total  capital  stock 
of  five  million  dollars;  and,  upon  any  authorized  increase 
of  capital  stock  above  five  million  dollars,  it  sball  pay  to  tbe 
state  treasurer  ten  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars ;  but  no 
payment  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  less 
tbnn  twenty-five  dollars.     Said  payments  shall  be  in  lieu  of 
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all  othfir  taxes  upon  tke  franchise  of  the  corporation,  but 
shall  not  be  in  lieu  of  any  tax  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
property  of  the  corporation  or  upon  the  shares  of  its  stock  in 
the  hands  of  its  stockholders. 

§  62.  Formation.  Any  three  or  more  persons  may 
associate  to  form  a  corporation  under  this  act  for  the  trans- 
action of  any  lawful  business.  Such  corporation  shall  not 
have  power,  however,  to  transact  in  this  state  the  business  of 
a  bank,  savings  bank,  trust  company,  building  and  loan  asso- 
ciation, insurance  company,  surety  or  indemnity  company,- 
railroad  or  street  railway  company,  telegraph  or  telephone 
company,  gas,  electric  light,  or  water  company,  or  of  any 
company  requiring  the  right  to  take  and  condemn  lands  or  to 
occupy  the  public  highways  of  this  state,  but  shall  have  power 
to  transact  such  business  in  any  state  or  territory  of  the 
United  States,  or  in  any  foreign  country,  if  not  prohibited 
by  the  laws  of  such  state  or  territory  or  foreign  country. 

§  63.    Certificate  of  incorporation.    The  persons  so 

associated  shall  file  a  certificate  setting  forth :  (1)  The  name 
of  the  corporation:  (2)  The  name  of  the  town  in  this  state 
in  which  the  corporation  is  to  be  located:  (3)  The  nature 
of  the  business  to  be  transacted  or  the  purposes  to  be  pro- 
moted or  carried  out :  (4)  The  amount  of  authorized  capital 
stock,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  two  thousand  dollars,  the 
number  of  shares  into  which  the  same  is  divided,  and  the  par 
value  of  each  share,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars,  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  class  of  stock,  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  different  classes  with  the  terms  on  which  they 
are  respectively  created:  (5)  The  amount  of  capital  stock 
with  which  the  corporation  shall  commence  business,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  one  thousand  dollars;  (6)  The  period, 
if  any,  limited  for  the  duration  of  the  corporation. 

§  64.    Certificate  may  contain  additional  provisions. 

The  certificate  of  incorporation  mlay  also  contain  any  lawful 
provisions  which  the  incorporators  may  choose  to  insert  for 
the  regulation  of  the  business  of  the  corporation,  or  for  defin- 
ing and  regulating  the  powers  of  the  corporation,  its  officers, 
directors,  and  stockholders  or  any  class  of  stockholders. 

§  65.    Evidence,  of  corporate  existence.    Upon  the 

approval  of  the  certificate  of  incorporation  by  the  secretary 
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of!  the  state,  corporate  existence  ahall  begin.  A  copy  of  such 
certificate  and  approval,  dulj  certified  by  the  secretary  of 
the  state  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  legal  existence  of  any  such  cor- 
poration. 

§  66.  Power  of  incorporators.  After  the  approval 
of  the  certificate  of  incorporation  as  aforesaid  and  until  the 
directors  are  elected,  the  incorporators  shall  have  charge  of 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  and  may  take  such  steps  as  are 
necessary  or  proper  to  obtain  subscriptions  to  its  stock. 

§  67.    Call  of  first  meeting;  waiver.    A  majority  of 

the  incorporators  shall  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  corpora- 
tion, at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  by  a 
notice  published  twice,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time 
designated,  in  a  newspaper  in  this  state  having  a  circulation 
in  the  town  in  which  the  corporation  is  located;  but  such 
notice  may  be  waived  by  a  writing  signed  by  all  tbe  sub- 
scribers to  the  capital  stock  and  a  majority  of  the  incor- 
porators, specifying  time  and  place  for  said  meeting,  which 
waiver  shall  be  recorded  at  length  upon  the  records  of  the 
corporation. 

§  68.    Organization;  adoption  of  by-laws.    At  such 

meeting,  including  adjournments  thereof,  the  subscribers  for 
stock  who  are  present  in  person  or  by  attorney  shall  perfect 
an  organization  by  the  choice  of  a  temporary  clerk  and  the 
election  by  ballot  of  three  or  more  directors  who  are  sub- 
scribers for  stock,  and  shall  adopt  by-laws  for  the  regulation 
of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation.  Such  subscribers  may  also 
transact  any  other  business;  provided,  that  due  notice 
thereof  has  been  given  in  the  call  for  such  meeting  or  has 
been  expressly  waived. 

[Sec.  68b.  Unless  the  certificate  of  organization  re- 
quired by  section  69  is  filed  within  two  years  after  the  filing 
of  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  such  certificate  of  incor- 
poration shall  be  void.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
apply  to  all  certificates  of  incorporation,  filed  prior  to  the 
going  into  effect  hereof,  under  which  organization  shall  not 
have  been  perfected,  and  for  the  purpose  hereof  certificates 
of  organization  thereunder  may  be  filed  at  any  time  within 
two  years  after  this  section  shall  go  into  effect.  Chapter 
2G7,  Public  Acts  of  1905.] 
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§  69.    Commencement  of  business;    certificate  of 

organization.  Ko  such  corporation  shall  commence  business 
until  the  amount  of  capital  specified  in  its  certificate  of  in- 
corporation as  the  amount  of  capital  with  which  it  will 
oommence  business  has  been  paid  in ;  nor  until  its  directors 
and  officers  have  been  duly  elected  and  its  by-laws  adopted; 
nor  until  a  majority  of  its  directors  have  caused  to  be  filed 
a  certificate  of  organization  setting  forth:  (1)  The  amount 
of  each  class  of  stock  subscribed  for:  (2)  The  amount  paid 
thereon  in  cash:  (3)  The  amount  paid  thereon  in  property 
other  than  cash:  (4)  The  amount  paid  on  each  share  of 
stock  which  is  not  paid  for  in  full:  (5)  The  name,  resi- 
dence, and  address  of  each  of  the  original  subscribers,  with 
the  number  and  class  of  shares  subscribed  for  by  each:  (6) 
That  the  directors  and  officers  of  the  corporation  have  been 
duly  elected  and  its  by-laws  adopted:  (7)  The  name,  resi- 
dence, and  post  office  address  of  each  of  the  officers  and 
directors.  [(8)  The  location  of  its  principal  office  in  this 
state,  with  the  street  and  number,  if  any  there  be,  and  the 
name  of  the  agent  or  person  in  charge  thereof  upon  whom 
process  against  the  corporation  may  be  served.]  A  copy  of 
such  certificate,  duly  approved  by  the  secretary  of  the  state 
and  certified  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  corporation  has  been  duly 
organized  and  is  duly  authorized  to  exercise  all  of  its  cor- 
porate powers. 

§  70.  Officers.  The  directors  of  every  corporation 
shall  choose  from  among  their  number  a  president  and  shall 
appoint  a  treasurer,  a  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as 
the  by-laws  shall  prescribe.  The  same  person  may  fill  the 
offices  of  president  and  treasurer  or  of  secretary  and  treas- 
urer. 

§  71.  issue  of  additional  stock.  Every  corporation 
may,  at  any  meeting  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  em- 
power its  directors  to  issue  shares  of  its  unissued  authorized 
capital  stock.  At  the  time  for  the  filing  of  its  next  annual 
report  after  the  issue  of  any  such  shares,  a  majority  of  the 
directors  shall  make  and  file  a  certificate  setting  forth  the 
facts  relating  to  such  issue  similar  to  the  facts  relating  to 
the  original  issue  of  stock  required  by  subdivisions  (1)  to 
(5),  inclusive,  of  section  69  of  this  act. 
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§  72.    Surrender  of  rights  before  beginning  business. 

At  any  time  before  the  payment  of  any  part  of  the  subscrip- 
tions to  capital  stock  and  before  the  commencement  of  busi- 
ness, the  incorporators,  and  the  subscribers  for  stock,  if  any, 
may  surrender  the  corporate  rights  and  franchises  of  any 
corporation  by  filing  a  certificate  that  no  part  of  such  sub- 
scription has  been  paid,  that  such  business  has  not  been  com- 
menced, that  no  debtsi  have  been  incurred  which  are  unpaid, 
and  that  they  surrender  all  rights  and  franchises  of  such 
corporation.  When  such  certificate  has  been  examined  and 
approved  by  the  secretary  of  the  state,  the  existence  of  such 
corporation  shall  terminate. 

§  73.  Amendment  of  certificate  of  incorporation  be- 
fore commencing  business.  At  any  time  before  the  filing 
of  the  certificate  of  organization  the  incorporators  of  any  cor- 
poration may  make  such  amendments,  changes,  and  altera- 
tions in  its  certificate  of  incorporation  as  may  be  desired; 
provided,  that  the  subject-matter  of  such  changes  could  have 
been  lawfully  inserted  in  an  original  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion. 'No  change,  alteration,  or  amendment  shall  be  valid, 
unless  approved  in  writing  by  all  of  the  subscribers,  if  any, 
to  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation,  nor  unless  a  certifi- 
cate, setting  forth  such  amendments,  changes,  or  altera- 
tions and  stating  that  the  same  has  been  duly  approved  by 
the  subscribers,  if  any,  shall  be  made  and  filed  by  all  of  the 
incorporators. 

§  74.    Changes    in    certificates    of    incorporation. 

Every  corporation  may  change  its  name,  the  nature  of  its 
business,  and  its  location ;  may  increase  or  reduce  the  amount 
of  its  authorized  capital  stock;  may  create  one  or  more 
classes  of  stock;  and  may  make  such  other  amendments, 
changes,  and  alterations  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation 
as  may  be  desired ;  provided,  that  the  subject-matter  of  such 
changes,  amendments,  and  alterations  could  have  been  law- 
fully inserted  in  an  original  certificate  of  incorporation. 
No  such  change,  alteration,  or  amendment  shall  be  valid  un- 
less approved  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  outstanding 
stock  of  each  class  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  duly 
called  to  consider  such  amendment,  change,  or  alteration, 
nor  unless  a  certificate,  setting  forth  such  amendments, 
changes,  or  alterations  and  stating  that  the  same  have  been 
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duly  adopted  by  the  stocMiolders,  shall  be  made  and  filed 
by  a  majority  of  the  directors. 

§  75.    Similar  corporations  may  consolidate.     Any 

two  or  more  corporations  which  are  carrying  on  business"  of 
the  same  or  a  similar  nature  may  merge  or  consolidate  into  a 
single  corporation. 

§  76.  Directors'  agreement  as  to  terms  of  consoli- 
dation. The  directors  of  the  several  corporations  proposing 
to  merge  or  consolidate  may  enter  into  an  agreement,  signed 
by  them  and  under  the  corporate  seals  of  the  respective  cor- 
porations, prescribing  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  pro- 
posed consolidation  and  stating  the  name  of  the  consolidated 
corporation,  the  number,  names,  and  places  of  residence 
of  its  first  directors,  the  number  of  shares  of  its  capital  stock 
and  the  classes  thereof  and  the  amount  or  par  value  of  each 
share  thereof,  and  the  manner  of  converting  the  shares  of 
capital  stock  of  each  of  the  old  corporations  into  shares  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  corporation,  together 
with  such  other  provisions  as  are  required  to  be  set  forth  in 
an  original  certificate  of  incorporation  and  any  other  pro- 
visions necessary  to  carry  such  proposed  consolidation  into 
effect. 

§  77.    Stockholders  to  vote  upon  consolidation.    Such 

agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  of  each  of 
such  merging  or  consolidating  corporations,  separately,  at  a 
meeting  thereof  to  be  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  same,  and  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time,  place,  and 
object  of  such  meeting  shall  be  mailed  to  the  last  known 
post-office  address  of  each  of  such  stockholders,  and  such 
notice  shall  be  published  once  in  each  week  for  three  success- 
ive weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  this  state  having 
a  circulation  in  the  towns  in  which  such  corporations  are 
respectively  located.  At  such  stockholders'  meetings,  if 
two-thirds  of  all  the  outstanding  stock  of  each  class  shall  vote 
to  approve  such  merger  or  consolidation,  the  facts  shall  be 
certified  upon  such  agreement  by  the  secretaries  of  the  re- 
spective corporations  under  the  seals  thereof,  and  such  agree- 
ment so  adopted  and  certified  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  the  state,  who  shall,  if  the  same  conforms  to 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  indorse  the  same  "  Approved," 
with  his  name  and  official  title;  and  a  copy  of  such  agree- 
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ment,  certificate,  and  approval,  duly  certified  by  the  secretary 
of  the  state  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  such  agreement 
and  certificate  and  of  the  legal  existence  and  organization 
of  such'  consolidated  corporation  and  that  it  is  duly  authorized 
to  exercise  all  of  its  corporate  powers. 

§  78.    Rights,  duties,  and  liabilities  of  consolidated 

corporations.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  consolidation, 
the  several  corporations  shall  become  a  corporation  by  the 
name  provided  in  such  agreement,  and  shall  possess  all  the 
rights,  privileges,  powers,  and  franchises  of  each  of  the  con- 
solidating corporations ;  and  all  property,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed,  and  all  debts  due  to  them  on  whatever  account,  shall 
be  vested  in  the  consolidated  corporation;  and  all  rights  of 
creditors  and  all  liens  upon  the  property  of  either  of  such 
consolidating  corporations  shall  be  preserved  unimpaired, 
and  the  respective  corporations  shall  continue  in  existence 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  same;  and  all 
debts,  liabilities,  and  duties  of  either  of  such  consolidating 
corporations  shall  thenceforth  attach  to  the  consolidated  cor- 
poration, and  may  be  enforced  against  it  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  they  had  been  incurred  or  contracted  by  it.  An  amount 
of  the  stock  of  the  consolidated  corporation  equivalent  to  the 
amount  of  the  stock  of  the  merged  corporations  on  which  a 
franchise  tax  has  been  paid  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation 
under  section  61  of  this  act. 

§  79.  Remedy  of  aggrieved  stockholder.  Any  stock- 
holder in  any  corporation  consolidating  as  aforesaid  who,  at 
the  time  of  such  consolidation,  objected  thereto  in  writing, 
may,  within  ten  days  after  the  agreement  of  consolidation  has 
been  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state, 
demand  in  writing  from  the  consolidated  corporation  pay- 
ment for  his  stock;  and  such  corporation  shall,  within  tliree 
months  thereafter,  pay  him  the  value  of  his  stock  at  the  date 
of  such  consolidation.  In  case  of  disagreement  as  to  the 
value  thereof,  such  value  shall  be  ascertained  by  three  disin- 
terested persons  to  be  chosen,  one  by  the  stockholder,  one  by 
the  directors  of  the  consolidated  corporation,  and  the  third 
bv  the  two  thus  selected,  and,  in  case  their  award  is  not  paid 
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■withiii  sixty  days  from  its  date,  it  shall  become  a  debt  of 
such  consolidated  corporation  and  may  be  collected  as  such. 
On  receiving  payment  of  the  amount  awarded,  such  stock- 
hol^^er  shall  transfer  his  stock  to  the  consolidated  corporation^ 
which  shall  dispose  of  it  on  the  best  terms  obtainable. 

Pakt  IV. 

FOKEIGN    COKPOEATIONS. 

§  80.    Meaning  of   "foreign   corporation."     Unless 

otherwise  expressly  provided,  the  term  "  foreign  corpora- 
tion "  shall  mean  every  corporation  not  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state. 

§  81.  Powers  and  limitations.  Any  foreign  corpora- 
tion may  purchase,  hold,  mortgage,  lease,  sell,  and  convey 
Teal  and  personal  estate  in  this  state  for  its  lawful  uses  and 
purposes,  and  such  real  estate  and  other  property  as  it  may 
acquire,  by  way  of  foreclosure  or  otherwise,  in  payment  of 
debts  due  such  corporation ;  but  no  foreign  corporation  be- 
longing to  any  of  the  classes  excepted  in  section  62  of  this  act 
shall  engage  in  or  continue,  in  this  state,  the  business  author- 
ized by  its  charter  or  the  laws  of  the  state  under  which  it 
was  organized,  unless  empowered  so  to  do  by  some  general 
or  special  law  of  this  state,  except  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  and  renewing  existing  contracts  heretofore  made. 

§  82.    Charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation  to  be 

filed.  Every  foreign  corporation,  except  insurance  and 
surety  companies  and  building  and  loan  associations  and  in- 
vestment companies  within  the  provisions  of  section  forty-one 
of  this  act,  shall,  before  transacting  business  in  this  state,  file 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certified  copy  of  its 
charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation,  together  with  a  state- 
ment, signed  and  sworn  to  by  its  president,  treasurer,  and  a 
majority  of  its  directors,  showing  the  amount  of  its  author- 
ized capital  stock  and  the  amount  thereof  which  has  been 
paid  in,  and,  if  any  part  of  such  payment  has  been  made 
otherwise  than  in  cash,  such  statement  shall  set  forth  the 
particulars  thereof, 

§  83.    Secretary  of  state  to  be  resident  attorney. 

Every  foreig-n  corporation  with  an  office  or  place  of  business 
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in  ibis  state,  except  insurance  companies,  surety  companies, 
and  building  and  loan  associations,  shall,  before  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state,  appoint  in  writing  the  secretary  of  the  state 
and  his  successors  in  office  to  be  its  attorney,  upon  whom  all 
process  in  any  action  or  proceeding  against  it  may  be  served ; 
and  in  such  writing  such  corporation  shall  agree  that  any 
process  against  it  which  is  served  on  such  secretary  shall  be 
of  the  same  legal  force  and  validity  as  if  served  on  the  corpor- 
ation, and  that  such  appointment  shall  continue  in  force  as 
long  as  any  liability  remains  outstanding  against  the  corpora- 
tion in  this  state.  Such  written  appointment  shall  be  ac- 
knowledged before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowl- 
edgments of  deeds  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  said 
secretary,  and  copies  certified  by  him  shall  be  sufficient 
evidence  of  such  appointment  and  agreement.  Service  upon 
said  attorney  shall  be  sufficient  service  upon  the  principal, 
and  may  be  made  by  leaving  a  duly  attested  copy  of  the 
process  with  the  secretary  of  the  state  or  at  his  office. 

§  84.    Duty  of  secretary  when  served  with  process; 

fee;  record.  When  legal  process  against  any  corporation 
mentioned  in  section  83  of  this  act  is  served  upon  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state,  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  corporation 
hereof  by  mail,  and  shall,  within  two  days  after  such  service, 
forward  in  the  same  manner  a  copy  of  the  process  served 
upon  him  to  such  corporation,  or  to  any  person  designated 
by  such  corporation  in  writing.  The  plaintiff  in  the  process 
so  served  shall  pay  said  secretary  at  the  time  of  such  service 
a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  page  of  process,  said  fee 
in  no  case  to  be  less  than  two  dollars,  which  shall  be  recov- 
ered by  him  as  part  of  his  taxable  costs  if  he  shall  prevail 
in  the  suit.  Said  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  process 
served  upon  him,  which  shall  show  the  day  and  hour  when 
such  service  was  made. 

§  85.  Failure  to  file  certificates  and  appoint  attor- 
ney; penalty.  Every  officer  of  a  foreign  corporation  trans- 
acting business  in  this  stat6  which  fails  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  sections  82  and  83  of  this  act,  and  every  per- 
son who  transacts  business  in  this  state  as  the  agent  of  such 
delinquent  corporation,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars ;  but  such  failure  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  any  contract  by  or  with  such  corporation.     The  secretary

of  tlie  state  shall  report  suchi  failure  to  the  attorney-general, 
who  shall  thereupon  institute  proceedings  against  such  cor- 
poration to  restrain  its  further  prosecution  of  business  in 
this  state. 

§  86.    Certificate  of  increase  or  reduction  of  capital 

to  be  filed.  Every  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  this 
state  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  an  increase  or  reduction 
of  its  capital  stock,  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  a  certificate  thereof,  substantially  like  that  required  of 
domestic  corporations  organized  under  the  corporation  act 
of  1901  under  like  conditions. 

§  87.  Annual  reports.  The  president  and  treasurer 
of  every  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state, 
which  is  not  required  by  law  to  make  other  annual  returns 
in  this  t,tate,  shall,  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  Febraary  or  AugTist,  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  similar  to 
the  certificate  required  by  section  3T  of  this  act,  except  that 
such  certificate  need  not  give  the  name  of  the  agent  or  person 
in  charge  of  its  principal  office  upon  whom  process  against 
the  corporation  may  be  served  The  secretary  shall  there- 
upon record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose  and  shall  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  such  certificate 
to  the  persons  filing  the  same,  who  shall  forthwith  cause  such 
certified  copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk 
of  the  town  in  this  state  in  which  such  corporation  has  its 
principal  office  or  place  of  business,  and  said  town  clerk  shall 
record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  On 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  September  the  town  clerks 
of  the  several  towns  shall  report  to  the  secretary  of  the  state 
the  names  of  all  corporations  whose  annual  reports  have  been 
filed  for  record  during  the  preceding  six  months,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  secretary 
shall  report  to  the  attorney-general  every  six  months  the 
names  of  all  corporations  which  have  failed  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  attorney-general  shall 
collect  all  forfeitures  due  under  this  section.  Every  corpor- 
ation whose  officers  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  failure. 
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§  88.    What  penalties  apply  to  foreign  corporations. 

All  penalties  and  liabiliti^  wkich  are  imposed  by  the  laws  of 
this  state  upon  officers,  directors,  and  stockholders  of  domestic 
corporations  for  false  and  fraudulent  statements  and  returns, 
shall  apply  to  the  officers,  directors,  and  stockholders  of 
foreign  corporations  doing  business  in  this  state. 

Paet  V. 

COEPOEATIONS  WITHOUT  CAPITAL  STOCK. 

§  89.  Organization.  Any  three  or  more  persons  may 
associate  to  form  a  corporation  without  capital  stock,  to  pro- 
mote or  carry  out  any  lawful  purpose,  other  than  that  of  a 
mercantile  or  manufacturing  business,  by  signing  and  ac- 
knowledging before  any  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowledg- 
ments of  deeds  and  filing  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  a  certificate  stating:  (1)  That  they  do  so  associate: 
(2)  the  purpose  or  object  of  the  corporation:  (3)  The 
town  in  this  state  in  which  the  corporation  is  to  be  located. 
The  person  so  associating  may  also  include  in  said  certificate 
any  other  lawful  provisions  for  the  regulation  of  the  affairs 
of  the  corporation  and  the  definition  of  its  powers  and  the 
powers  of  its  officers,  directors,  and  incorporators.  Such 
certificate  shall  be  examined  by  the  secretary  of  the  state, 
and,  if  he  shall  find  that  it  conforms  to  law  and  that  the 
fee  required  by  section  4814  of  the  general  statutes  to  be 
paid  at  the  filing  of  such  certificate  has  been  paid, 
he  shall  indorse  thereon  the  word  "  Approved,"  with  his 
name  and  official  title,  and  shall  thereupon  cause  the  same 
to  be  recorded  in  his  office.  He  shall  then  prepare  a  certified 
copy  of  such  certificate  and  of  his  approval  and  deliver  the 
same  to  one  of  the  persons  so  associated,  who  shall  fortii- 
with  cause  such  copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town 
clerk  in  the  town  where  such  corporation  is  to  be  located. 
When  such  certificate  has  been  duly  approved  and  recorded, 
the  persons  so  associated,  with  such  others  as  may  be  asso- 
ciated with  them  or  become  their  successors  in  such  manner 
as  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  provide,  shall  be  and  be- 
come a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  conferred  upon  corporations  by  section  3  of  this  act, 
and  may  receive  property  by  devise  or  bequest  and  hold  the 
same,  so  far  as  such  property  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
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Such  corporation  may  at  any  time  amend  its  original  certifi- 
cate of  incorporation  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  its  in- 
corporators, their  associates,  and  successors,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  corporation  duly  called  to  consider  such  amendment,  and 
by  causing  a  certificate,  duly  attested  by  its  president  and  sec- 
retary and  setting  forth  the  fact  that  such  vote  has  been 
passed  and  stating  the  subject-matter  of  such  amendment,  to 
be  filed,  approved,  and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
original  certificate  of  incorporation, 

§  90.  By-laws;  assessments;  fines.  Any  corpora- 
tion without  capital  stock  may  make  by-laws  imposing  fines 
and  penalties,  and  may  lay  assessments  or  dues  to  further 
the  objects  of  the  corporation,  either  by  by-laws  adopted  for 
that  purpose  or  by  vote  of  the  members  of  such  corporation 
at  meetings  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose.  "No  such 
by-law  shall  be  adopted  and  no  such  assessment  or  due  shall 
be  laid  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
corporation.  'No  such  fine,  assessment,  or  due  shall  exceed 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars.  Such  corporation  may  sue 
for  and  collect  such  fines  and  assessments  and  dues, 

§  91.  Sections  3311  to  3398,  inclusive,  and  3928  to 
3938,  inclusive,  of  the  general  statutes,  and  chapter  69  of  the 
public  acts  of  1903  are  hereby  repealed.
